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Snow  is  very  light  in  the  Park  this  winter,  Mowever,  the  tenperature  is 
quite  cold  and  suitable  for  the  bison  reduction  program.  Several  conferences 
have  been  held  during  the  month  between  the  Park  Naturalist  and  Acting  Super- 
intendent Johnston  and  the  v.dldlife  ranger  on  the  buffalo  reduction  program. 

Special  Activities ; 

The  Naturalist  Division  began  a  historical  inv-^ptigatioii  by  photographing 
items  from  early  papers  in  the  files  of  the  Livingston  library.   These  items 
are  selected  for  their  historical  interest  and  especially  as  they  relate  to 
Yellowstone  National  Park,   The  Yellowstone  library  has  much  material  on  the 
first  20  years  of  the  Park  but  frcm  1892  to  about  I9I8  the  anaount  of  source 
material  available  is  very  small.   Even  the  Superintendents'  reports  for  that 
period  consist  for  the  most  part  of  only  a  few  printed  pages.  Hence,  the 
program  of  getting  historical  material  is  being  carried  on.   About  tv;o  days 
every  two  weeks  is  spent  in  the  library  photographings

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month  except  2  hours  of  an- 
nual leave  on  January  8, 

Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  was  on  duty  all  month  except  2  days  of  annual 
leave  on  January  22  and  January  29  and  1/2  days  of  sick  leave  on  January  51 • 

Clerk  LeRoy  Van  Cott  was  on  duty  all  month  except  2  hours  of  annual 
leave  on  January  8  and  one  day  of  sick  leave  on  January  25. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits; 

One  bird  case  in  the  Mammoth  Museum  was  opened  and  cleaned  and  all  the 
labels  were  numbered  according  to  the  specimen  n\;imber  and  replaced.   One  of 
the  geology  cases  in  the  Mammoth  Museum  has  also  been  opened  to  revise  and 
print  the  labels,   Thsre  are  about  35  labels  of  fossils  which  have  never 
been  printed  and  these  will  be  done  this  winter,  . 

Research  and  Observation; 

As  mentioned  in  the  opening  paragraph,  we  have  started  a  research  project 
on  getting  early  newspaper  items  from  1892  to  I9I8  from  the  Livingston  papers. 
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We  are  photographing  these  with  a  Leica  camera  arid  then  intend  to  make  en- 
larged prints  about  8  x  10  in  size  and  bind  these  into  voluiaes  with  an  index. 

Mr,  Brodrick  has  completed  the  printing  of  about  200  array  negatives 
part  of  which  we  received  frora  }J!r,   ITusbaun  several  years  ago  and  the  rest 
were  in  our  own  files. 

Clerk  LeRoy  Van  Cott  has  continued  his  v;ork  on  the  place  IlaT.c  file  and 
we  have  checked  the  ^th   and  £th  reports  of  the  United  State      ■']   on  Geo- 
graphic Names  against  our  files  to  see  thst  quotations  have  .jfetd  properly 
recorded  and  that  no  name  has  been  omitted  which  has  been  approved  by  the 
Board.

The  work  of  place  Names  will  also  be  carried  forward  and  it  is  hoped 
to  check  all  of  the  reports  since  1932  of  the  United  States  Board  on  Geo- 
graphic Names  against  our  file.

The  following 
persons  v;ere  interviewed;   Mr.  Jack  E.  Haynes,  Professor  Burlingame,  Mrs. 
J.  M.  Hamilton  and  Judge  George  Y.  Patton.   Mr,  Bauer  was  able  to  secure  a 
manuscript  prepared  by  the  late  Professor  J,  M.  Hamilton  on  the  early  history 
of  Yellov/stone  national  Park,  This  is  to  be  copied  i!br  the  Yellov/stone  Li- 
brary and  an  additional  copy  made  for  the  Montana  State  College  Library 
and  another  one  for  Mrs.  J,  M.  Hamilton, 

He  also  has  the  promise  of  a  manuscript  of  Professor  Burlingame  on  the 
life  of  Captain  G.  C.  Doane  provided  this  is  not  to  be  published  in  the  near 
future.   At  present  the  manuscript  is  in  the  hands  of  the  University  of 
Oklahoma  Press  and  it  may  be  published  if  the  paper  shortage  does  not  be- 
come too  acute.

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  Leica  camera  was  not  returned  from  the  repair  shop 
until  the  last  of  the  month  it  was  not  possible  to  continue  oti  the  newspaper 
photographing  project  this  month. 

Several  changes  and  additions  were  made  to  the  manuscript  "Behind  the 
Scenery  in  Yellowstone  National  Park"  and  some  time  was  spent  on  these  changes 
to  the  text  and  illustrations.

GENERAL : 


Travel  for  June  started  off  about  ^0%   above  last  year,  and  by  the  end  of 
the  month  had  nearly  doubled  over  June  of  last  year.   The  Old  Faithful  Museum 
is  now  the  office  of  the  District  Ranger,  and  will  be  open  during  the  season 
whenever  the  District  Ranger  or  one  of  his  assistants  is  in  the  office.   It  is 
planned  to  keep  the  Mammoth  Museum  open  during  regular  scheduled  hours  as  indi- 
cated below  under  "Museums." 

Special  Activities: 

The  Chief  Naturalist  visited  the  Grand  Teton  National  Park  on  June  IJ  and 
lU,  and  had  conferences  with  Regional  Director  Merriam,  Superintendent  Franke, 
Superintendent  Doerr  and  Custodian  Mattes  on  the  geology  of  Jackson  Hole  National 
Momument  and  the  history  of  the  region.   Points  of  interest  were  visited  and  the 
geology  explained  and  discussed  at  some  length. 

Master  Plan  Studies: 

Revised  copy  of  the  Interpretive  Statement  has  been  submitted  to  the  Regional 
Director.  This  follows  the  outline  of  July  I9UI,  but  does  not  include  description 
of  the  present  facilities  nor  the  Museum  Prospectus. 

In  conferences  with  Landscape  Architects  Carpenter  and  Matson  on  June  IS 
we  discussed  the  Interpretive  Statement  and  also  the  Basic  Development  Plan. 
The  Chief  Naturalist  spent  some  time  during  the  latter  part  of  the  month  working 
on  the  Basic  Development  Plan  for  Yellov/stone  Park. 

Personnel: 


Chief  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month.   Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  was 
also  on  duty  all  month.   Stenographic  help  was  obtained  from  the  Superintendent's 
office  on  several  days  in  an  attempt  to  keep  up  the  current  correspondence. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits: 


Mammoth  Musexom  was  opened  on  June  11  and  has  been  open  during  the  week  days 
from  8:00  to  12:00  a.m.,  and  from  1:00  to  5:00  p.m.   On  Sundays  the  museum  is 
open  from  8:00  a.m.  to  6:00  p.m.,  including  the  noon  hour. 

The  exhibit  at  i'lrtist  Point  was  raised  ten  inches  by  workmen  on  the  21st  of 
the  month,  and  the  shutters  taken  off.   It  is  now  being  used  by  the  public  and 
is  a  very  fine  field  exhibit  describing  the  canyon  and  its  geological  history. 
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Research  and  Observations 


Some  research  was  done  during  the  month  on  basic  information  in  connection 
with  the  Basic  Development  Plan.   Also,  Park  I'laturalist  Brodrick  spent  one  day 
writing  text  material  on  the  animals  of  the  Park  and  planning  further  studies  in 
this  connection. 

The  new  steam  vent^at  the  south  part  of  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin,  really 
located  on  the  north^'^d-^e    of  Elk  park,  has  continued  to  eject  stearn,  causing 
considerable  noise,  and  is  believed  to  be  as  vigorous  a  steam  vent  as  the  old 
Black  Growler.   It  began  on  May  1  and  has  continued  to  date  unabated. 

On  June  10  Morning  Glory  Pool  boiled  over  and  threw  out  considerable  trash 
v,rhich  had  been  dropped  into  this  pool  during  past  years.   It  was  reported  at 
noon  on  that  day  as  being  very  muddy,  and  at  7:00  p,m,  it  -was  found  to  have 
erupted  and  spilled  v.'ater  over  the  road,  and  the  water  level  was  dovv-n  ten  feet 
belov/  the  surface  of  the  ground.   The  v/ater  was  very  muddy.   During  the  follovdng 
day  it  gradually  filled  up,  and  on  Monday  it  was  observed  by  Chief  Naturalist  Bauer 
to  be  full  of  water  and  rurjiing  over  slightly  as  it  had  formerly;  however,  the 
water  was  very  cloudy  and  all  color  had  disappeared  from  the  v:all-  and  edge  of  the 
pool.   Since  that  day  it  has  been  gradually  clearing  until  at  the  end  of  the 
month  one  could  see  into  the  water  to  a  depth  of  perhaps  two  feet  belov/  the 
surface,  and  it  had  begun  to  take  on  a  light  bluish  tinge.   It  is  quite  possible 
that  it  will  return  to  normal  in  the  course  of  the  next  three  or  four  weeks. 
Just  how  much  damage  has  been  done  to  the  walls  of  the  pool  cannot  be  determined 
at  the  present  time.   That  the  pool  has  been  decidedly  interfered  with  by  visitors 
throwing  articles  into  it  there  can  be  no  doubt.   Such  pools  need  better  protection.

Natural  History  Association  Activities: 

No  librarian  has  been  employed  this  season.   The  Yellowstone  Library  and 
Museum  Association  is  financing  the  purchase  of  publications  for  the  Custer 
Battlefield  National  Monument  and  has  purchased,  during  the  past  year,  a  number 
of  copies  of  the  l6-page  booklet  on  the  Custer  Battlefield  and  also  postcards  for 
sale  at  the  Information  Desk.   The  sales  at  Custer  Battlefield  National  Momuijient 
have  been  very  good,  and  the  profits  from  this  enterprise  accrue  to  the  Association. 

Photographic  and  other  Visual  Aids: 


Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  set  up  photographic  apparatus  and  took  photographs 
of  the  painting  at  Mammoth  L^^iseum  entitled  "The  Buffalo  Jump,"  It  required  some 
experimental  v/ork  to  get  the  proper  exposures,  and  the  time  st)ent  in  the  dark  room, 
on  this  project  and  other  photographic  work  consumed  about  two  days. 
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Preparatory  '.York: 

A  Trvanpeter  Swan  was  killed  on  what  is  known  as  Dry  Lake  near  t?ie  drainage 
divide  between  Gallatin  River  and  Grayling  Creek  in  the  northwest  part  of  the  Park, 
This  bird  had  been  shot  through  the  back  of  the  head  with  a  22  rifle.   It  was 
recovered  by  Panger  Stark  and  sent  to  Maxniaoth  for  examination.   A  study  skin  v;as 
prepared  by  Mr.  Brodrick. 

Proposed  Outline  of  Work  for  July  19^4: 


The  Chief  Naturalist  expects  to  submit  the  final  copy  of  his  paper  on 
"Behind  the  Scenery  in  Yellowstone  National  Park"  during  July,  and  with  some  re- 
visions it  is  novf   being  typed.   It  is  still  hoped  that  the  National  Park  Service 
will  see  fit  to  publish  this  in  pamphlet  form  at  the  first  opportunity. 

Chief  Naturalist  Bauer  will  also  carry  on  the  v^rork  on  the  Basic  Development 
Plan.   Part  of  his  time  will  be  occupied  in  meeting  visitors  at  the  Mammoth  Museum, 
at  which  job  the  Chief  Naturalist  and  Park  Naturalist  take  turns,  at  other  times 
carrying  on  tne  routine  v^rork  in  the  office  ajad  other  assigned  duties. 

Beginning  with  July  1  we  have  a  neva  clerk.  Miss  Mary  E.  Deason,  who  will 
devote  one-half  of  her  time  to  Museum  activities  and  one-half  to  personnel  matters.

Travel  for  the  Fourth  of  July  holiday  practically  doubled  the  same  period 

of  last  year;  however,  during  the  remainder  of  the  month  the  travel  was  about 

'^0%   above  that  for  last  year.  Museum  attendance  for  July  was  lOfo   above  last 
year  at  the  Mammoth  Museum. 

Special  Activities: 


The  Chief  Naturalist  assisted  in  the  reorganization  of  ¥far  Price  and  Ration 
Board  No.  2J4,  and  held  several  conferences  with  State  officials  on  July  I3,  lU 
and  15  which  had  to  do  with  the  reorganization  of  the  Board  and  the  problems  of 
handling  the  institutional  users,  chiefly  Hamilton  Stores,  Inc. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  met  the  Chief  Naturalist  of  the  National  Park 
Service  at  Ashton,  Idaho,  on  the  evening  of  July  2h,    and  spent  most  of  July  25, 
26  and  27  with  him,  discussing  the  naturalist  work  and  related  problems  of 
Yellowstone  Park,  On  the  27th  Dr»  Russell  and  Chief  Naturalist  Bauer  went  to 
Grand  Teton  National  park  to  study  the  glacial  geology  and  get  pictures  of  the 
important  features. 

Master  Plan  Studies: 


The  Interpretive  Statement  and  the  Statement  of  Values  for  Yellowstone 
National  Park  were  returned  to  this  office  during  July,  and  the  coraments  and 
suggestions  have  been  read.   Some  work  on  the  Basic  Development  Plan  has  been 
done  by  the  Chief  Naturalist  this  month. 

Personnel: 


Chief  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month,  except  for  annual  leave  of 
six  hours  on  July  18;  eight  hours  on  July  19;  and  four  hours  on  July  21. 
Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  was  on  duty  all  month,  except  for  annual  leave  of  eight 
hours  on  July  I5  and  two  hours  on  July  17.   Clerk  Mary  E.  Deason  was  on  duty 
in  the  Museum  office  one-half  time  during  the  month.  After  the  middle  of  the 
month  she  worked  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  in  the  Museum  office,  and  the 
other  three  days  of  the  week  were  spent  in  the  Personnel  office, 

jyfuseum  Activities  and  Exhibits: 


Plans  were  made  by  Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  for  two  exhibit  cases  to  be 
installed  in  Big  Hole  Battlefield  Museum,  these  cases  to  be  used  for  exhibits 
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during  the  summer  season  and  to  be  moved  to  the  Forest  Service  office  for 
storage  in  the  winter.   The  preliminary  designs  were  made  by  Mr.  Brodrick  with 
this  in  mind,  and  a  quoted  price  was  obtained  from  the  Northwest  Fixture  Company 
of  Billings,  Montana.  The  price  was  $280.00  for  the  two  cases.   Further  plans 
will  be  made  when  it  is  known  whether  the  work  outline  is  changed,  so  that  funds 
will  be  available  for  these  cases. 

The  Artist  Point  exhibit  has  been  opened  this  spring  for  the  first  time  and 
is  much  appreciated  by  the  visitors.  Many  favorable  comments  have  already  been 
received  on  the  character  of  this  exhibit. 

Research  and  Observation: 


Morning  Glory  Pool,  which  boiled  over  and  threw  out  a  lot  of  trash  last 
month,  has  settled  down  to  approximately  its  normal  flow.   During  the  month  of 
July  it  cleared  up  considerably  but  it  is  still  impossible  to  see  the  sides  of 
the  pool  to  a  greater  depth  than  four  feet.   It  is  hoped  that  it  will  clear  up 
soon  so  that  the  depths  of  the  pool  may  be  observed  and  the  original  color  return 
to  this  beautiful  pool. 

A  conference  on  the  Trumpeter  Swan  census  was  had  vifith  Chief  Ranger  Barrows 
and  Assistant  Chief  Ranger  Evans.   The  date  has  tentatively  been  set  for  August 
15  and  16,  at  which  time  it  is  hoped  that  a  complete  swan  census  will  be  taken  of 
the  Yellowstone  waters  and  also  the  surrounding  waters,  including  the  Red  Rock 
Lakes  Refuge. 

Fo  other  important  research  was  carried  on  during  the  month.

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8:00  A.  M.  to  12:00  M. ,  and  from  1:00  to  5:00  P.  M.  each  week  day,  and  on 
Sunday  from  8:00  A.  M.  to  6:00  P.  M. 

It  is  anticipated  that  a  number  of  special  visitors  will  be  in  the  Park 
during  August,  At  the  present  time  Mr.  Tozier  is  in  the  Park  doing  photographic 
work  for  Harvard  University,  and  one  conference  was  held  with  him  on  July  51. 

Mr.  Frederick  Simpich  of  the  National  Orographic  Magazine  is  expected 
sometime  the  first  part  of  August,  and  the  Chief  Naturalist  expects  to  spend 
several  days  with  him  in  the  Park. 

Considerable  time  will  no  doubt  be  given  to  special  visitors  and  to  official 
visits  of  Park  personnel.

Museum 
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The  museiim  attendance  at  Mammoth  was  considerably  over  that  for  August  last 
year.   Last  year  the  attendance  was  only  63I;  this  year  it  was  1,^1x2.,      People  in 
general  seem  to  have  a  lively  interest  in  the  museum  and  in  park  values. 

Special  Activities: 


On  August  1  Dr«  Charles  Tozier  and  Mrs,  Tozier  of  Cambridge ,  Massachusetts , 
arrived  to  do  photographic  work  for  Harvard  University,  particularly  for  the 
geological  department.   A  conference  was  held  in  1he  Superintendent's  office  and 
Dr.  Tozier  was  given  helpful  adviae  concerning  the  best  places  to  get  pictures  of 
animals  and  other  features  found  in  the  Park. 

Master  Mechanic  R,  R.  Robinson  reported  a  dead  sv/an  near  Blacktail  Pond  and 
Assistant  Chief  Ranger  Evans  and  the  Chief  Naturalist  visited  this  spot  on 
August  1  to  determine  the  cause  of  death.   No  external  injury  was  found,  and  the 
bird  was  extremely  poor,  although  its  crop  was  full  of  food.   Cause  of  death  unknown. 

The  Chief  Naturalist  visited  Grarid  Teton  National  Park  on  August  11  and  12  in 
order  to  attend  a  meeting  of  geologists  at  Camp  Davis,  operated  by  the  University 
of  Ivlichigan,   The  general  meeting  was  held  on  the  evening  of  Augvist  11,   About 
sixty  students  and  older  geologists  were  present.   Several  representatives  from  the 
United  States  Geological  Survey  were  present,  and  a  number  of  universities  were 
represented  by  members  of  the  staff.   The  last  day  was  spent  in  visiting  Jackson 
Hole,  the  Gros  Ventre  slide,  and  other  areas  where  exposures  were  good,  and  a  field 
conference  was  held  on  the  geology  of  Hoback  Basin,  Jackson  Hole  and  the  Grand  Tetons. 

On  August  2  Director  Newton  B«  Drury  and  Chief  of  Lands  Yvdrth  entered  the  Park 
by  the  South  Entrance  and  left  the  following  day  via  the  North  Gate  and  Livingston. 

Master  Plan  Studies: 

Information  was  gathered  concerning  the  travel  statistics  in  adjoining  com- 
munities, facilities  available  for  travelers  around  the  Park,  and  a  study  of  the 
climate  and  geography  was  also  carried  forward  to  a  lim.ited  extent,  in  preparation 
for  the  Basic  Development  plan. 

Personnel : 


Chief  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month,   park  Naturalist  Brodrick  was 
on  duty  all  month.   Clerk  Mary  E.  Deason  was  on  duty  all  month,  except  eight  hours 
annual  leave  on  August  11,  vrorking  one-half  time  in  the  Naturalist's  office. 
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Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits: 

The  museums  were  inspected  during  the  month  by  the  Chief  Naturalist.   Those 
that  have  not  been  opened  are  very  dusty,  and  in  the  case  of  flushing  Bridge  museum 
much  dirt  has  been  carried  in  by  paokrats  and  squirrels.   Although  the  materials 
in  the  cases  have  not  been  attacked,  it  seems  impossible  to  keep  the  packrats  from 
coming  in  around  the  edge  of  the  roof,  and  they  have  done  some  damage  to  the 
building  but  not  to  the  exhibits. 

On  August  7  park  Naturalist  Brodrick  made  a  trip  to  Old  Faithful  museum  to 
replace  a  large  number  of  light  bulbs  in  museum  cases. 

Mammoth  musexira  was  kept  open  every  day  throughout  the  month;  on  week  days  from 
8:00  a.  m.  to  12:00  m.,  and  from  1:00  p.  m.  to  5:00  p.  m.,  and  on  Sundays  from 
8:00  a.  m.  to  6:00  p.  m. 

Research  and  Observations: 


The  Trumpeter  Swan  mentioned  in  the  third  paragraph  was  dissected  in  an  attempt 
to  determine  the  cause  of  death.   No  conclusion  was  reached  except  that  it  was  not 
killed  by  a  predatory  animal. 

On  August  lU,  15  aJ^d  16  the  Trumpeter  Swan  census  was  taken.   Park  Naturalist 
Brodrick  spent  all  three  days  in  the  vicinity  of  Yellowstone  Lake  and  other  lakes 
assisting  with  the  census.   He  visited  Riddle  Lake,  several  small  lakes  on  the 
north  side  of  the  Flat  iviountain  Arm,  Alder  Lake,  and  also  strategic  points  on  the 
southeast  arm  where  swan  were  sometimes  found.  He  also  made  a  trip  to  Grebe  Lake, 
The  swan  census  for  the  Park  consisted  of  U8   adults  and  11  cygnets.   The  complete 
report  was  submitted  by  the  Chief  Ranger's  office.  Tic  report  has  been  received  to 
date  from  the  Red  Rock  Lakes  area. 

Morning  Glory  Pool  has  not  yet  cleared  up  completely,  although  algae  is  start- 
ing to  grow  around  the  edges.   The  water  in  the  pool  is  still  milky  but  is  becoming 
bluer  each  day. 

The  Chief  Naturalist  visited  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  August  31  suad  saw  the 
Great  Fountain  play  in  Firehole  Basin  the  same  day.   The  next  morning  he  was 
fortunate  in  seeing  the  Giantess  Geyser  in  eruption.   Since  this  eruption  was  on 
September  1  a  complete  statement  will  be  submitted  in  next  month's  report.

Natural  History  Association  Activities: 

Publication  sales  for  the  month  of  August  amounted  to  $112oi4-2. 
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The  manuscript  prepared  by  Merrill  J,  Iviattes  was  reviewed  and  edited.   Letters 
were  written  to  three  printers  in  this  part  of  the  country  to  find  out  if  they 
could  do  the  printing  of  this  pamphlet.   At  the  close  of  the  month  bids  had  been 
received  from  two,  and  it  had  been  decided  to  send  the  manuscript  to  the  Kistler 
Stationery  Company  of  Denver,  Colorado,  for  publication. 

Photographic  and  Other  Visual  Aids: 

Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  spent  one  and  one-half  days '  time  in  the  darkroom 
preparing  prints  for  the  Chief  Ranger's  office  and  the  Engineering  Department. 
Ninety-eight  kodaslides  loaned  to  Hot  Springs  T^Tational  Park  were  returned,  checked 
and  placed  in  the  file.   Fifty  kodaslides  were  also  loaned  to  Dr.  Willis  Eggler  of 
Alma  College,  Alma,  Michigan.   Only  a  few  kodaslides  were  prepared  during  the  month 
and  a  few  pictures  were  taken  for  kodaslide  reproduction.   Lack  of  transportation 
limits  the  amount  of  field  work  that  can  be  done  at  this  time. 

Proposed  Crutline  of  Work  for  September: 

The  Mammoth  museum  will  be  closed  on  September  6.   All  the  museums  will  be 
inspected  and  put  in  condition  for  the  winter  season.   Inventories  will  be  made 
during  the  month  of  September.   Plans  are  also  to  be  made  for  the  completion  of  the 
Interpretive  Statement  and  the  Basic  Development  plan.   It  is  hoped  that  several 
field  trips  may  be  made  during  the  month  for  geological  investigations  and  to 
obtain  pictures  of  some  of  the  springs  and  thermal  activities  in  other  areas  not 
frequented.

FOR   SEPTEMBER,    19i44- 


GETTERAL: 


During  the  month  the  Colorado  Museura  of  I'latural  History  sent  seven  pei-sons 
to  the  Park  to  collect  a  grizzly  bear  group  for  a  musevun  exhibit.   Several  of  the 
men  remained  a  couple  of  weeks  in  order  to  complete  their  mission. 

Special  Activities: 

On  the  first  of  September  there  vias  un  eruption  of  Giantess  geyser,   ^accord- 
ing to  reports  of  several  visitors,  they  heard  a  ruir^bling  noise  and  roaring  at 
5:15  8.»  ^-'    on  that  date,  and  about  7:50  reported  it  to  District  R&nger  iji=^UJiian 
who,  of  course,  realized  at  once  that  the  Giantess  was  probably  erupting.   The 
Giantess  was  still  playing  and  he  notified  a  number  of  visitors,  including  the 
Chief  Naturalist  and  his  party,  and  at  8:C0  we  were  privileged  to  see  the  Giantess. 
It  was  steaming  heavily  from  the  crater,  which  was  practically  empty  of  water,  but 
much  water  had  overflowed  during  the  early  stages  of  the  eruption.   On  the  v^est 
side  for  about  100  yards  the  sinter  was  rmshed  and  spread  out  in  fragments  or 
layers  like  an  alluvial  fan.   The  rim  of  the  crater  itself  had  been  rfiamaged 
somewhat  by  the  overflow  and  all  the  algae  on  the  cone,  except  on  the  extreme 
southeast  side,  was  washed  away.   At  about  3:15,  v;hile  exaiaining  the  Vault  and 
the  Teakettle,  which  were  both  empty  of  water,  the  GiantesG  began  to  shoot  up 
rockets  of  water  to  a  height  of  80  to  100  Teet.   Some  of  these  jets  ti-aveled  in 
groups  of  three  or  four  to  a  height  of  well  over  100  feet.   After  five  to  six 
minutes  of  this  activity,  it  again  lapsed  into  the  steam  phase.   From  that  time 
on  about  every  twenty  minutes  until  afternoon  the  Giantess  played  in  the  above- 
described  manner.   Sometimes  the  jets  were  not  so  high  as  at  other  times.   At  one 
time,  about  1:15  p.  m. ,  it  was  reported  by  District  Ranger  Bau:=ian  that  the  jets 
reached  a  height  of  at  least  I50  feet.   Several  of  the  park  officials  came  out  from 
headquarters,  arriving  after  11:00  a,  m.,  and  still  got  to  see  the  eruption  of  the 
Giantess,   The  great  sjiicunt  of  water,  liov.ever,  overf loi'v^ed  in  the  first  hour  after 
the  eruption  began,  /J/ter  tliat  the  periodical  Jl.:.      as  characteristic. 

On  September  1st  we  also  got  to  see  Grand  geyser  at  11:50  a.  ::.;.   It  Vv-as  ^ 
wonderful  display,  and  we  saw  the  first  part  of  it  ivhile  passing  the  Daisy, 
On  the  sarae  day  v;e  observed  the  following  in  eruption:   Oblong,  Sawmill,  p.ocket, 
Grotto,  Comet  and  Great  Fountain. 

On  September  16  and  17  the  Chief  Naturalist  attended  the  meeting  of  tlie 
Absaroka  Conservation  Committee  at  the  Lamar  Ranger  Station.

Museum  Activities  ajid  Exhibits  J  ""' 

The  Mammoth  Maseum  was  closed  at  the  close  of  September  5  fo^  the  remainder 
of  the  month;  hov/ever,  on  request,  visitors  were  permitted  to  go  throu£;h  the 
museum  since  that  date.   There  were  32$  visitors  during  the  month,  as  against  122 
for  September  last  year.   ,  ■,•  ..:■.;-;-;•  '   .  •  ;^  ■.'. :^-,;;     ,_  .    tl  ■ 

On  September  23  a  visit  was  made  to  the  cabins  and  museum  buildinj^s  on  the 
east  side  of  the  Loop  for  a  checkrup  on  the  condition  of  the  property,  resetting 
of  traps,  etc.   This  project  will  have  to  be  followed  up  about  every  week  from  now 
until  the  snow  gets  too  deep  to  go  out  into  the  Park.   This  is  to  make  sure  the 
squirrels,  pack-rats,  field  mice,  etc.,  do  not  make  use  of  the  buildings,  particularly 
the  museum  buildings,  for  their  winter  quarters. 

Research  and  Observations: 

The  steara  vent  which  broke  out  at  the  north  end  of  Elk  Park  about  0iie~h>:^lf 
mile  from  the  Ilorris  Geyser  Basin  on  Hay  1  of  this  year,  is  still  going  strong. 
There  has  been  very  little  change  in  its  noise-making  qualities  and  the  general 
characteristics.   It  shoots  a  steady  column  of  steam  to  a  height  of  about  I5  feet 
with  a  roar  that  is  quite  deafening  if  one  is  closer  than  30  feet  to  the  vent. 
Of  course,  on  cool  or  moist  d&ys  the  vapor  rises  to  a  height  of  a  bout  '.|.0  feet,  or 
even  more,  depending  upon  the  character  of  the  atmosphere,  but  even  on  dry  days 
it  has  a  rather  large  plume.   The  temperature  of  the  steam  is  well  over  25^^  F. 
It  is  now  beginning  to  kill  the  trees  around  it  for  a  distance  of  20  to  30  feet  in 
diameter,  although  the  opening  itself  is  only  about  a  foot  across. 

Morning  Crlory  Pool,  vmich  boiled  over  in  June,  has  been  quite  placid  since 
that  time  and  is  gradually  becoming  clear,  bvit  has  net  yet  returned  to  its 
normal  color.  ,  ■ - 

Some  histbry  research  ?ias  been  done  in  the  study  of  the  Basic  Development 
Outline,  and  also  on  the  naraing  of  mountain  ranges  adjoining  the  Park  to  the  north 
and  east.   The  names  "Snowy  Range,"  "Beartooth,"  "Absaroka,"  "Yellowstone  Mountains'' 
and  "Sierra  Shoshone"  have  been  confused  in  the  past,  and  certain  names  came  into 
style  and  out  of  fashion  every  four  or   five  years  apparently.  A  study  is  now  being 
made  to  determine  which  ones  have  priority,  and  the  actual  limits  of  t.ho  ranges. 
Only  one  nairxe  has  been  approved  by  the  U,  S.  Board  on  Geographic  Ilames  and  that  is 
the  "Absaroka  Range,"  but  its  definition  for  the  range  is  so  general  that  it  is 
not  satisfactory.   They  state  that  the  Absaroka  Mountains  "are  mountains  v^rithin 
and  adjoining  Yellowstone  National  Park."

Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  spent  about  three  days  in  the  dark  room  v^x^  on  the 
photographic  files.  The  condition  of  our  photographic  fjles  is  good  and  practi- 
cally current. 

Proposed  Outline  for  October: 

The  matter  of  inventory  in  the  museums  Vvdll  be  completed  during  October, 
and  all  buildings  will  be  put  into  condition  for  the  coming  winter.   Several  field 
trips  are  planned  for  wildlife  observations,  checking  of  historical  sites  such  as 
old  roads,  hotels  and  former  buildings  that  have  been  in  the  Park,  iind  the 
observation  of  geysers  and  hot  springs. 

It  is  planned  to  com.plete  tlie  Basic  Development  Outline  during  the  month  of 
October,  if  possible.   Also,  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Yelloiv- 
stone  Library  and  i^luseum  dissociation  is  schedi:iled  for  Monday,  October  2,  and  will 
be  included  in  the  October  report. 

VJe  are  now  beginning  to  get  material  together  for  a  nevif  Ranger  Naturalist 
Manual,  which  v«rill  include  some  of  the  best  articles  in  the  old  manuals,  together 
with  some  new  ones,  which  will  be  useful  for  our  naturalist  program  in  Yello-wstone 
Park  after  the  war.   The  Chief  Naturalist  plans  to  continue  editing  the  old 
manuals  and  selecting  those  articles  which  will  be  used  in  the  new  one.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Yellowstone  Libtary  and 
Museum  Association  was  held  on  October  2,  The  annual  report  of  the  Association 
has  been  prepared  by  the  Executive  Secretary  and  submitted  to  the  Superintendent, 
with  copies  for  the  Director  and  the  Regional  Director. 

On  October  17  to  19  we  were  favored  by  a  visit  of  Park  Naturalist  M«  E«  Beatty, 
of  Glacier  National  Park|  also.  Chief  Rejiger  Finch  and  Assistant  Chief  Ranger 
Barnum  were  in  the  Park  at  the  same  time. 

Personnel: 

Chief  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month,  except  annual  leave  of  four 
hours  on  the  ^'th  and  four  hours  on  the  ll+th,  and  eight  hours  sick  leave  on  the 
18th,   Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  was  on  duty  all  month,  except  twenty  hours  annual 
leave  and  eight  hours  sick  leave.   Clerk-Stenographer  Mary  E.  Deason  was  on  duty 
in  the  Naturalist  Division  half-time,  except  four  hours  annual  leave  and  four  hours 
sick  leave. 

Interpretive  Sei^ice: 


Since  the  musexnn  was  closed  several  parties  have  been  shown  through  the 
museum  at  Mammoth. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits : 


We  have  started  the  checking  of  the  exhibit  catalog  cards  for  the  location  of 
specimens,  particularly  those  speciiriens  now  in  storage  at  Marianoth,  in  order  to  get 
this  record  up  to  date,  liflr.  Brodrick  spent  about  a  day  and  a  half  on  this  project. 
It  will  be  carried  on  during  the  winter  until  completed. 

Natural  History  Association  Activities: 

On  October  25,  we  received  12^0  copies  of  the  pamphlet  "Fur  Traders  and 
Trappers  of  the  Old  Vfest"  by  Merrill  J,  Mattes  from  the  printer,  W,  H.  Kistler 
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stationery  Company  of  Denver.   In  a  previous  letter  to  the  printer  we  had  advised 
them  to  send  750  copies  of  this  pamphlet  direct  to  Mr.  Newton  B.  Drury,  Director 
of  the  National  Park  Service,  Merchandise  Mart,  Chicago  5U,  Illinois,  and  it  is 
assijmed  that  these  have  been  received  there  by  this  time. 

Miss  Mary  E.  Deason  has  begun  copying  the  manuscript  by  Professor  J.  M. 
Hamilton  entitled  "The  History  of  Yellowstone  National  Park."   This  is  supposed  to 
be  an  Association  project,  but  we  have  been  unable  to  hire  a  librarian  or  extra 
stenographic  help;  hence  the  regular  personnel  will  carry  on  this  project  during 
spare  time  until  completed.   Pour  copies  are  being  made,  one  for  Mrs.  Hamilton, 
one  for  the  College  at  Bozeman,  one  for  J.  E.  Haynes,  and  one  for  the  library. 

Research  and  Observations: 


Two  days  were  spent  with  Mr.  Rogers  and  Mr.  Hajmes  in  taking  kodachrome 
pictures  of  peculiar  types  of  sinter  and  geyserite.  An  effort  was  made  to  get  a 
representative  picture  of  the  most  colorful  minerals  that  may  be  included  in  the 
hot  springs  deposits,  such  as  realgar,  orpiment,  sulphvir,  scorodite,  spiny  sinter, 
pearly  sinter,  smd  the  little  spherical  shells  which  float  on  the  water  of  Cinder 
Pool,   There  are  also  some  peculiar  combinations  of  these  which  present  some 
unusual  colors  in  some  of  the  spring  deposits. 

The  Chief  Naturalist  has  started  the  preparation  of  a  new  Manual  for  the 
Naturalist  Division  of  Yellowstone  National  Park.   The  articles  in  the  old  manuals 
will  be  read  and  edited  and  certain  ones  of  them  will  be  selected  for  the  nev/ 
manual.   Following  an  outline,  the  subjects  not  covered  by  the  old  articles  will 
have  to  be  prepared  and  written  up  for  1  he  new  manual.  At  the  end  of  each 
chapter  references  to  the  literature  will  be  given,  so  that  material  not  presented 
in  the  manual  may  be  obtained  from  the  library, 

A  memorandum  on  the  naming  of  Snow  Moimtains,  Beartooth  ItotAntains ,  Absaroka 
Fountains  suad  other  names  which  have  been  used  synonymously  with  tPiese  has  been 
prepared  and  submitted, 

Mr.  Brodrick  has  continued  his  work  on  the  common  anijnals  of  Yellowstone  Park, 
both  on  the  text  and  the  drawings,  emd   has  spent  about  one  and  three-quarter  days 
during  the  month  on  this  project.

Plans  were  made  for  the  preparation  of  a  Naturalists  Manual  and  most  of  the 
month  was  spent  in  editing  the  old  manuals  and  selecting  articles  from  them  for 
use  in  the  new,  and  also  Vto^iting  articles  for  the  nev/  manual. 

Special  Activities: 

On  November  20  to  22,  inclusive,  we  had  a  visit  from  Tagaora  Fleury  de  Amorim, 
agricultural  chemist  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  Brazilian  govern- 
ment.  Mr.  de  Amorim  had  "been  in  this  country  about  two  years  on  a  fellowship, 
studying  advanced  organic  chemistry  during  the  first  year,  and  dehydrated  foods 
during  the  second  year.   He  was  recommended  to  us  by  Regional  Director  Tomlinson. 
Two  trips  v;ere  made  into  the  Park,  one  to  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  and  one  to  Canyon, 
which  were  very  much  enjoyed  by  i.lr,  de  Amorim,  ^'v'hile  at  Mammoth,  ['/[r.  de  Amorim 
gave  a  very  interesting  lecture  on  Brazil  to  the  students  of  the  Yellowstone  Park 
school. 

District  '^anger  Bauman  reports  that  on  November  6,  at  1:15  p.  ^* ,    the  Giant, 
Grotto,  Riverside,  Grand,  and  Old  Faithful  geysers  all  played  at  the  same  time. 

Personnel : 


Chief  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month,  except  four  days  annual  leave 
from  noon  November  15  to  noon  of  the  20th.   Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  was  on  duty 
all  month,  except  three  days  annual  leave  on  the  7th,  21st  8jid  22nd.   Clerk- 
Stenographer  Mary  E.  Deason  was  on  duty  in  the  Naturalist  Division  half-time, 
except  one  day  annual  leave  on  the  21st. 

Interpretive  Service:

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Interpretive  Service: 

Preparation  of  the  information  manual  for  Yellowstone  Park  was  carried 
forward  and  some  of  the  stencils  have  been  prepared.   It  is  planned  that  this  work 
will  be  finished  during  April.  At  present  it  is  awaiting  criticel  reading  by 
the  Superintendent  to  determine  just  which  items  remain  in  the  publication  and 
I'iiich  will  be  omitted.

GENERAL: 


April  was  rather  windy  with  snow  flurries,  and  on  the  whole  was  not  as 
pleasant  as  March. 

Special  Activities; 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  on  the  Information  Manual  on  Yellovrstone 
National  Park,  and  it  is  believed  that  it  will  be  finished  and  ready  for  binding 
by  the  middle  of  May. 

A  revision  of  the  Interpretive  Statement  was  practically  completed,  with  the 
exception  of  a  section  on  Museum  Prospectus.  This  part  of  the  Interpretive  State- 
ment, as  we  understand  it,  is  supposed  to  include  detailed  plans  of  proposed  museum 
buildings,  together  with  plans  for  each  exhibit  case  in  the  buildings.  Therefore, 
this  part  of  the  Interpretive  Statement  must  await  personnel  capable  of  drawing 
such  detailed  plans  and  specifications. 

Assistant  Superintendent  Johnston  and  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  have  just  about 
completed  the  Basic  Development  Outline.  This  should  be  ready  to  submit  sometime 
in  May. 

Personnel : 


Chief  Park  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month  with  the  exception  of  two 
days  sick  leave  and  one-half  day  annual  leave.  Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  was  on  duty 
all  month  except  nine  hours  annual  leave.  Clerk-Stenographer  Deason  was  on  duty  all 
month  with  the  exception  of  eighteen  hours  sick  leave.

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Interpretive  Serrice; 

Inasmuch  as  a  large  part  of  the  naturalist  work  deals  with  educational  matters, 
the  necessity  for  a  good,  up-to-date  information  manual  has  become  more  evident 
the  last  few  years,  since  the  old  Ranger  Naturalist  Manuals  contained  quite  a  number 
of  articles  with  statistical  information  and  other  statements  which  are  out  of  date. 
In  order  to  use  the  best  of  that  material,  and  to  prepare  other  articles  which  are 
based  on  modem,  up-to-date  information,  we  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  during 
the  month  in  getting  the  Information  Manual  together,  which,  we  hope,  will  be  of 
value  to  all  employees  in  the  park.  It  is  believed  that  this  manual  will  be 
finished  and  ready  for  binding  about  the  middle  of  May, 

Research  and  Observations: 


Earthquake  shocks  were  recorded  by  the  winterkeepers  at  Canyon  and  Lake  Hotels 
from  April  21  at  p:55  p.  m.,  to  April  2k   at  10:25  p«  m.  The  shocks  at  Canyon  and 
Lake  were  practically  contemporaneous  during  the  early  part  of  the  period.  Shocks 
at  Canyon  were  not  felt  after  April  22  at  10:29  a,  m. ,  but  continued  at  Lake  during 
the  next  two  days. 

All  shocks  were  of  moderate  intensity,  some  of  the  earlier  ones  causing  chairs, 
tables,  stoves,  and  dishes  to  move.  A  total  of  twelve  shocks  were  felt  at  Canyon, 
and  a  total  of  twenty-five  shocks  were  felt  at  Lake, 

An  interesting  observation  was  made  by  the  Lalce  winterkeeper,  Mr,  Kelly,  when 
he  noticed  that  the  recordings  on  the  automatic  precipitation  gauge  indicated  the 
time  and  length  of  each  shock.  Indications  are  that  the  shocks  were  due  to  movement 
along  faults  in  this  area,  rather  than  to  volcanic  sources.  Most  earthquakes  are 
caused  by  some  slips  along  faults  of  long  standing. 

No  particular  significance  is  attached  to  these  earthquakes,  but  according  to 
the  statements  of  Mrs,  Dolph  Egger,  the  winterkeeper  at  Canyon,  one  of  the  shocks 
was  as  severe  as  the  one  which  was  reported  from  that  station  in  1925 •   She  experi- 
enced both  of  these  earthquakes.  No  shocks  were  felt  elsewhere  in  the  Park,

It  is  planned  to  spend  considerable  time  in  the  field  during  May  in  order  to 
replenish  our  kodaslides,  and  make  other  photographs,  so  far  as  we  are  able  to  do 
so.  These  field  trips  will  be  utilized  by  the  i\iaturalist  Division  to  make  observ- 
ations of  wildlife  and  hydrothermal  activities. 

It  will  also  be  necessary  to  visit  all  the  musexjms  and  check  on  the  condition 
of  each,  and  the  necessary  maintenance  will  be  planned  to  protect  these  buildings, 
and  also  the  quarters  in  the  park  which  need  attention  will  be  visited  and  inspected 
by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  the  Park  Engineer.

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GEflERAL: 

There  was  considerable  rain  and  cloudy  weather  during  "^"ay,  which  prevented 
making  the  nximber  of  field  trips  which  the  Waturalist  Division  had  planned. 
However,  the  shutters  were  taken  from  the  roadside  exhibits,  and  several  of  the 
museum  buildings  and  other  buildings  were  inspected,  and  some  buffalo  pictures 
were  taken. 

Special  Aotivities: 

The  Absaroka  Conservation  Committee  meeting  held  in  the  Park  on  May  5  ^^^ 
6  was  attended  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  Park  Naturalist  Brodrickj  also, 
the  Protection  Conference,  which  was  held  Tfay  25  to  26,  inclusive.  The  Natuiralist 
Division  was  called  upon  to  show  moving  pictures  and  sound  movies  for  the  confer- 
ence, some  of  which  were  furnished  by  the  Public  Health  Bureau. 

The  Protection  Conference  this  year  was  of  wider  scop©  tian  usual,  and  we 
believe  that  changing  the  name  from  Ranger  Conference  to  Protection  Conference 
has  not  only  broadened  the  scope  of  the  conference  but  has  rratr;©  it  possible  to 
weigh  the  conclusions  reached  more  accurately,  and  to  etnphasize  the  importance 
of  the  educational  approach  in  handling  protection  problems. 

Most  of  the  mimeogrsp hing  has  now  been  done  for  the  Information  T/anual  of 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  although  it  is  not  yet  ready  for  binding.

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Interpretive  Service: 

Several  visitors  have  been  admitted  to  the  museum,  althou^qrh  the  museum  -was 
not  open  to  the  general  public;  however,  it  will  be  opened  June  10.  No  public 
lectures  were  given  during  the  month,  but  several  talks  were  given  in  connection 
with  the  Protection  conference. 

Research  and  Observations: 

Several  field  trips  were  made  during  the  month  for  photographic  work  and 
observation  of  wildlife.   Buffalo  calves  counted  during  the  month  of  l^ay  indicated 
that  there  were  about  95  calves  at  the  end  of  the  month  in  the  Lamar  herd. 
Canada  geese  and  sandhill  cranes  were  found  nesting  in  several  places. 

Observation  of  the  geysers  indicate  that  they  are  normally  active  this 
season.  Grand  Geyser  has  an  interval  of  about  2I4.  to  26  hours.   Giant  Geyser  has 
played  once  during  the  month  of  May,  while  at  the  end  of  last  season  it  was 
playing  each  week  for  about  six  weeks.  Two  geysers  near  Grotto  have  been  seen 
in  eruption  several  times.   They  are  north  of  Rocket  and  are  unnamed.   One  of 
them  plays  to  a  height  of  6  to  8  feet,  and  the  other  to  a  height  of  25  to  30  feet. 
Daisy,  Riverside,  Castle  and  Lion  have  all  been  seen  in  eruption.   Castle  is  now 
an  exceptionally  beautiful  geyser  because  of  its  setting,  its  height  and  length 
of  play.  It  plays  about  every  12  hours  to  a  height  of  70  to  80  feet  above  the 
top  of  the  cone  for  a  period  of  about  ten  minutes. 

I      Narrow  Gauge  Terrace  is  quite  active  and  has  about  seven  springs  along  the 
top,  although  it  has  not  been  active  for  nmny  years.  A  new  spring  between 
Palette  and  Opal  on  the  west  side  of  the  road,  which  started  la  s'c  summer,  is  now 
quite  beautiful.  There  are  several  new  springs  on  Angel  Terrace.

Interpretive  Service: 

It  is  planned  to  give  some  museum  lectures  to  groups  as  they  come  to  the 
museum  this  season,  though  no  guided  trips  or  evening  lectures  are  contemplated, 
except  at  Old  Faithful  where  the  seasonal  ranger,  Herbert  T.  Lystrup  who  has  long 
been  a  ranger-naturalist  in  Yellowstone  Park,  is  expecting  to  give  one  or  two 
lectures  each  week  with  kodaslides,  principally  for  the  benefit  and  entertain- 
ment of  the  employees. 
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Research  and  Observations ; 

Reports  on  geyser  activities  indicate  that  many  of  the  large  geysers  are 
more  active  than  usual.   For  example.  Grand  Geyser,  which  usually  has  an  interval 
of  20  to  30  hours,  erupted  three  times  in  2i+  hours  early  in  June.  Last  season 
Giant  Geyser  started  off  with  only  one  eruption  in  June;  this  year  there  were  two. 
Castle  Geyser's  eruptions  are  strong  this  season,  and  it  has  been  playing  about 
twice  every  214-  hours. 

The  main  spring  of  Mammoth  Hot  Spring  Terraces,  which  was  formerly  known  as 
Jupiter,  is  very  active  and  covers  a  large  area.   Orange  Spring  is  pretty  well 
covered  again  with  algae  due  to  increased  activity  in  two  spots  on  the  mound.

until  9:00  P.  M.,  but  no  record  is  kept  of  the  attendance  and  no  books  or  other 
publications  are  sold  at  the  desk. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  will  continue  with  special  assignments,  such  as 
looking  after  quarters  at  Mammoth  and  the  care  of  yards  and  lawns,  the  lawns  not 
taken  care  of  by  the  government  yard  men.  Also,  as  chairman  of  the  ration  board 
he  has  some  duties  to  perform  nearly  every  day. 

Trips  will  be  taken  into  the  park  from  time  to  time  for  observations  and 
inspection  of  buildings,  foot-paths,  exhibits  and  other  things  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Naturalist  Division.

FOR  JULY,    19i+5 
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GENERAL: 


Travel  was  up  during  the  month  of  July,  and  was  about  h3%   above  that  for 
last  year* 

Special  Activities; 

From  Julj'-  10  to  the  close  of  the  12th  we  were  visited  by  Senors  Caldervilla 
and  LaFitte  from  Uruguay,  and  Senor  Pinillos  from  Guatemala.  These  young  men 
were  exchange  students  and  have  been  attending  the  University  of  Michigan. 
They  were  very  much  interested  in  affairs  in  Yellowstone  Park,  particularly  the 
administrative  problems  and  the  manner  of  handling  the  naturalist  work  and  public 
contacts.  Senor  Caldervilla  is  sub-director  of  the  Roosevelt  Park  at  Montevideo, 

From  the  20th  to  the  27th  the  park  was  visited  by  Mr.  Bert  Harwell,  Western 
representative  for  the  National  Audubon  Society  and  an  eminent  lecturer  on  birds. 
He  was  for  a  long  time  Park  Naturalist  at  Yosemite  National  Park.  He  was  in 
Yellowstone  to  obtain  kodachrome  movies  of  scenes,  birds,  flowers  and  animals. 
The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  accompanied  him  for  several  days  and  Park  Naturalist

Interpretive  Service; 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Bauer  attended  the  Baptist  Yoxmg  Peoples  Assembly  at 
Temple  Hill  on  Mill  Creek  on  July  19th,  and  gave  two  lectures  on  the  natural 
history  of  Yellowstone  National  Park.   For  one  of  the  lectures  kodaslides  were 
used.  Also,  one  lecture  was  given  at  the  CPS  camp.  There  were  25  in  attendance, 
and  the  history  and  purposes  behind  the  Yellowstone  National  Park  were  reviewed 
for  the  group. 

As  indicated  above,  the  meeting  in  the  canteen  on  Monday  evening,  July  23, 
was  attended  by  about  200  people.  Mr.  Harwell  gave  an  illustrated  lecture 
entitled  "lilusic  of  the  Outdoors,"  using  a  1500-ft.  color  movie  film. 

Research  and  Observations: 


Reports  from  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin,  submitted  by  District  Rsxiger  Bauman 
and  by  temporary  Ranger  Lystrup,  indicate  that  geyser  activity  is  especially 
good  this  season.  Grand  Geyser  continues  to  play  at  intervals  of  20  to  25  hours. 
Giant  has  played  about  every  ten  days,  and  Castle  is  on  a  12-hour  schedule, 
putting  on  a  very  beautiful  display  each  time.  Also,  Fountain  Geyser  in  the 
Lower  Geyser  Basin  played  on  July  28,  at  noon.   It  was  reported  by  Mrs,  Marguerite 
Arnold,  She  said  it  played  to  a  height  of  about  60  feet  maximum,  and  played  more 
or  less  continuously  for  I4.5  minutes.  This  geyser  has  not  been  reported  in  action 
since  193^;  prior  to  that  time  it  had  an  interval  of  about  two  to  three  days. 
Oblong  Geyser  is  reported  to  play  quite  frequently,  at  least  two  or  three  times 
a  day,  and  has  attracted  the  attention  of  a  number  of  visitors. 

The  activity  at  Mammoth  continues  to  be  very  interesting.   Three  springs 
are  now  active  which  have  not  been  active  for  many  years.   The  Narrow  Guage, 
YJhite  Elephant  Back,  and  an  unnamed  spring  on  the  same  level  as  Pallette  but 
about  100  yards  southeast  of  Pallette.  It  does  not  flow  toward  the  front  of 
the  formation  but  can  be  seen  from  the  south,  although  it  may  in  time  show  itself 
from  the  Mammoth  area  northeast  of  it.  Opal  Terrace,  which  is  on  the  same  level 
as  the  buildings  at  MaEimoth,  is  still  quite  active,  and  if  it  were  not  for  the 
tennis  court  it  would  be  a  very  attractive  spring.

GEJIERAL: 


Travel  in  August  started  out  higher  then  a  year  ago,  and  by  the  middle  of 
the  month  was  much  the  same  as  in  19U2.

Pesearch  and  Observations: 


The  following  geyser  report  was  submitted  by  temporary  ranger  Herbert  T. 
Lystrup.  Mr.  Lystrup  was  formerly  a  Ranger-Naturalist  and  has  had  much  experience 
in  the  geyser  basin;  therefore,  his  report  is  considered  accurate  and  reliable. 

Summary  of  Geyser  Activity 
Summer  of  19U5 

Upper  Geyser  Basin 
Anemone  Geyser; 

TlTis  geyser  played  frequently,  without  regular  interval,  to  a  height  of  a 
few  feet.  Its  activity  increased  considerably  for  a  few  days  after  play  of  the 
Giantess, 

Artemisia : 


lie   were  unable  to  establish  a  regular  interval  but  observed  this  geyser  many 
times  during  the  summer.  The  maximum  height  was  perhaps  30  to  i+0  feet.   Far  more 
interesting  is  the  general  activity  and  the  great  volume  of  water  which  is  ejected 
at  each  eruption. 

Beehive  Geyser: 

Erupted  August  12  at  6:55  ?•  M,  The  play  reached  the  maximum  height  of  200 
feet  almost  at  once  and  continued  play  for  6  minutes.  The  nozzle-like  play  was 
exceedingly  spectacular.  This  eruption  was  observed  by  District  Ranger  Bauman, 
The  general  increased  activity  on  geyser  hill  after  play  of  the  Giantess  Geyser 
(August  9,  19^5)  nifi^y  have  had  some  relation  to  play  of  the  Beehive  Geyser,  Park 
Ranger  White  and  I  observed  Beehive  August  19  at  2:55  P«  M.,  at  vfhieh  time  it 
played  again  to  a  height  of  200  feet  for  6  minutes.  Mrs.  H.  T,  Lystrup  observed 
Beehive  in  eruption  August  27  at  U:50  ?•  M«   It  also  played  August  29,  making  a 
total  of  four  times  for  the  season.  An  interesting  fact  is  that  Beehive  did  not 
play  all  season  until  after  the  play  of  the  Giantess  on  August  9l  from  that  date 
on  it  played  four  times  in  August, 

Castle  Geyser: 

A  very  impressive  geyser  enjoyed  by  many  people.   Its  close  proximity  to  the 
roed  and  its  massive  cone  make  even  a  small  play  excite  admiration.   For  a  great 
part  of  the  summer  Castle  played  each  morning  and  evening.  Our  observations  lead 
us  to  believe  that  the  interval  for  the  summer  has  been  about  12  to  15  hours, 

Daisy  Geyser; 

Has  erupted  on  an  average  interval  this  season  of  about  2  hours  and  20  minutes, 
Bonita,  Brilliant,  Comet  and  Splendid  are  all  appreciably  affected  oy   play  of  Daisy, 
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Fan  and  Mortar; 

These  two  geysers  have  been  observed  during  the  summer  playing  together  and 
also  independent  of  one  another. 

Grand  Geyser; 

The  interval  this  summer  varied  between  20  and  ^0   hours.   It  has  operated 
on  a  peculiar  cycle.   If  the  interval  was  20  hours,  then  the  next  v;ould  run  to 
25;  then  50  hours,  and  revert  back  to  25  hours,  then  20  hours  to  start  the  cycle 
again  at  50  hours.   The  early  part  of  the  summer  it  played  during  daylight  hours. 
During  a  part  of  July  much  of  the  time  it  was  on  a  night  schedule.  During  August 
it  returned  to  daylight  operation.  The  number  of  individual  spurts  varied.  The 
greatest  number  of  spurts  at  a  single  eruption  was  21.  The  duration  of  play 
averaged  about  50  minutes.   Our  observations  lead  us  to  believe  that  Grand  Geyser 
plays  to  a  greater  height  than  any  geyser  in  the  area.  On  several  occasions  much 
violent  activity  was  seen  at  Turban  Geyser  even  though  Grand  had  not  played.  An 
unusual  cycle  occurred  Jxme  19  through  June  21,  as  here  noted: 

June  19  -  9:00  A.  M.  and  d:h5   P.  M. 

June  20  -  9:00  A.  M.  end  8:I;5  P.  M. 

June  21  -  7:50  A.  M. 
Giant  Geyser; 

The  season's  average  interval  to  date,  based  upon  these  eruptions:  Eleven 
day  interval. 

May  12  -  7:50  P.  M. 

May  29  -  l+:50  P.  M. 

June   9  -  5:U5  P.  M. 

June  2h  '   10:50  A.  M. 

July  1   -   1:50  P.  ?/..

The  longest  interval  occurred  between  May  12  and  May  29.   It  is  difficult  to 
determine  the  height  because  of  the  characteristic  steam  plume.   It  is  doubted 
very  seriously  that  it  plays  to  a  greater  height  than  Grand  Geyser,  The  duration 
of  play  has  been  about  one  and  a  half  hours.  Markers  placed  on  the  formation  and 
checked  frequently  indicate  play  at  night. 

Giantess  Geyser: 

Erupted  August  9  during  the  night.  The  maximum  height  was  not  observed. 
Individual  spurts  during  the  day  reached  perhaps  a  hundred  feet,  though  the  majority 
were  more  nearly  20  to  50  feet.  The  algae,  so  colorful  around  the  crater  nonnally, 
was  all  killed  at  8:00  A.  M.  Perhaps  that  fact  indicates  that  Giantess  started 
early  August  9.  The  Vault  was  almost  completely  drained.  Teakettle  ^.-as  lowered 
at  10:00  A,  M.  about  two  feet.   Play  was  completed  at  9:50  A,  M.  August  I5.   The 
Giantess  also  played  August  29, 

Grotto  Geyser: 

We  noted  no  departure  here  from  the  play  of  other  years.  However,  'Grotto 
Drain'  or  'Strange  Geyser,'  as  the  run-off  from  Grotto  is  locally  known,  has  pro- 
vided many  interesting  and  spectacular  dusplays  of  geyser  activity.  No  regular 
interval  has  been  determined  this  summer  but  play  has  been  observed  frequently, 
the  height  varies  from  55  "to  60  feet.  Several  times  I  have  seen  it  play  to  a 
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height  which  I  would  conservatively  estimate  at  80  feet.   On  many  occasions  it  has 
played  simultaneously  with  Grotto.   The  only  time  I  have  been  able  to  tine  it  the 
duration  was  23  minutes. 

Jewel  Geyser; 

play  continues  in  the  same  manner  as  in  previous  years. 

Model  Geyser; 

I'his  very   interesting  little  geyser  has  been  observed  from  the  museum  all 
summer.  It  has  no  regular  interval  but  on  some  days  I  have  seen  it  play  three 
times.   Play  seemed  more  frequent  after  play  of  the  Giantess.   The  height  reached 
perhaps  15  to  20  feet. 

Lion  Geyser: 

Has  been  observed  in  eruption  seven  tim.es  in  one  day.  No  regular  interval 
was  noted.  In  fact,  some  days  it  did  not  erupt  at  all.   Once  started,  this  geyser 
apparently  plays  its  utmost  and  then  retires  for  several  days. 

Ob long  Geyser; 

Though  no  regular  interval  has  been  established,  this  geyser  was  observed 
frequently  through  the  summer.  The  height  of  play  on  several  occasions  has  reached 
an  estimated  60  feet.   It  plays  with  the  great  volume  of  water  characteristic  of 
the  fountain-type  geyser. 

Lone  Star  Geyser; 

Vi'siio'rs""frequently  report  activity  of  Lone  Star  to  us  at  the  information 
desk.  All  indications  are  that  it  plays  on  the  usual  three  hour  interval. 

Rainbow  Pool ; 

Rainbow  was  observed  in  eruption  only  once  this  season »  District  Ranger 
Bauman  saw  the  only  eruption  during  the  latter  part  of  May,  He  estimated  the 
height  at  about  65  feet. 

Riverside  Geyser; 

Riverside,  for  the  most  part,  has  continued  its  usual  reliable  interval* 
Lately,  the  interval  has  lengthened  to  approximately  d^   hours » 

Sawmill  Geyser : 

Has  been  "observed  quite  frequently  all  summer.  The  usual  height  is  from  25 
to  30  feet. 

Sapphire  Pool ; 

This  spectacular  geyser  still  remains  a  thing  of  sheer  beauty.   The  interval 
of  eruptions  remains  the  same  as  in  past  seasons,  12  minutes* 

Solitary  Geyser; 

The  interval  at  Solitary  remains  about  every  5  "to  7  minutes, 

Whistle  Geyser; 

Unobserved  this  season. 
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Lower  Geyser  Basin 
Fountain  Geyser; 

This  geyser  was  observed  July  28  by  Marguerite  Lindsley  Arnold.   It  played 
for  I4.5  minutes.   Last  eruption  observed  was  in  1956. 

Clepsydra,  Kaleidoscope  and  Jet  Geysers  have  all  been  observed  during  the  sianmer 
months . 

Firehole  Lake  Area 

Great  Fountain  Geysor: 

This  geyser  has  been  very  dependable  all  season.   It  has  played  on  an  average 
interval  of  10  to  12  hours.  Many  people  who  have  visited  the  Great  Fountain  this 
year  consider  it  one  of  the  very  best.   It  plays  in  the  typical  fountain  manner j, 
The  height  of  the  first  spurt  has  been  estimated  to  be  100  feet.  We  have  been  able 
to  direct  many  people  to  see  this  geyser  this  summer. 

Pink  Cone  Geyser; 

It  has  teen  observed  in  ei-uption  at  least  six  tinxes  this  summer  by  the  ranger 
staff.  A  nvnnber  of  visitors  have  reported  it  in  eruption  also* 

Vtfhite  Dome  Geyser; 

The  manner  of  play  this  year  is  consistent  with,  that  of  recent  years;  interval 
25  to  50  minutes. 

River  Group 

Buffalo  Springs-Skeleton  Pool; 

New  danger  signs  were  placed  at  this  spring  during  the  summer  months,  '''^hile 
this  task  was  being  performed  Rangsr  l^ite  and  I  were  amazed  to  note  that  the 
run-off  from  this  spring,  after  flowing  in  the  general  direction  of  the  river, 
suddenly  disappears  into  an  old  spring  and  flow  away  under  ground. 

The  observation  of  geyser  activity  in  this  area  during  the  summer  was  neces- 
sarily limited  because  of  manpower  shortage.   It  was  impossible  to  cover  the  area 
thoroughly  and  to  mske  enough  observations  of  individual  geysers ^  It  was  the  plan 
to  consider  departures  from  the  normal  and  eite  them,  rather  than  a  prolonged 
study  of  individual  geysers.  Because  of  many  duties  it  was  impossible  to  station 
any  one  man  in  an  area  long  enough  to  gather  records  which  produce  conclusive 
evidence.

GENERAL! 


The  September  travel  was  much  higher  than  last  year,  and  museum  visitors 
totaled  2,215,  despite  the  fact  that  the  museum  was  closed  to  the  public  on 
the  evening  of  September  9th.   Or,  figuring  on  I5  minutes  for  each  individual, 
the  V.  P.  H.  amounted  to  55U. 

There  were  a  number  of  prominent  visitors  during  the  month,  among  them 
being  Dr.  Cottam  of  the  Fish  and  VYildlife  Service,  and  Dr.  Moojen,  Director 
of  the  Museum  at  Rio  de  Janerio,  Brazil.   Dr.  Moojen  also  had  an  artist  with 
him,  and  among  other  members  of  the  group  were  0.  J.  Murie,  biologist,  and 
Mr.  Lowell  of  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service. 

Ymr  Price  and  Rationing  Board  ITo.  2i4  of  Yellowstone  Park  was  terroinated 
on  September  30,  snd  the  functions  of  the  board  will  be  carried  on  by  the 
Livingston  Board,  at  Livingston,  Montana. 

Suecial  Activities: 


On  September  12,  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist,  in  company  with  Assistant  Chief 
Ranger  Eugh  Pej'ton,  visited  Big  Hole  Battlefield,  returning  to  Mammoth  on  the 
evening  of  the  ll+th.   Preparations  were  made  for  closing  the  area  for  the  winter, 
and  a  conference  was  had  with  Seasonal  Ranger  San  Seal  on  master  plans  for  the 
monument  area  and  the  muse\im. 

In  order  to  better  tell  the  story  of  the  battle  of  the  Big  Hole,  it  seems 
to  this  Vifriter  that  the  area  where  the  battle  started,  which  was  the  Indian 
campground,  should  be  included  in  the  raonuraent.   An  addition  of  some  J>0   to  I4.O 
acres  on  the  south  side  of  the  monument  would  accomplish  this  and  make  it 
possible  to  mark  out  the  Indian  caaipground  and  tell  the  story  in  a  much  better 
manner . 

The  artifacts  already  gathered  by  Mr.  Deal  will  be  very  useful  in  telling 
the  story  of  the  Big  Hole  battle.   The  library  at  Wisdom,  Montana,  has  asked 
that  one  of  the  exhibit  cases  and  some  of  the  artifacts  be  placed  on  display  in 
the  local  library.  This  permission  has  been  granted,  as  it  7ri.ll  increase  the 
interest  of  the  residents  in  the  area  and  the  work  vj-hich  the  Park  Service  is 
trying  to  do  in  connection  ivith  the  preservation  of  the  monument  and  the  artifacts 
connected  with  the  battle,  and  may  possibly  result  in  the  residents  donating 
many  more  items  for  the  museum. 

Seven  ilorwegian  journalists  and  newspaper  men  visited  the  Liaramoth  musevim 
for  about  30  minutes  one  day  the  latter  part  of  the  month. 
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Personnel: 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month;  Park  Naturalist  Brodrick 
was  on  duty  all  month;  Clerk-Stenographer  Deason  was  on  duty  all  month,  except 
for  two  hours  annual  and  two  hours  sick  leave.

Proposed  Outline  for  'Movember: 

A  list  of  former  ranger-naturalists  who  ssrved  durixig  i9^jl  has  been  exejnined 
for  probable  appointment  for  next  season.   There  are  ten  who  have  served  in  the 
military  forces  of  the  TJnited  States,  and  all  of  these  will  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  return.   There  are  also  nine  former  ranger-naturalists  ¥/ho  gave  very  good 
service  who  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  apply  for  v/ork  next  season.   It  is, 
of  course,  quite  probable  that  some  of  these  will  not  be  able  to  return.   It  is 
hoped  that  there  will  be  suff:"cient  money  in  the  deficiency  appropriation  to  start 
out  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  with  a  staff  of  ranger-naturalists  and  other 
employees  so  that  our  program  may  be  carried  on  satisfactorily  from  the  beginning. 
After  July  1  the  staff  should  be  increased  to  26  or  2?  in  order  to  take  care  of 
the  anticipated  increase  in  travel  with  our  short  work-week  and  the  annual  leave 
earned  by  the  employees. 

As  v;eather  permits  more  photographing  will  be  done,  and  all  buildings  will 
be  inspected  for  winter. 

The  circulation  list  of  Yellowstone  ITature  'iotes  will  he  circularized  to  find 
out  7;hich  of  our  former  subscribers  we  shell  retain  on  our  list,  and  preparation 
will  be  made  for  the  accum.ulation  of  material  and  editing  so  that  we  may  resume 
publication  of  Yellowstone  Nature  Notes  with  the  January- February  number  in  19i-!6c. 

Park  Naturalist  Harold  J.  Brodrick  has  continued  his  work  on  the  drawings  of 
common  animals  and  birds  of  Yellowstone  National  Park.   This  work  will  be  carried 
forward  in  November,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  pamphlet  on  the  common  birds  and  anim.als 
of  the  park  will  be  prepared  for  publication  during  the  winter.   It  is  not  planned 
to  publish  this  as  a  book,  but  rather  as  an  illustrated  pamphlet  with  pen  and  ink 
sketches  of  many  of  the  birds  and  animals,  so  that  it  may  be  sold  for  approximately 
25/.   The  Association  has  only  a  few  copies  of  Bailey's  "Animal  Life  of  Yellowstone 
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National  park"  available  for  sale,  and  the  "Birds  of  Yellowstone"  put  out  by  the 
Roosevelt  Wildlife  Institute  is  now  out  of  print.

Itluseiom.   The  naturalists  and  several  officials  and  rangers  accompanied  this 
group  from  Gardiner  to  Cooke,  Montana,  and  return,  this  being  the  only  road  open 
in  the  Park.   These  people  v/ere  able  to  see  some  elk,  a  few  moimtain  sheep,  deer 
3jid  antelope,  but  only  a  sruall  group  got  to  see  any  buffalo.   It  was  reported 
that  there  v;ere  four  buffalo  seen  on  Slough  Creek. 

On  returning  to  Gardiner,  the  naturalists  shov/ed  a  reel  of  colored  moving 
pictures  of  the  Park  to  the  group  in  the  Gardiner  Theater.   The  group  was  led 
Dy  Frank  II.  D.  Buchman,  the  initiator  of  the  Oxford  Group  movement.   They  v/ere 
irery  appreciative  of  the  privilege  of  seeing  part  of  Yellowstone  National  Park 
Ln  the  winter  time.

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General : 


^     April  gave  us  very  fine  weather  throughout  the  entire  month,  " 

Twenty- two  ranger-naturalists  were  selected  from  the  list  of  applications, 
for  employment  after  July  1,  if  the  Interior  Department  appropriation  bill  is 
passed  by  that  time.  Due  regard  was  given  to  applications  of  veterans,  and  there 
are  four  positions  yet  to  fill  by  selection  from  a  list  of  10  or  12  applicants. 

With  the  new  work-week  set  at  i+O  hours.  Park  Naturalist  Condon  has  prepared 
a  schedule  of  activities  which  includes  practically  all  of  the  program  followed 
before  the  war.  The  daily  schedule  is  for  8  hours  for  each  man,  with  no  time  for 
preparation,  most  of  which  will  have  to  be  done  on  their  own  time.   The  schedule 
also  includes  relief  of  two  days  each  week  and  for  two  and  one-half  days  each 
month  for  each  ranger-naturalist.  ~  '  '~~'~'         '"  ■/

A  memorandum  was  prepared  for  the  Superintendent  on  the  allocation  of  funds 

to  various  jobs  of  the  Naturalist  Division  between  now  and  July  1st. 
Special  Activities: 


The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  took  about  nine  days  annual  leave  during  April 
and  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Cordilleran  Section  of  the  Geological  Society 
of  America  in  Berkeley,  California,  April  19  and  20,   He  also  visited  Region  Four 
office  on  April  18. 

Personnel: 


Chief  Park  Naturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  annual  leave  of 
nine  days,  from  noon  April  11  to  noon  April  2I4..   Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on 
duty  all  month.  Park  Naturalist  Brodriok  was  on  duty  all  month  except  two  days 
annual  leave.   Clerk-Stenographer  Deason  was  on  duty  all  month  except  8  hours 
sick  leave  and  5  hours  annual  leave. 

Maintenance : 


I  The  photographic  and  visual  equipment  was  carefully  inspected  and  cleaned 

and  some  repairs  have  been  made.  The  darkroom  has  been  put  in  order  and  some 
repairs  made  to  the  equipment. 

Interpretive  Services; 

During  the  month  a  number  of  people  called  at  the  office  of  the  Naturalist 
Division  and  asked  to  be  allowed  to  see  the  museum.  These  requests  were  granted 
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and  28  people  were  accommodated  in  this  way.  Also,  on  the  2Uth,  a  group  of 
wildlife  students  from  the  University  of  Idaho,  under  Professor  Young,  was  given 
a  special  talk  on  National  Park  Values  in  the  Mammoth  museum,  and  were  accompanied 
one  day  in  the  field. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Bauer  prepared  two  papers  which  were  read  by  title  at 
the  Geological  meeting  in  Berkeley,  Califoraia, 

Research  and  Observation: 


One  bird  study  skin  was  prepared  by  Park  Naturalist  Brodrickj  this  was  a 
female  Cassin's  purple  finch. 

One  day  was  spent  in  the  field  by  all  three  naturalists,  making  observations 
and  taking  pictures  (April  5'th)  in  the  Plorseshoe,  Lamar  River,  and  Soda  Butte  areas. 
Another  half-day  was  spent  by  Bauer  and  Condon  on  the  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  Terraces 
obtaining  black  and  white  pictures  and  kodachrome  movies.  There  were  numerous 
changes  which  will  be  given  under  Thermal  Activity  below. 

Further  work  was  done  by  Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  on  the  drawings  and  text 
material  for  Yellowstone  Birds  and  Mammals,  L^   days  being  used  on  this  project 
during  the  month. 

Thermal  Activities : 


A  brief  outline  of  the  thermal  activity  and  the  apparent  indications  of 
present  trends  on  the  terraces  is  presented  here. 

Opal  Spring  has  apparently  been  very  active  over  a  period  of  the  past  several 
years,  and  at  the  present  time  is  of  outstanding  beauty.  The  terraces  are  of 
unusual  configuration  and  form,  being  symmetrically  terraced  from  those  of  almost 
microscopic  size  to  many  basins  of  several  feet  in  diameter.  The  algal  coloration 
is  nicely  distributed  and  makes  for  very  striking  color  patterns,   The^^nly  dis- 
appointing thing  about  this  spring  is  the  intrusion  of  the  tennis  court  upon  its 
sanctity,  '      ~   — — —  -     "—  -—'"    ■'-—'    --—-'  --    ■  - -~ '----  -  ^..•.-. -...,„   ..™^,. 

Palette  Spring  has  for  several  years  been  divided  in  its  water  outlet  upon 
the  rim  of  the  terrace  above  the  Devil's  Thumb,  and  it  was  apparent  on  the  26th 
that  the  spring  to  the  extreme  east  side  of  the  large  terrace  was  decreasing  in 
activity,  for  many  of  the  basins  were  drying  up  and  the  algae  dying.   In  turn.  Old 
Palette  Spring  had  recently  increased  in  flow  and  was  flooding  new  areas  where  the 
algae  had  not  yet  grown  sufficient  in  numbers  to  give  coloring  to  the  formation. 
The  actions  of  these  springs  will  warrant  further  routine  observations. 

Naiad  Springs  on  the  small  terrace  below  Mound  have  apparently  been  increas- 
ing in  activity  and  now  present  a  colorful  overflow  area  doivn  the  terrace  front  to 
the  north. 

In  the  low  spot  on  the  north  end  of  Jupiter  Terrace  occurs  the  most  extensive 
of  all  present  terrace  flooded  areas.  The  volume  of  water  which  is  flooding  this 
section  has  its  source  in  the  old  Jupiter  Springs  and  flows  out  through  two  very 
well  defined  and  narrow  channels  to  the  rim  of  the  Main  Terrace  to  spill  down  the 
front  and  create  a  very  extensive  area  of  color-splashed  terraces  of  varying  size. 
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Evidence  in  the  area  indicates  that  an  apparently  large  voluiae  of  water  has 
been  feeding  this  terrace  section  from  the  Main  Spring  on  Main  Terrace,  as  this 
water  had  only  recently  ceased  to  flow;  the  algae  in  many  of  the  terrace  basins 
had  not  yet  lost  their  color.  This  general  section  should  be  checked  regularly, 
for  an  act  of  vandalism  could  very  easily  divert  the  flow  of  water  from  the  Jupiter 
Springs  into  a  large  pit  on  the  west  side  of  Mound  Terrace,  and  the  beauty  of  the 
existing  terrace  front  would  be  lost.  This  front  is  easily  visible  from  the 
highway  now  and  should  be  carefully  protected, 

Minerva  Spring  showed  only  minor  activity  with  no  terrace  flooding  nor  color- 
ful terrace  areas. 

Cleopatra  Spring  is  active  at  two  vents  some  15  feet  apart.   The  major  flow 
is  going  over  the  northeast  side  of  the  terraces  and  creating  a  very  colorful 
series  of  basins  and  an  extensive  area  of  algal  growth  down  the  slope.   The  smaller 
flow  is  seemingly  increasing  in  volume  and  flooding  down  to  the  east  over  new  areas 
in  which,  before  long,  the  plants  will  be  giving  an  added  touch  of  color  to  this 
already  beautiful  terrace  and  spring. 

The  absence  of  any  pronounced  activity  at  Blue  Springs,  Main  Springs,  and 
Canary  Spring  has  left  the  Main  Terrace  almost  devoid  of  water,  and  at  the  present 
time  it  lacks  the  brilliant  color  of  former  years. 

The  Narrow  Gauge  Springs  and  Terraces  are  active  to  the  greatest  degree  of 
any  period  in  recent  years,  and  all  along  the  rift  down  the  center  of  the  terrace 
there  are  numerous  active  springs  of  varying  size,  each  of  them  contributing  a 
heavy  enough  flow  of  hot  water  to  create  a  colorful  algal  area,  and  many  of  these 
have  sufficient  flow  to  cover  large  areas  and  the  sides  of  the  terrace  are  splotched 
with  devious  shaped  masses  of  rainbow  colors.   Those  flowing  out  into  the  forest 
to  the  west  are  easily  framed  through  the  boughs  of  dark  green  and  are  especially 
appealing  when  composed  against  a  blue  sky  with  fleecy  white  clouds.  This  terrace 
should  prove  to  be  af never-ending  interest  to  the  guests  visiting  the  terraces  this 
coming  season. 

Orange  Spring  Mound  is  again  deserving  of  its  name.   Although  semi-dormant 
for  many  years,  it  is  again  active  all  along  the  top  and  is  flowing  on  all  sides. 
It  promises  to  provide  beauty  of  color  and  form  for  all  to  enjoy.  The  brilliant 
colors  near  the  spring  vents  on  top  of  the  mound  are  a  special  treat,  for  they  can 
be  easily  placed  in  contrast  with  the  deep  blue  of  the  sky  or  against  the  dark 
green  of  the  Fir  forest. 

White  Elephants  Back  Terrace  and  Spring  are  now  active  along  the  rift  down 
the  center  of  the  terrace.  Numerous  springs  are  supplying  water  which  is  flowing 
down  over  the  sides  of  the  high  marble-white  terrace  have  created  splashes  of 
color  that  are  so  varied  and  patterned  that  when  viewed  through  gaps  in  the  tree 
boughs  it  is  easy  to  rival  the  colors  of  the  Grand  Canyon  of  the  Yellowstone,  the 
colors  of  Utah's  Southern  Parks,  or  any  other  colorful  area.  This  terrace  will 
long  be  remembered  by  the  many  who  view  it,   (See  photographs  attached.)

GENERAL I 


^  0-1- 


Throughout  the  major  portion  of  iJay  the  weather  was  rather  cold  with 
oonslderable  storms  and  precipitation* 

Nine  seasonal  ranger-naturalists,  who  had  previously  been  selected  for 
appointment,  were  requested  to  report  for  duty  in  the  month  of  June.   Three  of 
these  men  will  come  on  duty  before  the  15th,  and  the  other  six  will  report  on 
June  16.  It  is  planned  that  the  museums  at  Maxraaoth,  Old  Faithful,  Morris, 
Fishing  Bridge  and  Ikiadison  will  be  opened  to  the  public  at  that  time.  Addi- 
tional applications  for  ranger-natui^alists  were  giyen  consideration,  and 
follow-up  correspondence  with  other  applicants  was  handled,  "Imt  at  the  close 
of  the  month  we  are  not  yet  comrdtted  to  filling  the  full  26  positions  allowed 
the  Naturalist  Division. 

Cn  liSay  18  we  had  as  visitors  to  the  museum  Dr.  Kalmbaoh  of  the  Fish  and 
Midlife  Service,  and  Frank  and  John  Craighead,  well-known  ornithologists. 

Qi  V».y   16  Park  Naturalist  Condon  gave  the  ocmmencement  address  to  the 
Yellowstone  Park  school  at  l,^ammoth.  There  were  ^^  parents,  guests  and  children 
present, 

A  schedule  of  church  services  to  be  held  In  Yellowstone  Park  during  the 
season  was  prepared  and  printed  preparatory  to  distribution  throughout  the  park. 

Park  Naturalists  Brodriok  and  Ccaxdon  spent  one  day  assisting  the  Protection 
Division  in  dismantling  the  old  gristly  bear  feeding  grounds.  They  took  out 
the  steps  and  railing  leading  to  the  grounds. 

Special  Activities i 

We  enjoyed  the  visit  of  a  number  of  m«a  from  other  Service  areas  who  were 
here  in  attendance  at  the  Regional  Fire  Conference  which  was  held  during  the 
period  May  I5  to  1?.  All  of  the  naturalists  were  in  attendance  for  a  loajor 
portion  of  the  conference.  This  was  followed  by  the  meeting  of  the  Absaroka 
Conservation  Coomittee  on  May  16  and  19. 

On  May  3I,  Mr.  Kelker,  professor  of  wildlife  at  Utah  State  Agricultural 
College,  brought  a  group  of  yi   students  to  visit  the  Mammoth  museum* 

During  the  month  a  speoial  survey  was  made  of  the  amphitheaters,  and  the 
wuBber  of  lineal  feet  of  logs  which  will  be  necessary  to  replace  those  rotted 
out  was  determined.  A  number  of  logs  obtained  from  the  dismantling  of  the 
grliely  bear  feeding  grounds  will  be  utilised  in  repairing  the  amphitheaters 
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at  Itonuaoth,  Old  Faithful,  suid  especially  Fishing  Bridge  -where  a  large  portion 
of  the  log  seating  will  have  to  be  replaced. 

Interpretive  Servicei 

On  the  evening  of  May  6,  Park  Naturalist  Brodriok  gave  an  illustrated  lecture 
on  Birds  to  the  Mammoth  school  children,  teachers  and  parents.  About  ^0   persons 
were  in  attendance* 

Oa.   May  13,  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Bauer  gave  a  talk  and  showed  the  Yellowstone 
moving  picture  before  an  audience  of  about  320  people  in  the  Masonic  Lodge  at 
Billings,  Montana* 

On  May  18,  Dr*  Kalmbaoh  of  the  Pish  and  Wildlife  Service  presented  an  inter- 
esting color  movie  on  food  selection  by  color  to  the  Absaroka  Conservation 
Coinmittee*  As  a  part  of  the  program  for  this  meeting.  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
gave  a  talk  on  Yellowstone  liational  Park  illustrated  with  l6-rai;i.  oolored  movies. 
The  pictures  used  were  projected  by  Park  Naturalist  Condon.  There  were  6l  persons 
present* 

Uuseum  Activities  and  Exhibits: 


The  wayside  oachibit  at  Artist  Point  was  taken  down  on  May  2L|.,  repaired, 
cleaned,  painted  and  replaced. 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  on  the  renovation  of  the  exhibit  oases  in 
the  foyer  at  Morris  Eoiseuoi  and  some  signs  and  other  labels  there  have  been 
painted*  Fishing  Bridge  museum  was  visited^  inspection  made,  and  it  is  planned 
to  clean  and  prepare  it  for  opening  to  the  public  by  add- June.  A  coin^Iete  set 
of  grizzly  bear  claws  have  been  prepared  for  placement  on  th©  grizzly  bear  mount 
at  Fishing  Bridge,  which,  during  the  past  few  years,  has  been  vdthout  claws. 
These  will  be  attached  to  the  moiint  before  th©  museum  is  opened* 

A  new  glass  for  the  exhibit  case,  which  was  broken  into  in  the  l«Sadison 
museum  during  the  war  years  while  it  was  closed,  has  been  ordered  and  will  be 
installed  before  the  mid-June  opening. 

The  Mammoth  muse^jsn  has  not  been  regularly  opened  to  the  public,  but  such 
a  large  number  of  visitors  requested  entrance  that  it  has  been  opened  as  much 
as  possible,  and  by  the  close  of  the  month  had  been  visited  by  i^^   people. 

Personnel: 


Chief  Park  Haturalist  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  sick  leave  on 
four  days.  May  27,  26,  29  and  31*  Park  Haturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  ell  month* 
Park  Naturalist  Brodriok  was  on  duty  all  month  except  one  day's  eick  leave  on 
May  17*  Clerk-Stenographer  Deason  was  on  duty  all  month*  Miss  Deason  has 
tendered  her  resignation,  effective  June  15,  and  it  will  be  necessary  that  another 
Clerk-Stenographer  be  trained  in  the  routine  of  the  Naturalist  Division* 
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Reeearoh  and  Observations t 

Field  trips  were  made  into  the  park  during  the  month  by  each  of  the  natural- 
ists on  the  staff.  Condon  and  Brodriok  made  trips  on  May  Ij.,  7»  10,  21,  22,  23 
end  2U,  and  on  these  occasions,  in  connection  with  other  duties,  observations 
w«re  aiade  of  wildlife  and  other  natural  objects  of  interest.  One  of  the  nore 
interesting  observations  was  of  a  sandhill  crane,  first  obsorved  on  her  eggs  on 
May  h,   and  an  observation  made  on  May  30  revealed  that  she  had  corapleted  incu- 
bation and  had  taken  the  young  away  from  the  nesting  area,  iilso,  a  trumpeter 
swan  was  obsei^ed  nesting  on  a  small  lake  near  Madison  Junction  on  y^y   10,  and 
was  still  nesting  on  May  30 • 

On  May  22,  at  abotit  lOsOO  A.  M.,  Park  Faturalists  Brodrick  and  Condon  were 
fortiinate  enourh  to  observe  the  new  mud  geyser  which  broke  out  in  the  parking 
area  in  the  rear  of  the  Norris  museum  about  9:33#  ^^^   photographs  of  the  activity 
and  growth  of  it  were  made. 

Thermal  Activity; 

Of  unusual  interest  in  thermal  activity  was  the  development  of  a  new  mud 
geyser  or  nud  volcano  in  the  center  of  the  restrocaa  parking  area  behind  the 
Norris  nuseum.  This  new  thermal  feature  began  its  activity  about  9:33  A»  !«•» 
on  May  22,  and  was  witnessed  by  1?t,   and  !,fr8.  L»  F.  Albinger,  their  son  and  dau- 
ghter-in-law. It  had  been  active  for  a  period  of  about  2?  minutes  vvhen  ?ark 
Naturalists  Brodrick  and  Condon  arHved  at  the  miseum  to  continue  their  v^ork  on 
exhibits  there,  observations  wore  made  of  the  developiont  of  this  feature  regu- 
larly throughout  the  day,  and  a  series  of  pictures  was  made  showing  the  develop- 
ment and  growth.  (Photos  attached.)  It  increased  rapidly  in  size  during  the 
first  few  hours,  fr can  a  small  crack  in  the  road  from  which  steam  and  water  were 
emitted  at  9:35  A.  M. ,  to  a  vent  having  a  diameter  of  12  feet  or  more  ©nd  a 
depth  of  about  four  foet  to  the  water  surface  2l|.  hours  later,  at  which  tine  it 
had  apparently  stabilized  itself,  for  the  vent  was  conical  in  shape  and  there 
seemed  little  likelihood  that  there  would  be  excessive  erosion  of  the  side  walls 
in  the  future.  The  water  was  still  being  violently  agitated  by  bursts  of  steara 
coming  through  it  at  the  close  of  the  month,  and  was  splashing  over  the  crater 
rim  and  continuing  to  build  up  the  mud  cone  surrounding  the  vent*  This  mud  cone 
had  a  diameter  of  about  Ud   feet,  and  at  the  rira  of  the  crater  was  about  12  inches 
deep,  tapering  out  to  the  outer  edge.  One  portion  of  th©  flow  from  the  crater 
had  gone  a  distance  of  about  250  feet  an   th©  steeper  grade  toward  the  lower 
parking  area.  Observations  of  tbds  thermal  feature  will  be  continued  throughout 
the  month  of  June  and  the  more  pronounced  changes  and  developmesits  v;ill  be  noted 
in  future  reports. 

Several  trips  have  been  made  over  the  Hot  Springs  Terraces  during  the  month 
of  May  by  Park  Naturalist  Condon,  and  many  changes  have  been  noted  during  this 
period  of  time.  The  jnejor  chan^^es  which  are  of  greatest  significance  arej  the 
praiounoed  increase  in  the  activity  of  the  springs  on  Angel  Terrace  which  has 
increased  the  beauty  of  this  areaj  and  the  shift  of  activity  from  Harrow  Gauge 
Terrace  to  a  fissure  which  has  opened  up  and  is  running  nearly  east-west  at  a 
much  lower  level  than  th©  old  north-south  crack  from  which  the  water  has  been 
flowing  for  the  past  few  months.  This  is  resulting  in  a  diminishing  flow  of 
water  from  the  old  vent,  and  if  the  present  trend  continues  it  will  materially 
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alter  the  appearance  of  the  area  around  the  Narrow  Gauge  Terrace.  One  of  the 
disappointing  changes  on  the  Terraces  has  been  the  drying  up  of  all  activity 
along  the  top  of  whit©  Elephants  Back  Terrace.  This  terrace  had  given  promise 
of  being  one  of  the  most  beautiful  thermal  displays  in  the  park,  but  at  present 
it  looks  as  though  Kature  has  changed  her  aiiad   again  and  we  v/ill  not  have  the 
beautifully  colored  array  that  was  anticipated  earlier,  The  other  springs  on 
the  Terraces  seera  to  be  carrying  on  rauch  as  they  did  about  a  month  ago.

Two  pre*8eaaon  trainlni;  tripe   for  seaeonal  tbsi§,^t^  atjd  r^eiger-nat'ar&lists 
were  dcaaducted  duriag;  the  month,  the  first  being  on  «hme  1?  ®^<i  if>  ^b  whiofe 
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there  were  twenty-three  nen  participating.  Transportation  was  supplied  by 
the  Yellowstone  Park  Company  and  quarters  were  raade  a-yailable  at  the  Old 
Faithful  Tourist  Cabins,  On  this  trip  there  were  two  new  seasonal  naturalists 
and  twenty-one  seasonal  rangers.  The  program  for  this  trip  was  arranged 
jointly  by  Chief  Ranger  Barrows  and  Acting  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon*  Acting 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  acted  as  the  guides » 
Osn  June  29  and  ^0   another  pre-season  training  trip  was  conducted  and  this  time 
there  were  only  eleven  seasonal  ranger  naturalists  parti ci pat ing*  Park  Natura- 
lists Condon  and  Brodrick  conducted  this  trip  with  Park  Naturalist  Condon  in 
charge  and  quarters  were  provided  lit  the  Old  Faithful  Lodge  and  transportation 
by  the  Yellowstone  Park  Transportation  Company,   The  program  followed  on  these 
pre-season  trips  is  attached.   Fine  cooperation  was  received  from  the  Yellow*- 
stone  Park  Company  in  supplying  the  transportation  and  quarters « 

Interpretive  Service: 

These  services  were  rendered  to  the  public  at  Old  Faithful  beginning  on 
Jvme  3  Twhen  the  museum  there  was  opened  for  sight  hours  each  day.   The  Mammoth 
Museum  was  opened  for  public  use  eight  hours  each  day  on  June  11  and  on  June  l6 
it  became  possible  to  keep  it  open  for  a  period  of  twelve  hours  each  day^   On 
June  l6  the  inuseums  were  opened  at  Madison  Junction,  Norris,  and  Fishing  Bridge^ 
each  of  these  being  manned  for  only  the  period  of  eight  hours  per  day.  After 
June  18  it  was  possible  for  us  to  conduct  some  field  trips  and  give  ^ome  evening 
talks  with  the  limited  personnel  we  were  about  to  employ  prior  to  July  1,  The 
activities  at  Tower  Falls  were  commenced  on  June  1?  and  carried  through  to  June  21+ 
when  Camp  Roosevelt  was  closed  by  the  Yellowstone  Park  Company  and  it  was 
necessary  to  move  a  naturalist  from  there  to  Old  Faithful,  After  July  1  the 
interpretive  service  rendered  will  be  in  accord  with  our  complete  program  of 
activities  and  can  be  conducted  because  we  will  have  our  full  staff  of  seasonal 
naturalists  on  duty^ 

The  text  prepared  by  the  Fish  and  midlife  Service  on  the  information 
which  is  to  be  jriven  to  visitors  at  the  Federal  Fish  Hatchery  was  reviewed 
by  the  Acting  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  returned  to  Mr,  William  Dunn,  the 
Fish  Hatchery  Superintendent, 

The  statistical  report  on  the  activities  and  service  rendered  during  the 
month  of  June  is  attached* 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits  : 

Old  Faithful  Museum  has  had  some  work  done  in  it  to  brighten  the  exhibits 
and  court  and  at  the  close  of  the  month  is  in  a  satisfactory  condition*  The 
exhibit  case  in  the  Madison  Museum  which  was  broken  during  the  war  was  repaired 
on  June  11  and  additional  exhibit  material  was  put  in  it  to  replace  that  which 
was  stolen.  This  museum  was  very  dirty  from  the  period  of  non-use  and  required 
several  days  of  work  to  place  it  in  a  satisfactory  appearing  manner. 
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The  Horris  Misetim  "was  opened  on  June  17  and  prior  to  this  date  the  cases  in  the 
foyer  had  been  repaired  and  the  glasses  cleaned  on  the  inside  and  out»  Pack 
rats  had  gained  access  to  the  museum's  interior  and  Ranger»«Haturalist  Turner 
was  given  the  materials  and  equipment  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  and  to  do 
the  cleaning  work*  This  he  has  done  in  a  highly  commendable  manner  and  Korris 
Museum  is  now  in  very  good  condition.  Clean-up  work  was  started  at  the  Fishing 
Bridge  Musetoa  on  June  10  and  by  June  16  Ranger-Naturalist  Biddulph  and  Janitor 
Richman  had  satisfactorily  cleaned  up  this  museum  and  had  it  ready  for  use« 

Personnels 

Chief  Park  Katujralist  C,  Max  Bauer  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  ten 
days  sick  leave  terminating  on  June  llt^  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all 
month.  Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  was  on  duty  all  month  except  for  sick  leave  on 
June  21^  one-half  day*  Clerk-Stenographer  Deason  was  on  duty  up  to  June  15 
when  she  resigned,  Clerlp*Stenographer  Van  Cott  was  on  duty  frcaa  June  12  to  the 
26th  when  he  was  transfenred  to  the  Fiscal  Office,  Temporary  Clerk-Stenographer 
Schuff  reported  for  duty  on  June  21+  and  has  been  on  duty  through  the  rest  of 
the  month*

Laborers  were  hired  for  janitor  work  at  Mammoth  Museum,  Old  Faithful 
Misevim  and  Pishing  Bridge  Muse\;im9  These  men  were  Wayne  Riciiman,  who  entered 
on  duty  June  10  and  at  Fishing  Bridge,  Jack  T#  Taylor  who  entered  on  duty 
June  19  and  at  Mananoth  I&iseum  D»  Ray  Taylor  who  entered  on  duty  June  20  and 
who  resigned  on  the  2Qth«  This  job  has  not  been  filled  at  the  close  of  the 
montho 

Research  and  Observationi 

A  field  trip  was  made  by  Park  Naturalist  Condon  to  the  Molly  Islands  in 
the  south  arm  of  Lake  Yellowstone  on  June  21«  He  accompanied  Mr^  James  Simons 
and  Mr*  Robert  Brown  of  the  Wyoming  Same  and  Fish  Department  and  Park  Ranger 
William  li|pquist«  At  this  time  Mr,  Condon  made  a  census  of  the  birds  and  nests 
on  these  islands  and  the  following  tabulation  presents  the  information  secured:

The  populations  on  the  island  were  oily  estimated  and  it  is 
estimated  that  there  were  2,000  or  more  gulls  and  1)1  Caspian 
terns #  Fourteen  pelican  nests  and  31  young  were  estimated 
to  be  pre sent o 

Cormorants 

12  nests      Several  of  the  cormorants  nests  contained 
5  young      unhatohed  clutches  of  eggs* 

A  considerable  footage  of  colored  moving  pictures  were  made  on  this  trip 
and  Mr*  Brown  and  lb*.  Simcais  secured  pictures  for  the  Wyoming  Game  and  Fish 
Department.  The  Caspian  tern  colony  is  still  occupying  the  same  section  of 
the  Rocky  Island  as  in  I9I4O  but  one  of  the  marked  changes  which  was  noted  was 
the  movement  of  the  cormorants  from  the  Rocky  Island  to  the  Sandy  Island© 
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A  "badger  whioh  was  killed  by  an  automobile  near  Twwer  Falls  -was  sent  to 
the  Musevim  by  District  Hanger  Lee  L»  Coleman  and  Park  Naturalist  Brodriok 
prepared  the  akUl  and  skin  for  future  tanning  and  use  either  as  a  mounted 
speoimen  or  a  study  skin* 

Thermal  Activities  t 

The  mud  pot  whioh  began  behind  the  Norris  Museum  on  May  22  was  still 
going  at  the  close  of  June,  but  had  ceased  to  b«  as  active  as  at  its  inception 
and  toward  the  end  of  the  month  had  been  seen  on  several  occasions  oompletely 
dry»  It,  however,  does  revive  in  activity  and  on  occasions  has  come  to  within 
one  inch  o*.  the  crater  rim*  Close  observations  are  being  made  of  this  mud  pot 
by  Eanger-Baturalist  Turner  and  tiie  close  of  the  season  will  bring  a  complete 
report  on  its  activities*  All  thermal  areas  are  receiving  exceptionally  heavy 
use  by  people  and  in  some  areas  the  marring  and  defacing  of  features  has  been 
observed.  Especially  is  this  true  on  the  Blammoth  Hot  Springs  area  where  the 
rock  formations  are  so  soft  and  fragile  that  they  are  very  readily  broken,*  One 
very  large  piece  has  been  broken  out  of  the  Cleopatra  Spring  and  it  is  unfortuzv-^ 
ate  that  such  mishaps  are  occurring  to  some  of  our  irreplaceable  natural  assets «

Photographic  and  Other  Visual  Aids» 

There  was  exposed  during  the  month  of  June  200  feet  of  l6<B8ma  kodachrome 
film  and  two  rolls  of  18  exposures  k«135  filia.  These  have  not  yet  been 
received  from  Eastmans  and  the  results  are  not  known*  A  total  of  two  days 
was  spent  in  the  dark  room  by  the  naturalists  in  preparing  photographs  and 
enlargements  for  the  photographic  files,  for  illustrative  material  in  publica« 
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tioxis  and  for  publicity^  The  lantern  slide  projectors  and  kodaslides  and 
other  visual  aid  equipment  has  been  issued  to  the  various  stations  where 
illustrated  oampfire  programs  are  given  each  night  of  the  week. 

On  June  15,  l6  slides  were  loaned  to  Mount  Rainier  National  Park  from 
which  they  made  a  Selection  of  one  that  they  wish  to  use  to  make  a  transparency 
in  a  national  park  exhibit  vrtiich  they  were  preparing  there. 

The  Naturulist  Division  has  been  cooperating  with  the  District  Reuigers 
and  have  loaned  motion  picture  equipment  and  film  for  use  in  presenting  to 
the  operators*  employees  information  on  Yellowstone  hy   the  District  Rangers* 

It  is  anticipated  that  kodaslides  will  be  used  at  West  Thvuab  and  probably 
Old  Faitliful  for  illustrating  the  nature  talks  this  season*  The  large 
projection  .screens  which  have  been  in  storage  at  Mammoth  were  taken  out  to 
the  field  areas  and  placed  in  the  amphitheater  preparatory  for  their  use  at 
the  campfire  talks*

Special  Activities! 

i      A  one-room  cabin  was  moved  from  the  utility  area  at  Lake  to  West  Thumb 
where  it  was  placed  near  the  ranger  station  to  be  utilized  as  quarters  for 
the  ranger  naturalist  stationed  there* 

Proposed  Outline  for  Julyt 

It  is  planned  during  the  month  of  July  to  maintain  a  full  program  of 
naturalists  services  for  the  public  and  a  great  deal  of  time  will  be  devoted 
to  the  supei*vision  and  helping  the  new  employees  to  establish  themselves  and 
to  render  a  high^type  service   to  the  visitors  of  the  Park«  The  two  positions 
not  yet  filled  for  seasonal  ranger  naturalists  will  be  filled  and  another 
jamitor  employed  to  replace  Mr*  Taylor  who  resigned  at  the  close  of  June*  A 
large  number  of  miscellaneous  jobs  will  have  to  be  attended  to  since  many  of 
the  quai*ter8  need  repairs  and  improvements.  Flag  poles  need  to  be  put  up  at 
Madison  Jianction  and  the  flag  pole  at  Norris  which  is  about  to  fall  down  will 
have  to  be  reset*  Many  of  the  informational  signs  on  features  and  name  signs 
as  well  as  a  lot  of  directional  signs  ajid  warning  signs  will  have  to  bo 
placed  out  in  the  thermal  areas  for  the  old  signs  are  missing  and  many  of 
those  in  existance  are  not  now  legible*  Special  duties  assigned  will  be 
attended  to  and  any  necessary  public  relations  work  will  be  taken  care  of.

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General 


Travel  reinained  Itrong  until  the  middle  of  September.  At  this  tine  of 
year  weather  conditions  have  a  good  deal  to  do  with  slowing  up  travel.   If 
it  is  cloudy  and  rainy  and  the  high  co<antr5''  is  likely  to  get  snow,  the 
people  are  afraid  to  eoiae  extent  to  come  through  the  park,  and  the  travel 
drops  off.   On  the  other  hand  when  the  days  are  bright  and  sunny  most  every- 
one travelling  through  this  part  of  the  country  will  uiake  an  effort  to  visit 
the  Park. 

The  attendance  at  naturalist  functions  remained  hi/i';h  until  about  the 
10th  of  the  month.   The  Labor  Day  week  end  did  not  cause  any  fluttering  in 
the  regular  attendance  at  museuxas.   In  other  words  this  year  Labor  Day  holi- 
day did  not  attract  the  usual  influx  of  tourists. 

A  /riemorandum  prepared  for  the  Superintendent  on  complaints  received 
during  the  season  indicates  that  a  greater  effort  should  b©  made  to  serve 
the  public  at  all  points  in  the  park  where  naturalist  activities  have  been 
functioning  in  the  past  and  also  an  effort  should  be  taade  to  amplify  and 
improve  this  program  of  service.  With  larger  numbers  of  people  in  the  park 
many  of  the  f-eys;  r  walks  and  nature  walks  are  attended  by  ir.ore  people  than 
the  ranger  naturalist  can  properly  handle.  We  have  long  known  that  such 
walks  can  be  very  attractive  when  attended  by  50  to  75  people.  However, 
when  the  number  for  these  activities  reaches  to  200  or  even  300  as  it  has  on 
some  occasions,  then  the  walk  is  unattractive  and  the  information  given  out 
by  the  ranger  naturalist  is  largely  lost  on  the  thin  mountain  air.  Sf forts 
expended  by  the  ranger  naturalists  at  such  tines  center  on  keeping  the  people 
out  of  dangerous  areas  and  trying  to  keep  order  and  discipline  as  they  walk 
along  the  paths  and  trails,   EquipKient  such  as  several  portable  P,  A.  out- 
fits would  help  greatly  in  reducing  the  efforts  put  forth  by  the  ranger 
naturalists  to  be  heard. 

On  the  other  hand  the  only  solution  so  far  as  keeping  up  the  quality  of 

the  service  is  concerned  is  to  have  more  ranger  naturalists  so  that  such 

parties  where  more  than  100  or  I50  people  are  in  attendance  can  be  divided 

into  smaller  groups.  This  need  is  also  indicated  when  the  study  of  the  human 

erosion  on  fomations  is  made.  More  raiiger  naturalists  and  smaller  groups 

of  visitors  mean  more  protection  of  the  formations  and  less  erosion  caused 

by  the  visitors.  ^, ,.,, 
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Administration: 

Much  of  the  work  during  the  month  involved  closing  museums  and  checking 
out  various  ranger  nat':ralists  when  their  period  of  service  terminated.   Park 
Katuralist  Condon  made  11  field  trips  into  the  park  and  Park  ?Jaturalist 
Brodrick  made  9  field  trips  most  of  which  involved  making:  property  checks 
and  inventories  in  connection  with  the  leaving  of  ranger  naturalists. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Bauer  spent  most  of  his  time  in  the  office  taking 
care  of  correspondence  and  other  matters  of  routine.   He  also  took  three 
trips  into  the  park  during  the  month. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences: 

I 
Assistant  Director  Hillory  Tolson  was  in  the  park  for  about  ten  days  frcatij', 
September  12  to  September  22  inclusive.   Several  conferences  were  held  with   ji 
Mr,  Tolson  on  naturalist  work  one  of  which  was  held  in  the  Superintendent's   '; 
Office  with  a  number  of  other  officials  present.  This  meeting  proved  to  be   |j 
very  satisfactory,  Mr.  Tolson  explained  in  some  detail  the  relationship  of   jj 
the  rangers  and  naturalists  to  each  other.   In  other  Vi?ords,  the  v/ork  of  the   ''  I 
protection  division  and  the  work  of  the  naturalist  division  fit  together  very 
closely  in  a  pattern  that  can  be  very  productive  of  good  results  if  both     *;  , 
divisions  work  together  for  the  food  of  the  service  and  not  for  the  benefit   |  j 
of  their  individual  departments.   Personnel  and  equipment  can  be  exchanged    j  | 
on  numerous  occasions  to  the  benefit  of  all,  'i 

In  this  conference  Mr.  Tolson  explained  that  all  professional  groups  in 
the  National  Park  Service  must  be  specialists  or  experts  in  their  various     < 
lines  and  their  work  is  largely  investigation  and  advice  to  the  administrativet 
officers.  The  ranger  staff  is  administrative  in  its  functions  and  carries    '; 
out  the  wishes  of  the  Director  through  the  Superintendent,  They  execute 
the  solutions  to  various  problems  that  have  been  worked  out  by  professional 
groups  in  the  service.  His  statements  in  regSird  to  this  were  much  clearer 
than  I  have  been  able  to  give  here  and  I  think  all  those  who  heard  the  dis-    | 
cussions  were  given  a  considerable  lift  in  morale.   It  becomes  much  easier  to 
cooperate  when  each  group  understands  its  functions  and  is  willing  to  give 
all  it  can  to  the  other  groups  if  necessary  in  order  to  see  the  over  all       \  \ 
picture  develop  as  it  should. 

Members  of  the  naturalist  division  also  attended  the  Absaroka  Conseirva- 
tion  Comnlttee  meetings  on  September  21  and  22,   The  discussions  of  range 
conditions  and  problems  relating  to  wapiti,  bison,  pronghorn,  bighorn  and 
deer,  also  the  coyote  tagging  program,  were  very  interesting  to  all  those 
present,  Many  of  them  took  part  in  the  discussions.   This  organization  is  a 
good  public  relations  contact  and  it  is  very  important  to  the  successful  ad- 
ministration of  the  wildlife  program  in  Yellowstone  national  Park, 
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However,  there  is  a  misconception  axaong  s  ome  as  to  the  functions  of 
some  of  the  Government  experts  from  the  Fish  and  Valdlife  Service,  Forest 
Service,  and  the  Park  Sei-vice.   Some  of  our  citizens  think  that  these  men 
are  opposed  to  anything  that  they  would  like  to  do  and  that  the  only  way 
they  can  get  a  hearing  is  to  hire  other  experts.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
these  men  are  public  servants  and  all  the  citizens  should  feel  that  through 
them  the  facts  are  uncovered  and  the  program  of  operations  when  based  on 
these  facts  cannot  go  far  wrong, 

U  Interpretive  Services: 

A  reduction  in  the  program  of  interpretive  services  began  early  in 
September  and  all  ranger  naturalists  were  terminated  before  the  end  of  the 
month.   Due  to  rains  and  stormy  weather  several  of  the  campfire  programs  were 
called  off. 

The  naturalist  division  presented  a  program  of  wildlife  movies  to  the 
Absaroka  Conservation  Committee  on  September  21.   There  v/ere  50  people 
present.  Also  on  September  30  Park  Keturelist  Condon  gave  a  program  for  the 
Bozeman  Kiwanis  Club  on  their  25th  anniversary.   There  v/ere  l62  people  in 
attendance  and  the  program  was  very  well  received. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits: 

A  pro (ram  of  repair  and  rehabilitation  of  museuni  exhibits  has  been  set 
up  for  this  fall  and  winter.   Some  funds  amounting  to  about  1500.00  have 
been  made  available.  Also  some  funds  for  salaries  will  be  made  available 
later.  This  will  be  explained  in  a  separate  memorandxim.

Research  and  Observation; 

[      So  special  program  of  research  was  carried  on  or  advanced  during  the 
month  but  plans  were  made  to  copy  the  Forest  Service  correspondence  with 
regard  to  the  Bit  Hole  Battlefield.   This  will  be  copied  on  microfilm  as 
soon  as  time  permits  for  t'ne  use  of  this  office  and  the  Regional  Office  on 
the  history  of  Big  Hole  Battlefield  National  Monimieiit.  jj 

Thermal  Activities 

On  the  2i4.th  of  September  Mr*   Lawrence  Brookwell  observed  a  mud  geyser 
in  tiction  which  caused  a  considerable  flow  of  mud  and  muddy  v^ater  for  a 
distance  of  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  the  night  before.  Mr,    Brookwell 
states  that  this  mud  geyser  is  located  about  l/U  of  a  mile  v/est  of  the  old 
mud  geyser  in  trie  mud  volcano  area.  This  saiae  feature  has  been  especially 
active  throughout  the  summer  but  on  the  above  date  it  must  have  become  very 
violent  and  put  out  many  thousands  of  gallons  of  mud  and  muddy  water  which 
flowed  doum  the  hill  for  l/Ii  of  a  mile  from  the  old  mud  geyser.  Further  in- 
vestigation of  this  will  be  made  in  October  and  records  made  of  its  activity. 

Dragons  I'louth  Spring  is  even  more  active  this  month  than  it  was  last. 
It  is  now  throwing  water  across  the  foot  path  and  bridge  in  front  of  it 
regularly. 

The  mud  pot  which  broke  out  this  spring  behind  the  Norris  Museum  is 
practically  dried  up  but  there  is  still  a  small  amount  of  steam  escaping 
from  the  bottom, 

A  report  of  the  seasonal  activities  of  the  geysers  in  the  Upper,  Midway, 
and  Lower  geyser  basins  has  been  prepared  by  senior  ranger  naturalist  George 
Marler  and  gives  the  record  of  67  geysers  which  had  been  observed  by  him 
during  the  present  season.   This  report  will  be  placed  in  the  files*

EQUIPKgWT; 

The  projection  screens  from  Old  Faithful,  Y/est  Thumb,  and  ManLnioth  have 
been  returned  to  Mammoth  for  repairs.   The  telescopes  from  Fishing  Bridge  and 
Mt,  Washburn  were  brought  in  and  will  be  sent  away  for  cleaning  and  repairs. 

All  lantera  slides  and  kodaslides  have  been  returned  and  are  properly 
filed. 

Photographic  and  Other  Visual  Aidsj

All  museum  and  field  interpretive  activities  were  terminated  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  the  month.

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 


On  October  21  the  Yellowstone  Library  and  I'^seum  Association  held  its  annual 
aeeting  at  which  time  the  reports  of  the  Associatioxi  were  presented  to  the  Board 
>f  Directors  and  planning  done  for  the  ensuing  year's  activities.  New  members 
rere  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  and  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Bauer  tendered 
lis  resignation  as  the  Executive  Secretary.   Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  elected 
po  the  Board  and  to  the  position  of  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Association. 

On  October  25  a  special  conference  on  personnel  problems  which  were  related 
;o  the  Naturalist  Division  was  held  in  the  Superintendent's  Office  and  v/as  at- 
lended  by  Superintendent  Rogers,  Assistant  Superintendent  Johnston,  Assistant  to 
he  Superintendent  Joffe,  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Bauer,  and  Park  Naturalist  Condon, 
Lt  this  time  the  prospective  personnel  for  the  pei*manent  naturalist  staff  of 
'ellowstonc  ^lational  Park  was  discussed. 
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Interpretive  Services 

During;  the  month  of  October  there  were  no  direct  services  rendered  to  public 
gatherings  of  any  Ifind  by  the  naturalist  stafl'.   The  only  service  rerdered  was  the 
routine  work  of  answerinr  letters  of  inquiry  and  sending  out  informational  liter- 
ature regarding  the  Park.  Kodaslides  and  motion  picture  filr.  were  sent  out  on 
loan  during  the  month. 

Museum  Activities  aiid  Exhibits 

Movmted  bird  and  mammal  specimens  from  the  Old  Faithful  museum  were  brought 
to  Mammoth  and  these  specimens  vdll  be  thoroughly  cleared  and  prepared  during  the 
winter  months  for  future  use  at  Old  Faithftil. 

Those  specimens  not  enclosed  in  cases  at  the  Fishing  Bridge  l»5useum  were  also 
brought  to  to^ammoth  for  a  thorough  cleaning  and  rejuvenation.  This  work,  along 
with  the  vast  amount  of  work  to  be  done  in  the  Mammoth  Museum,  will  be  carried  on 
under  a  special  rehabilitation  project  for  which  funds  have  been  made  available. 

The  field  exhibits  from  Artist  Point,  Flrehole  Canyon,  and  the  Beaver  Exhibit 
have  all  been  brought  to  the  ^immoth  «!useum  and  each  of  these  cases  will  be  re- 
worked during  the  winter  months  it  order  to  freshen  up  the  exhibits,  clean  the 
cases  and  re  finish  t.^ie  interior  and  exterior  of  them  in  order  to  make  them  more 
presentable.

During-  the  month  a  file  of  letters  on  the  early  corresponderce  relating  to 
-3i£  y^ole  Battlefield  National  Morument  was  copied  vfith   the  photo  record  camera 
and  microfilm  was  prepared  for  the  Yellowstone  inicrofilm  library.  This  film  pro- 
vides a  documentary  record  of  the  official  correspondence  on  this  national  luonument 
and  is  a  valuable  addition  to  our  historical  naterials. 

On  the  22,  23,  s^nd  2]j.  of  this  month  Park  l^Taturalist  Condon  accompanied 
Assistant  Chief  Ranger  Skinner  on  trips  to  Grebe  Lake  ^vhere  observations  viere 
made  of  trumpeter  sv/an  which  had  been  resident  there  for  the  summer  season » 
It  was  thought  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  capture  a  cgnet  which  had  made  no 
attempt  to  leave  this  lake  and  preparations  were  3:iade  to  do  th^s.  After  skiing 
into  the  lake  on  October  2U   it  was  discovered  that  the  advilt  swan  and  the  cygnet 
had  left  the  lake  and  it  seeais  that  the  Cj/gnet  had  probably  taken  vnn^~   when 
weather  conditions  became  so  severe  that  in  order  to  survive  it  had  to  leave  the 
lake  area. 

Thermal  Area  Rehabilitati on 

On  October  9  a  special  project  for  the  urpose  of  cleaning  out  pools,  springs, 
and  geysers  was  instigated  and  flinds  were  maae  available  through  the  cooperation 
of  the  Park  Engineer  for  carrying  on  this  work.   Mr,  George  D.  Marler  was  employed 
to  work  on  this  project  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  get  help  for  him  but  personnel 
was  not  available  and  so  members  of  the  permanent  staff  cooperated  by  going  out 
and  assisting  with  this  work.   The  purpose  of  the  project  is  to  clean  rubbish 
and  debris  out  of  the  pools,  springs  and  gej'^sers  which  has  been  throvn-i  in  by  the 
visitors  during  past  years.  Adverse  weather  conditiors  laade  this  work  very  diffi- 
cult but  in  spite  of  these  circumstances  much  has  been  accomplished  and  a  benefi- 
cial change  has  been  made  in  the  appearance  of  many  of  cur  outstanding  thermal 
features. 

To  carry  on  this  work  special  tools  were  designed  and  constructed  and  it  is 
planned  that  these  will  be  retained  for  fiature  use  in  carrying  on  a  program  of 
maintenance  relative  to  keeping  these  areas  clean.  ?v5any  of  the  informational 
signs  have  been  taken  down  and  brought  to  Mammoth  where  they  arc  being  cleaned  at 
the  present  time.   It  is  hoped  that  both  funds  and  personnel  will  be  made  available 
to  continue  this  project  as  soon  as  weather  conditions  permit  in  the  spring.  A 
more  comprehensive  report  of  this  work  will  be  prepared. 

Thermal  Activities 


No  detailed  observations  have  been  made  during  the  month  of  Ocbober  on  the 
thermal  activities.   It  is  interesting,  however,  to  note  that  in  cleaning  out  some 
of  the  thermal  features  on  Geyser  Hill  and  in  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin,  that  by 
removing  the  debris  from  the  basins  oT   some  features  and  unplugging  the  vents  or 
pipes  that  go  dovm   into  the  earth's  crust,  the  actual  character  of  the  feature 
itself  has  been  changed  and  where  once  there  were  stagnant  pools  v/e  now  have 
beautiful  and  active  hot  springs.

The  month  of  November  continued  stormy  throughout  and  was  coirqfarable'^iS^^E^^^'f^ 
October  for  the  adverse  character  of  the  weather.  This  weather  permitted  very 
little  work  to  be  done  in  the  field  and  the  closing  of  the  roads  out  in  the 
park  by  snow  definitely  stopped  work  on  projects  which  were  being  conducted  in 
the  geyser  basins. 

Administrati  on 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Bauer  was  in  administrative  charge  until  the  time  of 
his  departure  for  Chicago  and  he  supervised  the  work  of  Park  naturalists  Condon 
and  Brodrick,  Clerk-stenographer  Van  Cott,  and  Laborer- foreman  George  D.  Iferler« 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Conferences  were  held  during  the  month  with  Acting  Superintendent  Johnston 
relative  to  personnel  matters  concerning  the  proposed  biologist  position  for 
Yellowstone  National  Park  and  the  possible  transfer  of  Park  Naturalist  Brodrick. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Ccaadon  attended  the  special  conference  and  review  of 
the  Lewis  Lake  Fire  which  was  held  on  November  15 • 

Mr.  Condon  also  spent  the  better  part  of  one  afternoon  in  conference  with 
Superintendent  E.  S.  Luce  of  Custer  Battlefield  National  Monument  at  which  time 
some  help  was  given  to  Superintendent  Luce  on  the  type  of  equipment  which  would  be 
usei\il  to  him  in  the  visual  aids  program  and  an  outline  prepared  of  the  equipment 
and  materials  he  should  endeavor  to  secure.  At  this  time  considerable  discussion 
took  place  relative  to  the  preparation  of  the  museum  prospectus  for  Custer  Battle- 
field National  Monument  and  it  is  planned  that  in  January  the  Chief  Park  Nat- 
uralist will  go  to  Custer  Battlefield  to  assist  Superintendent  Luce  in  laying  the 
basic  foxmdation  for  the  preparation  of  this  prospectus. 

Interpretive  Ser^'ioes; 

The  only  program  presented  during  the  month  by  members  of  the  Naturalist  Staff 
consisted  of  a  showing  of  some  special  movies  to  the  Gardiner  Commercial  Club  in 
Gardiner,  Montana  on  November  26  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon.  There  was  an 
appreciative  audience  of  149  people  present. 
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Lfaseum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

An  extensive  cleanup  program  of  all  mounted  bird  and  mammfe.!  specimens  has 
been  under  way  in  the  Mammoth  Museum  during  the  month.  George  Marler  has  been 
employed  as  a  laborer- foreman  to  do  this  work  and  has  been  assisted  by  the  regu- 
lar naturalist  staff.   The  beneficial  effects  of  this  work  are  very  apparent 
when  contrasting  the  specimens  which  have  been  worked  over  with  those  that  have 
not  yet  been  touched.  In  conducting  this  work  new  bases  have  been  placed  on 
many  of  the  specimens  and  in  some  instances  the  material  on  display  in  the  cases 
has  been  altered  to  provide  more  desirable  effects.  This  work  will  continue 
throughout  the  month  of  December  and  probably  even  longer  in  order  to  thoroughly 
renovate  all  exhibit  cases  and  specimens  in  the  l/Iammoth  l&iseura. 

The  Mammoth  l&iseum  basement  was  given  a  thorough  reorganization  and  cleaning 
during  the  month.   Some  of  the  storage  cases  were  painted  and  the  complete  supply 
of  materials  for  multili thing,  mimeographing,  and  printing  were  properly  stored 
and  sorted. 

In  addition  to  the  rearranging  of  the  museum  basement  the  storehouse  used 
by  the  Naturalist  Division  and  which  contains  a  large  number  of  accessioned  items 
and  a  great  variety  of  miscellaneous  materials  was  also  thoroughly  cleaned  and 
the  materials  organized  in  an   orderly  manner  so  that  we  can  quickly  get  any 
object  which  we  are  anxious  to  use.

Park  Naturalist  David  Condon  took  over  the  position  of  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
on  November  1?  and  has  been   on  duty  all  month. 

Park  Naturalist  Harold  Brodrick  was   on  duty  all  month  except  for  one   day  of 
annual   leave  on  November  29, 

Clerk-stenographer  LeRoy  Van  Cott  was   on  duty  all  month  except  one  day  of 
annual   leave   on  November  27,

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Research  and  Observation 

During  the  month  there  has  been  no  detailed  work  done  in  the  field  for  ob- 
servation purposes  nor  has  there  been  any  research  work  under  vray  other  than  the 
fact  that  Park  Naturalist  Brodrick  has  spent  considerable  time  working  on  the 
manuscripts  for  the  publication  which  he  anticipates  getting  out  on  the  birds  and 
asasaaals  of  Yellowstone.

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Public  Relations 

In  response  to  a  iBemoraadua  from  the  Regional  Director's  Office  to  the 
effect  that  Eate rials  were  -wanted  for  publication  in  the  National  Park's 
sagazine  a  brief  article  was  prepared  on  vandalism  in  Yellow8t(»ie  National 
Park  by  the  ChJef  Park  Naturalist.     In  addition  to  this  article,   in  reply- 
to  a  request  for  ^jiforaation  froa  the  newspaper.

Oa.  January  17  a  IjOO-foot  reel  of  colored  aovies  on  Trusipeter  Swan  and  a 
special  paper  on  Trumpeter  Swan  by  David  de  L.  Condon  were  loaned  to  Ferdi- 
nand Kleinscyinitz  of  Denver,  Colorado  for  use  in  presenting  the  story  of  the 
Trumpeter  Swan  to  the  Colorado  Bird  Club  in  Denver. 

A  special  130-foot  reel  of  movies  on  the  coyote  was  assembled  and  sent  to 
the  Director's  Office  for  use  in  a  presentation  of  inforiMition  about  predators 
by  the  National  Park  Service  biologist,  Victor  Cahalane. 
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Haseum  AotlTltles  and  Exhibits 

Work  on  the  dsanlng  and  renovation  of  museum  cases  in  the  Meusmoth 
Ifaseuffl  was  completed  on  January  31*  IXiring  the  month,  in  addition  to 
this  work,  the  field  exhibits  from  Artist  Point,  Firehole  Canyon,  and  the 
Beaver  exhibit  were  all  cleaned,  painted,  new  monks  cloth  placed  in  them,

1St»   John  BfoMillan's  appointment  as  a  research  oollaborater  was  ap- 
proved during  the  aionth  said  it  is  anticipated  that  he  will  report  to 
Yellowstone  in  early  April  to  cozsnence  his  research  work  on  the  moose, 

Qae  Roolcy  Mountain  Bighozn  ram  drow&ed  in  the  canal  at  Gardiner, 
Montana  and  the  animal  was  brought  to  the  Masimoth  Museum  by  Chief  Park  nat- 
uralist David  Condon  where  it  was  skiniMd  and  the  hide  prepared  for  taoming 
by  Park  Katuralists  Brodrick  and  Watsoc.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  hide 
will  be  teamed  at  Lentfer  Brothers  taxidermy  shop  in  Livingstcm,  Montana 
and  held  until  sufficient  fbnds  are  available  to  m&ke   a  life  size  momt  of 
it.  The  specimen  is  an  exceptionally  fine  caie* 

A  special  report  was  prepared  ca   the  work  done  in  the  thermal  areas  in 
an  attempt  to  clean  and  renovate  some  of  the  pools,  springs,  and  geysers 
for  the  !^rk  Engineer,  and  it  is  planned  that  a  very  detailed  report  will 
be  submitted  at  the  consunraatian  of  this  project. 

Field  trips  were  made  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Park  natura- 
list Brodrick  to  the  Game  Ranch  area  on   January  2?  at  which  time  observa- 
tions were  made  on  the  trapping  operations  carried  on  by  the  park  rangers 
and  the  Montana  Fish  and  Game  Depar-bnent  using  an  aeroplane  to  round  up 
the  antelope  into  the  traps.

RiotografMo  and  Other  Visual  Aids

Speoial  Aotivitles  ead  Coaferenoes 

IXiring  the  nonth  several  meetings  were  held  with  referenoe  to  thermal  area 
protection  and  projects  which  should  be  carried  on  ooneeming  this  work. 

DisoussioDs  were  held  eith  the  Chief  Ranger  relative  to  the  correlating  of 
work  prograiDs  of  the  naturalist  Division  snd  the  finger  Division  in  order  to 
better  utilise  personnel  for  protection  purposes* 

The  ln-Servioe  training  jnrogreB  which  was  outlined  t^  the  Chief  Park  Nat- 
uralist was  approved  and  beoaae  effective  oa  the  15th  of  April.     Sinoe  that  date 
tlMire  have  been  regular  training  periods  for  all  employees  oaa  each  Tuesday  and 
Thursday  afternoons*     Detailed  outlines  of  this  program  have  been  subiaitted  to 
the  Director's  office. 

Considerable  energy  and  tixas  was  expended  in  the  planning  and  preparations 
of  details  for  a  special  Saeter  Service  which  was  ootiduoted  la  the  7ellow«t<me 
Bark  chapel  at  6 1 00  a.m.  en  Easter  Sunday,  April  6.     This  program  was  highly 
successful  snd  well  received  by  those  attending. 
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Qa  April  1  a  group  of  the  sembers  of  the  oassmmlisy  met  and  organized  the 
Yellowstone  Park  Parents  and  Teachers  Association  -  a  g^roup  who  are  vitally 
interested  in  the  school  problems  of  the  park.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon 
was  elected  by  this  group  to  act  as  President  of  the  organization. 

Interpretive  Services 

On  April  2  Mr.  Kenneth  E&angerford,  Professor  of  the  School  of  Forestry 
in  the  University  of  Idaho  at  ifoscow,  accompanied  by  a  group  of  about  13  msa 
were  given  a  three-hour  lecture  in  the  MaoBaoth  iiiseum  and  extended  other  spe«> 
oial  courtesies  by  the  Naturalist  Division.  Oi  April  h  this  same  group  was 
shown  a  special  wildlife  movie  in  the  museiua  basement. 

Motion  pictures  were  presented  each  Tuesday  evening  to  the  siembers  of  the 
Ifexazaoth  ooisnamity  in  the  canteen  building.  These  motion  pictures  are  of  a  gen« 
eral  educational  character. 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 


The  paiziters  reported  to  the  nuseum  on  April  2^.  and  worked  1-1/2  days  in 
patching  plaster,  ire  {firing  cracks,  etc.  in  preparatioti  for  painting  the  liEUBSDX>th 
Uiseum.  They  were  then  called  away  to  paint  fire  trucks  and  it  is  hoped  that  thoy 
will  be  able  to  complete  the  interior  deooraticsx  of  the  lauseum  in  tis»  to  xsake 
it  available  to  the  public,  at  least  by  the  latter  part  of  the  zoonth  of  May* 
There  has  been  a  considerable  number  of  people  visiting  the  museum  and  it  is

within  the  near  future.

This  notice  is  to  be  sent  cftjt  with  the  ISa,y-June 
issue  and  according  to  law  we  will  periodically  renew  our  mailing  lists  by  the 
use  of  this  standardized  form. 

Photogi^phic  end  Other  Visual  /ids 

In  April  we  did  not  receive  any  photographic  equipsmraat  or  other  visual 
aids  materiel.  There  was  considerable  photographic  work  dcaae  in  that  there  were 
6  8  X  10  prints  made,  10  i^.  x  5  prints,  a  large  nujaber  of  lantern  slides  and  ko<te» 
slides  were  cleaned  and  bound,  and  also  there  were  over  700  colored  duplicate 
prints  made  of  historical  sud   geologic  slides, 

Sixteeai  s^tt  raotion  picture  film  has  been  loaned  and  a  set  of  82  2  x  2 
colored  kodaslides  which  have  been  on  loan  to  the  Region  Three  office  at  Santa 
Fe,  Hew  Mexico,  have  not  been  returned  to  us.

Wiggins  in  the  sheet  laetal  shop.  This  is  a  fine  shelter  for  our  projectors  and 
it  will  be  a  marked  addition  to  the  amphitheater  there. 

The  binoculars  which  were  sent  out  for  repairs  in  February  have  been  re» 
turned  in  A-1  oouditioti  to  us.  They  cure  now  very  usef\il  in  the  Haturalist  Di- 
visicEi* 

As  yet  we  have  received  no  definite  infonnatioc  cm  the  status  of  the  two 
20-power  telescopes  which  were  sent  to  the  Zeiss  Optical  Company  in  IJew  York  for 
cleaning  and  renovaticMa  and  i^ch  we  had  expected  to  have  returned  to  us  the 
latter  part  of  this  month* 

Arrangeosents  were  soade  for  the  transfer  of  a  l6  nan  Victor  projector  frcaa 
Yellowstone  Rational  Park  to  Glacier  National  Park  to  assist  thesi  with  their 
visual  aids  progx*ai£  since  we  had  an  additional  projector  and  they  had  none. 

Cooperation  with  Other  Depsirtments 

During  the  laonth  considerable  help  was  given  to  the  Protection  Division  in 
the  preparation  of  Lost  and  Found  labels  and  the  preparation  of  temporary  entrance 
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station  permits.     Type  was  set  up  for  printing  of  these  on  the  pidnting  press 
ill  the  museum  and  also  the  permits  were  perforated.

The  departmental  activities  were  suF«rvised  during  the  month  by  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon,  The  persacmel  on  duty  consisted  of  Parte  Katura- 
lists  Harold  Brodriok  and  W,  Verde  Watsoa,  and  Clerk-steaaogrepher  LeBoy 
Van  Cott,  Park  Ranger  Haturalists  on  duty  during  the  mcmth  were  George 
D*  li&rler  and  Ted  J,  Parkinson. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Cka  tlBiy  2  a  special  conference  was  called  for  the  discussion  of  ther- 
mal area  protection  problems  and  in  attendance  at  this  were  Superintendent 
Rogers »  Assistant  Superintendent  Johnston,  Resident  Landscape  Architect 
Mattsod,  Chief  Ranger  Leifoue,  Chief  Park  Engineer  Wohlbrandt,  and  Chief 
Park  naturalist  Condon.  Following  this  confersnoe  a  trip  was  made  to  the 
Lower,  ]fidway«  and  Upper  Geyser  Basins  to  exaiaine  areas  which  were  con- 
sidered  to  be  critical  from  t)w  standpoint  of  protection  problems. 

On  ilBLy  7,  6,  and  9  the  ranger  conference  was  held  in  MSBBBoth  and 
members  of  the  Naturalist  Division  were  in  attendanoe  whenever  possible 
QDnsistent  with  the  perforaanoo  of  their  duties* 
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Th©  penaanent  employee  In-Service  Training  Program  carried  on  into 
the  month  of  May  and  was  completed  on  May  15*  Conditions  were  such  that 
it  was  impossible  for  us  to  conduct  a  glided  trip  around  the  main  loop 
higlnrays  of  the  park  ais  planned.  The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  acted  as 
Chaiman  in  eharge  of  sdl  training  for  this  program* 

Regional  Naturalist  Carl  Swartzlow  of  Begicn  Two  visited  l»re  on 
liay  2U,  23,  and  26  and  left  Yellowstone  at  11 130  on  May  27»  While  here 
Wr,   Swartslow  attended  the  Absaroka  Conservaticn  Coaamittee  meetings  and 
was  taken  about  the  park  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condcm,  shown  many  of 
the  interpretive  facilities  which  are  available  in  this  park,  and  natura- 
list problems  were  discussed* 


Cn  May  23  a  special  ocnferenee  was  oalled  by  the  Superintendent  rela- 
tive to  the  Wildlife  Msnagenent  Program  with  special  emphasis  cn  the  elk 
problem*  The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  this  conference  in  company 
with  Regional  Naturalist  Svartzlow*  Qa  this  same  day  Regional  Naturalist 
Swartslow  and  the  Chief  Bark  Naturalist  conferred  with  Super ii^flndont 
Rogers  relative  to  naturalist  probloas  in  Tellowstone*

Chief  iPark  Naturalist  Condon  and  members  of  the  Naturalist  Division 
attended  tbe  Absaroka  Conservation  C<»»dttee  zoeetlngs  which  were  held  on 
May  23  and  26* 

A  good  portion  of  May  20  and  May  21  were  devoted  to  reviewing  the 
auseum  prospectus  of  Custer  Battlefield  National  Monument  with  Superinten- 
dent and  Mrs*  E*  S*  Luce*  The  prospectus  was  rather  thoroughly  gone  over 
and  suggestions  were  made  toward  modifying  »<ma   of  the  information  in  it* 
After  reviewlsg  this  it  was  felt  by  all  concerned  that  much  progress  has 
been  made  toward  the  proper  planning  for  the  museum  interpretive  program

These  pictures  are  of  an  educational  char- 
acter and  have  been  veil  attended  by  meisbers  of  the  cossmmity  and  Psirk 
Service  employees • 

A  special  l6  ibi&  motion  picture  colored  movie  vas  shorn  to  the  Ab* 
saroka  Caiservation  Comsdttee  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Ccndon  on  the  even- 
ing of  May  2h»     There  were  63  people  in  attendance  and  the  program  lasted 
about  one  hour* 

Oa   May  ^  and  2^  Park  Naturalist  W,  Yerde  llatson  conduoted  a  guided 
field  trip  for  a  party  of  geological  students  from  Montana  State  College 
-who  were  under  the  direction  of  Mr,   Helbum*  There  were  29  students  in 
this  party  which  made  the  trip  around  the  regular  Yellowstone  Park  loop, 

Miseuffl  Activities  and  Exhibits 


The  shutters  were  removed  from  those  wayside  exhibits  left  up  during 
the  winter  months  out  in  the  park.  On  May  I3  the  Beaver  Exhibit  was  in- 
stalled at  Mllow  Park  and  cm  May  I6  the  Artist  Point  Exhibit  was  placed 
up  at  that  point.  These  two  exhibits  were  renovated  during  the  winter 
Bonths  . 

The  MBUBBDoth  Haseaa  and  Old  Faithful  liuiseum  were  op«ned  fear  public 
VLBB   on  May  26. 

During  the  month  of  May  the  interior  of  t2u»  Mumoth  Misoob  was  re- 
decorated and  the  floors  ref inishod.  This  work  was  ccmpleted  em  May  27  and 
by  the  close  of  the  week  all  exhibits  were  in  good  order  and  the  auseum 
was  in  normal  operating  condition. 

Exhibit  specizaffiis  brought  in  for  cleaning  and  repair  included  the  model 
geyser  at  Old  Faithful  and  the  bear  hide.  These  were  returned  to  Old  Fkith* 
ful  and  placed  en  display. 

A  broken  panel  of  glass  at  the  Madison  Junction  museum  has  been  re- 
moved and  is  being  replaced.  It  probably  will  be  ready  for  installation 
before  the  auseum  opens  in  mid-June.  In  addition  to  this  work  a  large  nuae> 
ber  of  labels  for  asuseua  exhibit  materials  has  been  printed  on  the  8b».11 
printing  press  in  the  Mammoth  Museum  and  a  number  of  pictures  which  have 
been  en  display  without  being  properly  prepared  have  been  brought  to  ManK>th 
and  are  now  properly  aaoisxted  with  dry  mounting  tissue  caa  suitable  bristol

Qq  May  27  definite  word  -was  received  to  the  effect  that  Park  Ifttur^i- 
list  Harold  J,  Brodrick  would  be  transferred  to  Petrified  Forest  Waticmal 
lft>nuz!»nt  as  soon  as  it  was  conv^cient  for  Mr*  Brodrick  to  leave  Yellow- 
atone,  It  is  anticipated  that  Mr,  Brodrick  will  leave  here  an   Saturday 
June  7  and  probably  arrive  for  duty  at  Petrified  Forest  on  June  10, 

Research  and  Cfeseiryatioc. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  C<sid<zi  and  Park  Naturalist  Verd©  Watson  siad© 
field  trips  to  Old  Faithful  on  May  9  and  JMy  15»  Oa   these  occasions  obser- 
vations  were  mad«  of  thermal  features  and  pictures  taken  of  xBioxy  of  tl»m» 
Oie  very  interesting  observation  was  asade  on  May  9  when  it  i»s  noted  that 
the  Morning  Glory  Pool  was  securing  a  supply  of  surface  water  from  soiae 
unknowa  source  which  had  imterially  changed  the  appearance  of  the  water  in 
the  pool.  On  this  date  all  of  tha  streams  throughout  the  park  wore  at 
exceedingly  high  stages  of  flow;  as  a  matter  of  fact  that  water  levels  were 
the  highest  that  had  been,   observed  "by  either  Ir.  Condmi  or  Mr,  Ti'atsQO.  dur- 
ing the  period  of  tisae  that  they  have  been  employed  here. 

The  streSjBB  wisre  heavily  lad«ri  with  organic  satter,  giving  thexa  a  dark 
color.  The  surface  Isali^ge  had  filtered  into  Morning  Glory  Pool  giving  the 
waters  of  that  pool  a  very  deep  amber  color  and  in  addition  the  vapors  from 
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the  very  hot  water  ooatained  a  praaounced  orgaaic  odor,  iijith  subsidence 
of  the  high  water  and  the  continued  flowing  of  fiEoming  Glory  Pool  the 
aoiber  color  has  dissipated  from  it  and  it  has  regained  its  nomuil  ap- 
pearance at  the  close  of  the  loonth*  The  exact  source  of  surface  infil* 
tration  could  not  he  determine  but  it  is  felt  that  it  was  some  dist&^oe 
rwBoved  frcoi  the  location  of  Morning  Glory  Pool  because  it  sets  at  an 
appreciably  higher  level  than  the  Pirehole  River  which  is  iamediately 
adjacent  to  it. 

Observaticais  aade  during  the  latter  part  of  the  month  of  thenaal 
activity  in  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  Indicates  that  the  major  geysers  are 
all  reacting  in  a  sisdlar  nsnner  to  that  of  the  past  with  the  excepti<Hi 
of  the  Grand  Geyser  which  this  year  so  far  has  been  providing  one  of  the 
most  spectacular  thermal  displays  Yellowstcsie  has  experienced  for  possibly 
a  great  number  of  years.  The  Grand  Geyser  which  during  other  years  has 
been  rather  erz^tio  in  its  interval  of  eruption  and  also  which  has  carried 
on  for  loQg  periods  of  time  betweea  eruptions  is  this  year  erupting  aa  an 
interval  of  from  9  to  12  hours  very  oonsistesitly*  On  niuaerous  occasioos 
it  has  erupted  twice  in  a  single  daylight  period*  The  eruptioas  are  as 
spectacular  as  those  of  the  past  with  the  geyser  playing  fx*om  9  to  as  a^tny 
as  lU  times  during  eruptions  and  providing  a  very  unusual  scene.  Several 
physical  changes  have  occurred  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Grand  Geyser  which 
ixiay  be  instrumental  in  its  increased  activity*  These  have  not  as  yet  beeu 
definitely  associated  with  this  increased  activity  lut  are  suspected.  A 
heavy  hot  water  flmr  from  a  fissure  in  the  rhyolite  lava  near  Grand  Geyser 
has  ceased  to  run  and  in  addition  the  Triplets  have  been  consistently  dry 
instead  of  overflowing  as  in  other  years.  It  is  thought  that  a  great  deal 
of  the  energy  which  probably  was  dissipated  from  the  fissure  and  from  the 
Triplets  is  now  being  utilized  by  the  Grand  Geyser  and  as  a  result  the 
geyser  erupts  more  often  than  before.  Further  ob8ei*vaticsi8  during  the 
auoner  months  may  lead  to  a  substantiation  of  these  assumptions* 

Baric  Naturalist  Brodrick  has  completed  in  rou^  draft  the  text  for  a 
publication  csa  Animals  and  Birds  of  Yellowstone  Katicnml  Park.  In  addition 
he  has  completed  the  necessary  pencil  sketches  to  illustrate  this  publioa- 
ticcL.  The  tex'teial  matter  and  illustratioas  will  be  x^viewed  by  the  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  and  other  interested  parties  and  a  determination  as  to 
ndiether  or  not  the  TellowstcKie  Library  and  Maseum  Association  will  publish 
this  manuscript  will  be  made*

Gqaeral  V 

Th«  month  of  June  has  be«ii  csi«  of  the  busiest  periods  in  the  ye&r 
for  Tellcwstaae  and  especially  so  in  the  Naturalist  Divisicea.  During 
this  Qonth  all  personnel  reported  for  duty  and  the  entire  interpretive 
prograav  became  active* 

The  interpretation  of  the  Yelloiritone  Hational  Park's  natural 
assets  to  the  public  has  been  materially  eux*tailed  by  the  adverse  wea- 
ther conditions  which  have  been  existent  throughout  the   entire  month 
of  June.  Personnel  reporting  for  duty  here  for  the  first  time  had 
their  spirits  appreciably  dampened  and  many  of  them  did  not  express  the 
enthusiasm  evident  other  years  when  the  weather  conditions  were  highly 
favorable*  Most  of  the  employees  repox^ing  this  year  arrived  in  a 
good  snowstorm. 

Administration 

The  Haturalist  Divisioaa  during  the  month  was  supervised  by  Chief 
Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  the  entire  program  of  activities  becaine  ef- 
fective at  all  zniseums  and  interpretive  staticaas  throughout  the  pai*k  by 
the  l6th  of  June* 

The  19l*9  estimates  of  appropriations  required  for  the  operation  of 
the  Naturalist  Division  were  made  and  submitted  to  the  Chief  Clerk  dur- 
ing the  early  pax^  of  the  month. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferwiees 

On  June  5  &  special  conference  was  held  with  Chief  Ranger  LaNoue 
relative  to  the  pre-season  training  period  to  be  given  to  seascmal  park 
rangers  and  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists.  At  this  time  a  definite 
agreement  was  reached  on  a  program  as  outlined  in  the  oTor-all  training 
schedule  prepared  for  Yellowstone  Park  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  in 
April. 
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Superintendent  Rogers  was  conferred  with  twice  during  the  month 
with  respect  to  the  emplojonent  of  a  park  naturalist  to  succeed  Park 
Naturalist  Harold  J,  Brodrick  who  transferred  to  Petrified  Forest 
National  Monument  on  June  7»  At  the  close  of  the  month  no  on©  had 
been  selected  for  this  position  and  no  candidate  has  been  definitely 
settled  upon  as  a  prospect  for  the  position. 

On  June  17  Mr.  Merrill  J,  Mattes,  historian  of  the  Mssoari  River 
Basin  studies  for  the  National  Park  Tervice  arrived  here  to  prepare  a 
popular  Mstory  booklet  on  Yellowstone  National  Park  emd  conferences 
were  held  with  him  an   various  matters  while  he  was  here« 

Cfa  June  23  and  2U  lir,   Herbert  Xahler,  Acting  Chief  Historian  of 
the  national  Park  Service  and  Regional  Historian  Olaf  T#  Hagen  of 
Region  Two  spent  the  better  part  of  these  two  days  in  conference  with 
the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  Historian  Mattes  with  reference  to  Big 
Hole  Battlefield  !3ational  Monument,  Custer  Battlefield  National  Moaii- 
ment,  and  the  historical  story  on  Yellowstone  which  is  being  prepared  by 
1^.  M&ttes. 

On  June  1  a  special  Msnorial  Day  service  was  conducted  in  the 
Yellowstone  Park  Chapel  and  Judge  Benjamin  Berg,  of  Livingston,  Montana 
gave  the  address  for  the  day.  These  services  proved  to  be  highly  satis- 
factory and  were  well  attended  by  park  visitors  as  well  as  residents  of 
the  area* 

IXiring  the  month  the  religious  program  for  the  sunster  season nas 
completed  and  printed  programs  of  religious  aotlvities  were  prepared  and 
circularised  throughout  the  park  for  placement  on  information  bulletin 
boards  and  at  pablio  gathering  places.  In  addition  to  this  a  circular 
was  issued  by  the  Superintendent  and  given  goieral  distribution  through- 
out the  park  calling  attention  to  the  religious  services. 

The  Mammoth  Coumjunity  Sunday  School  has  been  and  •will  cor^tinue  to 
actively  participate  in  the  Protestant  Services  this  year* 

On  June  6  Mr,  James  Morrison,  one  of  the  original  scouts  in  Ysllovf* 
stcoe  TTational  Park  who  knew  "Buffalo  Jones,"  Harry  Yount,  and  other 
prominent  characters  in  park  history,  was  a  guest  in  the  park,  li&*, 
Morrison  is  6lj.  years  of  age  and  has  many  interesting  stories  about  this 
park  to  tell.  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  George  Marler  contacted  and  visited 
with  Mr,  Morrison  at  the  Old  Faithful  area,  Mr,  Morrison  also  spent  some 
time  visiting  with  Jack  S,  Haynes* 

In-Service  Training  Program 

Cn  June  12,  13,  li^.,  and  I5  a  comprehensive  pre-season  training  pro- 
gram  was  given  to  the  seasonal  park  rangers  and  seasonal  park  ranger 
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naturalists.     The  first  day  and  a  half  of  this  training  was   oorJTined  to 
detailed  discussions  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  aiaterial  and  infonaa- 
tion  to  the  group  assembled  in  the  classroom  in  the  Mananoth  Canteen. 
OOie-half  day  was  given  over  to  a  conducted  trip  throughout  the  park 
utility  area  at  park  headquarters   and  over  the  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  Ter- 
race Forest  Ti^il.     The  last  two  days,  June  II4  and  I5,  were  given  over 
to  a  conducted  trip  around  the  main  loop  highway  of  the  park  and  com- 
prised a  full  12-hour  training  perial    each  day.     There  were  3U  men  who 
benefitted  from  this  training, 

Ch  June  17  and  18  another  special  training  per5.od  was  given  to  26 
•mployees  of  the  Protection  and  Naturalist  DivisioBis.     These  wkx  were 
taken  on  a  two-day  trip  around  the  main  loop  highway  of  the  park  and 
as  much  inforn'Ation  as  it  was  possible  to  give  them  in  this  shox^  per- 
iod  was  conveyed  to  them. 

About  1,680  man-hours  of  training  were  received  by  these  combined 
groups  of  men.     The  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists  since  entering  on 
duty  have  received  about  1*32  hours  of  break-in  training.     This  was  de- 
signed to  familiarize  them  with  procedures  of  operations  at  stations, 
methods  of  conducting  nature  walks,  talks,  and  conducting  auto  caravajis. 
It  also  familiarised  them  with  the  general  area  in  irtiich  they  were  to 
work  in  the  park. 

A  request  was  made  to  all  men  taking  this  in-Service  training  that 
they  submit  to  the  In-Service  training  officer,  who  is  the  Chief  Park 
naturalist,  a  niamorandum  constructively  criticising  the  training  program 
as  given  this  year  with  the  thought  in  mind  that  their  comments   and 
criticisms  will  appreciably  help  in  the  preparation  of  a  better  program 
for  next  season.     Many  of  these  memorandum  have  been  received  and  it 
is  already  noted  that  several  constructive  changes  o&n  be  made  to  im- 
prove our  procedures  here  another  year. 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  devoted  six  full  days  of  his  time  to 
this  training  program  and  Park  Naturalist  W.  Verde  Watson  gave  over  two 
days   of  his  time.     The  Yellowstone  Park  Company  provided  the  trans  porta- 
tion  in  yellow  buses  and  they  also  made  available  lodgings  for  the  groups 
Bor  overnight  stops  at  Old  Faithful  Lodge. 

Interpretive  Services 

As  of  June  I6  all  Yellowstone  Park  raiseums  were  open  to  the  public 
and  the  program  of  walks,  talks,  hikes,  etc.  began  in  all  their  detail  on 
June  17.     All  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalists  with  the  exception  of  two 
men  were  on  duty  at  their  respective  stations  as  of  J\me  16,     These  pro- 
grams have  been  well  received  by  the  public  and  although  not  heavily  at- 
tended due  to  adverse  weather  conditions  they  have  been  regularly  con- 
ducted with  at  times  maximum  crowds  present. 
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A  special  phase  of  Yellowstone  Park  i»itert)retation  which  is  being 
tried  out  this  year  is  the  ixiauguaration  of  a  junior  nature  program 
which  is  being  given  to  children  from  6  to  li|.  years  of  age  each  after- 
noon from  2i00  -  l+i^O  for  five  days  each  -week*  The  response  to  this 
prograsi  has  be^a  only  fair  with  a  maximum  attendance  of  ih  ohlldren  and 
a  ainintan  of  6  so  far. 

This  junior  nature  program  consists  of  special  exploring  tripe  for

The  Chief  Park  Maturalist,  David  de  L»  CondoKi,  and  Park  Haturalist 
W,  Verde  Watson  made  a  field  trip  around  the  E&ixi   loop  of  Yellowstone 
Park  on  June  7  for  the  purpose  of  making  observations*  On  this  occasion 
observations  were  niade  of  thermal  activities  and  pictures  were  taken  of 
some  of  the  natural  features.  Other  trips  were  made  around  the  main 
loop  of  the  park  on  June  25  and  June  27 • 

During  the  month  of  June  there  have  been  a  number  of  very  interesting 
developments  in  the  Lower  and  Upper  Geyser  Basins,  The  thermal  activity 
on  Geyser  Hill,  that  area  northeast  of  the  Firehole  River  in  the  Upper 
Geyser  Basin,  has  shown  a  marked  cheunge  to  that  observed  in  previous 
years • 

The  Giantess  Geyser  has  been  known  to  erupt  at  least  three  times 
this  year  in  contrast  to  the  previously  obseirved  action  of  an  eruption 
about  once  a  year. 

The  Vault,  on  Geyser  Hill,  has  been  erupting  periodically,  a  phe- 
noR&oa.  not  previously  observed  for  many  years. 

Beehive  Geyter  was  observed  in  eight  d&ylight  eruptions  which  were 
thought  to  be  normal  erupticais  of  this  geyser. 

Grand  Geyser  has  been  erupting  on  an  average  interval  of  about  11 
hours,  some  iritervnls  being  shorter,  others  being  a  little  longer  than 
this  period.  This  geyser  has  beai  observed  many  times  this  season  by 
groups  of  people  on  conducted  trips  over  the  thermal  areas* 

The  increased  activity  in  this  area  has  provided  an  imusual  thermal 
display  for  the  visitors  so  far  this  season* 

In  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin  pl^ical  evidence  indicated  that  sometime 
during  the  winter  months  Fountain  Geyser  had  erupted  and  disgorged  from 
its  vent  two  logs  which  had  been  lodged  there »  Sinco  this  early  evi- 
dence of  an  eruption  durtng  the  winter  the  water  temperature  in  the 
Fountain  Geyser  vent  had  eroded  sufficiently  for  a  pronounced  algous 
growth  to  develop  there*  It  was  thought  that  the  Fountain  area  hB.6.   re- 
turned to  the  status  that  has  beeu  existent  there  for  many  years*  How- 
ever a  number  of  interesting  and  unusual  thermal  changes  have  occurred 
there  receritly* 

The  Fountain  pools  have  erupted  several  times,  the  Clepsydra  Gey- 
ser has  erupted  in  its  violent  phase,  and  most  interesting  of  all 
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been  the  fact  that  the  Fountain  Geyser  itself  has  erupted  twice  during 
daylip^t  hours  vrhec  it  could  be  observed   by  people  vioiting  the  aiPea* 
This  geyser's  rejuvenation  has  killed  all  algal  plant  growth  in  the 
general  area  and  the  flood  of  water  dislodged  from  it  di^ring  its  erup- 
tion has  caused  much  of  the  sinter  to  be  washed  away  from  the  forajation 
area  near  it.  Careful  observetions  are  being  made  of  these  thenaal 
changes  and  special  reports  will  be  prepared. 

During  the  month  twro  coyotes  have  beaa  coBoaonly  seen  begging  along 
the  roadside  from  tourists  in  the  area  between  Kez  Peroe  Creek  and  the 
Midway  Geyser  Basin,  It  is  thought  that  tiiese  two  animals  are  coyotes 
which  were  given  friendly  attention  by  the  winterk«epers  at  the  Canyon 
hotel  during  the  past  winter  season.  They  are  unafraid  and  approach 
right  up  to  the  road  shoulders  and  stand  begging  in  a  similar  manner  to 
that  which  the  typical  Yellowstone  bear  plies  the  begging  trade* 

Mr,  John  F,  McMillan  arrived  in  Yellowstone  Park  on  June  l6  and 
since  that  date  he  has  been  busily  engaged  in  conducting  research  on  the 
moose  in  the  'lYillow  Park  area  and  the  east  side  of  the  Gallatin  Range  of 
mountains,  Mr,  McMllan  is  working  out  his  doctor's  thesis  on  the 
ecology  of  the  moos©  in  this  section  of  Yellowstone  lietional  Park. 

Dr.  Tom  F,  W,  Barth  and  Mr,  Don  Bloss  have  been  granted  collaborator- 
ship  status  to  conduct  research  work  on  the  hydro-thermal  activity  in 
the  geyser  basins  of  Yellowstone  and  are  expected  to  report  to  Yellow- 
stone National  Park  in  July  to  conduct  their  research  woric  here, 

A  request  was  received  from  Mr,  Robert  G,  Smalley  to  conduct  re- 
search work  In  the  park  in  thermal  areas  of  Yellowstone*  This  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Director's  Office  for  further  action* 

Dr.  L,  C,  Graton,  Professor  of  Mining  Geology,  larvard  TJhiversity 
intended  to  continue  this  summer  the  research  work  started  by  him  in  19^42, 
Dr,  Gz*atcn  suddenly  changed  his  mind  and  decided  to  conduct  thermal  re- 
search in  Iceland  and  to  wait  until  another  year  to  continue  his  work 
here. 

The  Blue  Spring  on  the  Main  Terrace  of  the  Mammoth  Hot  Springs 
Terraces  lost  its  vmter  or  June  16  and  at  the  close  of  the  month  was  Just 
beginning  to  recover  an  active  flow, 

A  number  of  other  changes  have  been  occurring;  in  the  terrace  area 
at  liSammoth  and  records  of  these  changes  are  being  made*  A  comprehensive 
report  of  all  thejrmal  changes  will  be  prepared  next  fall.

The  YelloTTOtone  Library  and  Sifiiseum  Association  has  placed  on  sale 
at  the  information  desks  in  the  museums  at  Old  Faithful,  Fishing  Bridge, 
and  Itemmoth,  a  general  line  of  publications  hsaidled  by  this  Association.

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July  ha«  baen  the  record  month  for  interpretive  activities  in 
Yellowetone  Rational  Park  for  all  time. 

The  people  who  have  visited  this  area  the  past  month  have  b«ien 
able  to  fully  enjoy  this  park  with  very  little  adverse  influence  be- 
cause of  bad  weather.  Very  few  of  the  activities  oonduoted  by  the 
Haturalist  Division  have  been  curbed  by  inclement  weather  because  the 
interest  of  the  people  has  been  such  that  the  park  ranger  naturalists 
on  duty  at  the  various  stations  found  that  the  visitors  wanted  to  learn 
about  Yellowstone.  As  a  result  programs  were  held  inside  the  Fishing 
Bridge  l&iseum  and  inside  the  Canyon  Ranger  Station  community  room 
whenever  these  could  not  be  held  out  of  doors* 


Administration 

Naturalist  Division  activities  have  been  under  the  supervision  of 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  during  the  mcsith*  All  phases  of  interpre- 
tive activities  have  been  in  full  operation  and  well  attended  by  the 
visiting  public* 

The  Naturalist  Division  has  been  without  the  services  of  a  park 
naturalist  in  the  vacancy  created  by  the  transfer  of  Park  Naturalist 
Harold  Brodrick  to  Petrified  Forest  National  Maaument,  Up  to  date  it 
seems  that  Mr.  Brodrick  is  still  being  carried  on  Yellowstone  Park  pay- 
rolls with  this  park  being  without  his  services.  The  fact  that  this 
position  has  not  been  filled  has  materially  hampered  the  over-all  acti* 
vities  of  the  Naturalist  Division  and  a  great  deal  of  valuable  work  which 
needs  attention  has  of  necessity  remained  unattended  to.  The  curtail* 
ment  in  funds  available  for  the  employment  of  personnel  may  influence 
the  appointment  of  someone  to  this  position  and  if  this  should  occur  it 
will  undoubtedly  limit  the  possibilities  for  work  achievement  by  this 
division. 

Seventy  two  si^s  were  prepared  for  the  Naturalist  Division  by  the 
Master  Painter.  These  signs  say  "Keep  Off"  and  "Dangerous  -  Keep  Off." 
They  were  teJcwa  to  Old  Faithful  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  the 
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park  ranger  naturalists  at  that  station  have  mounted  them  on  angular 
log  blocks  and  placed  them  at  strategic  points  where  they  will  keep 
people  from  wimdering  indiscriminately  over  thermal  features  and  into 
dangerous  areas. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

On  July  3  Miss  Bess  V»  Stone  whose  grandmother  was  the  first  known 
white  woman  to  tour  Yellowstone  National  Park  visited  the  Chief  Park 
naturalist *s  office  and  a  very  interesting  discussion  was  held  with  her 
concerning  her  grandmother's  tour  through  this  area  in  September  1872, 

On  July  8  a  very  interesting  visit  was  held  with  Mr»  Frank  A»  Hjort, 
the  Chief  Ranger  of  Hawaii  National  Park  who  stopped  in  at  the  Chief 
Park  Naturalist's  office, 

Dr,  Charles  S,  Piggott,  Secretary  of  the  Cosmos  Club,  an  eminent 
geophysicist,  was  conducted  through  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin  area  by  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  at  that  time  considerable  discussion  was  held 
relative  to  the  activities  in  the  thermal  areas  and  the  excessive  human 
erosion  which  is  occurring  there  under  the  present  heavy  travel  conditions. 

On  this  same  date,  July  11,  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Chief 
Ranger  LaNoue  spent  considerable  time  in  the  geyser  basins  going  over 
thermal  area  interpretation  and  protection  problems, 

Cki  July  22  the  commmity  of  Mammoth  and  visitors  were  given  the  op- 
portunity to  enjoy  an  exceptionally  entertaining  musical  program  pre- 
sented by  Frank  Van  Cott  of  Cedar  City,  Utah  and  his  brother  LeRoy  Van 
Cott,  Clerk-Stenographer  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist »s  Office.  These 
two  men  played  piano  and  organ  music  to  an  audience  which  overtaxed  the 
seating  capacity  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  chapel.  This  program  was  ap- 
preciated by  those  in  attendance.  Parts  of  the  arrangements  for  the 
presentation  of  this  was  made  through  the  Naturalist  Division. 

Qa   July  2I4.  and  25  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  discussed  with  John  Q* 
Nichols,  Pete  Hoffman,  and  the  bus  inspectors,  the  problem  of  interpre- 
tive activities  as  related  to  the  bus  tours  at  Norris  Geyser  Basin  and 
Madison  Junction,  Since  this  discussion  with  these  men  the  program  at 
Norris  and  Madison  has  been  operating  much  more  smoothly  due  to  a  com- 
plete understajiding  of  the  functions  of  the  naturalists  at  these  stations 
and  the  bus  drivers  with  respect  to  the  tours.  These  tours  have  been 
arriving  at  very  irregular  intervals.  The  scheduled  guided  trips  through 
the  geyser  basin  and  the  discussion  of  the  historical  significance  of 
Madison  Jvmction  had  been  interrupted  on  numerous  occasions  by  bus 
drivers  who  were  not  cognizant  of  the  significance  of  the  service  rendered 
by  the  park  ranger  naturalists  at  these  two  stations* 
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lSr»  Bart  Hodges  of  the  New  York  Post  Kews paper  Syndicate  was  in  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  July  26  and  at  that  time  discussed 
Yellowstone  Rational  Park  with  Park  Naturalists  Condon  and  Watson.     He 
was  seeking  information  which  he  might  utilize  in  his  newspaper  writings* 

On  July  28  Mr.  Lowell  Adams  from  the  Missoula  Office  of  the  Fish 
and  Wildlife  Service  and  Dr.  Neil  Hosley  of  the  Chicago  Office  of  this 
same  Service  stopped  in  at  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  for  a  brief 
visit  and  to  make  themselves  acquainted* 

Oa.  this  same  day  Mr.  Robert  Ji^rphy,  operator  of  the  Dude  Ranch  at 
Gardiner,   Montana  brought  to  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  Messrs. 
Davis  and  Clark  who  are  making  a  l6  mm.   colored  motion  picture  of  a 
wilderness  trip  in  Yellowstone  National  Park  which  is  being  conducted  by 
Mr,  Murphy.     These  men  were  seeking  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  the 
narration  which  will  accompany  the  finished  picture.     After  discussing 
their  plans  they  felt  certain  that  this  office  would  be  able  to  supply 
them  with  the  type  of  interpretive  information  which  they  wanted  with 
respect  to  the  various  educational  and  scenic  shots  that  they  intend  to 
make  in  this  area. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist,  as  Chairmen  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  Church 
Committee,  arranged  for  Miss  liter jorie  Skinner  to  conduct  in  the  Yellow- 
stone  Park  chapel  a  summer  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  for  the  period 
July  21  through  July  25.     This  school  was  attended  daily  by  over  1+0  chil- 
dren of  the  Mammoth  Community  and  it  proved  to  be  a  very  worthwhile  pro- 
gram for  them* 

Members   of  the  Naturalist  Division  rendered  special  service  to  the 
Governor  Thomas  E.  Dewey  party  while  they  were   in  the  park  during  the 
month  of  July. 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  wes  appointed  as  a  member  of  a  committee  to 
study  campground  development  and  improvement.     This  committee  held  a 
meeting  on  July  28  in  Chairman  F.  T.   Johnston's  office  relative  to  the 
advisability  of  limiting  permanent  camping  in  Yellowstone's  campgroionds 
to  a  ten-day  period.     This  was  the  first  meeting  of  this   committee. 

In-Seiryice  Training  Program 

As  an  In-Service  training  feature  as  well  as  an  informational  guide, 
the  Naturalist  Division  in  cooperation  with  the  Protection  Division  has 
edited  and  published  a  weekly  news  letter  which  has  been  highly  successful 
to  date.     Five  different  issues  have  been  prepared  during  the  month  of 
July  on  the  multilith  for  distribution.     Three  hundred  copies  of  these 
were  sent  to  National  Park  Seirvioe  employees  and  to  those  to  whom  this 
information  is  of  value* 
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During  the  month  park  ranger  naturalists  at  Old  Faithful,  Pishing 
Bridge,  Canyon,  and  Tower  Fall  have  received  ]JQ-Service  training  on 
forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression.  Those  training  programs  were 
conducted  by  the  Protection  Division  and   attended  by  all  parties  inter- 
ested in  receiving  such  training* 

Park  ranger  naturalists  in  the  field  have  received  training  and 
instiruction  from  Park  Naturalist  Watson  and  Chief  ?srk  Naturalist  Condon 
following  the  auditing  of  the  campfire  programs  and  their  conducted  trips p 
This  constructive  criticism  has  improved  the  technique  of  these  men  and 
the  type  of  information  presented  to  the  public  by  them* 

Interpretive  Services 

The  interpretive  services  as  programmed  for  the  entire  summer  have 
progressed  satisfactorily  during  the  month*  These  activities  have  re» 
ceived  much  favorable  comment  from  the  people  who  have  participated  in 
them  and  on  some  instances  written  compliments  on  the  type  of  service 
r«idered  has  been  received  by  the  Superintandont. 

The  Junior  Nature  Program  which  was  started  in  June  hfis  proved  to  be 
quite  successful*  Twenty  two  afterDOon  programs  have  been  conducted  dur- 
ing  the  month  with  an  average  attendance  of  8  children*  These  children 
have  been  predominantly  those  of  visitors  with  a  minimum  attendance  of 
local  ones.  Parents  have  brought  children  from  other  sections  of  the  park 
clear  to  Mammoth  in  order  that  they  may  participate  in  this  activity. 
We  think  that  probably  another  year  with  more  careful  planning  and  added 
publicity  that  this  activity  might  prove  to  be  an  even  more  fruitful 
venture* 

Dr.  William  F,  Hoheisel  of  the  Eastern  Montana  State  Teachers  College 
at  Billings  has  a  group  of  13  students  on  a  special  schooling  trip  through- 
out the  park.  His  group  has  received  special  attention  at  each  of  the 
focal  points  around  the  park  by  the  members  of  the  Naturalist  Division 
working  there* 

In  attempting-  to  improve  the  interpretive  services  rendered  by  the 
Naturalist  Division  a  portable  public  address  unit  megaphone  type  has  been 
secured  and  during  the  latter  pert  of  the  month  of  July  it  was  used  for 
speaking  to  large  groups  in  attendance  at  eruptions  of  the  Riverside  Gey- 
sor,  the  Daisy  Geyser,  and  to  those  seeing  the  eruption  of  Old  Faithful 
Geyser*  It  has  been  found  that  this  unit  works  quite  satisfactorily  in 
dispensing  information  to  these  large  groups  assembled  out  of  doors* 

The  statistical  report  on  the  activities  and  services  rendered  dur-» 
ing  the  month  of  July  is  attached* 
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These  are  part  of  the  thousands  of  visitors  who  ha^e 
benefitted  from  the  wayside  exhibit  at  Artist  Point 
and  the  services  rendered  by  park  ranger  naturalists 
along  the  Canyon  rim.       Photo  by  Condon 
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Museum  Activitlea  and  Exhibits 

All  itiuseuins  throughout  the  park  were  in  full  operation  during  the 
month  and  enjoyed  the  greatest  attendanoe  that  they  have  experienced 
since  their  establishment* 

Several  items  have  been  received  during  the  month  for  accession. 
Among  them  was  a  double  barrel  shotgun  of  the  muszle-loading  oap»firing 
type  which  was  found  by  E«  W,  Carter  of  Livingston,  Montana  on  Lower 
Blaoktail-Oeer  Creek.  A  further  search  of  the  area  where  this  gun  wa« 
found  disclosed  no  further  artifacts. 

During  the  month  work  was  started  on  the  rehabilitation  of  the  mu« 
seum  buildings  at  Norris,  Madison,  Old  Faithful,  and  Fishing  Bridge.  The 
carpenters  are  working  in  the  N orris  isluseum  replacing  rotted  logs  and 
removing  the  ends  of  the  rotted  rafter  logs.  The  painters  have  painted  the 
roof,  stained  the  exterior  of  the  building,  and  are  nour  working  on  the 
interior.  Plans  call  for  the  installation  of  a  shower  bath  unit  in  the 
Worris  Museum  quarters.  On  the  15th  day  of  the  month  Park  Naturalists 
Watson  and  Condon  removed  from  in  front  of  the  Norris  Museum  a  large  number 
of  trees  which  had  grown  up  and  formed  a  screen  concealing  the  building 
entirely  from  the  road  and  the  geyser  basin.  The  removal  of  these  trees 
has  improved  materially  the  situation  at  this  place. 

The  repair  work  on  the  Madison,  Old  Faithful,  and  Fishing  Bridge  Mx» 
seums  will  follow  a  comparable  pattern  to  that  which  is  being  carried  out 
at  Norris  •  primarily  the  repairing  of  the  structure  and  the  repair  and 
replacement  wherever  possible  of  rotted  logs  in  the  structure. 

A  request  has  been  made  for  the  preparation  of  working  plans  for  the 
renovation  and  rehabilitation  of  the  amphitheatres  at  Old  Faithful, 
Mammoth,  and  Vfest  Thumb  for  in  all  of  these  structures  the  logs  have  rotted 
away  and  must  be  replaced.

Clerk- Stenographer  LeRoy  Van   Cott  was   on  duty  all  month  except  two 
days  of  annual  leave  taken  on  July  22  and  23  and  one  hour  of  annual   leave 
taken  en  July  30. 

Oliver  K.  Olson,  the  janitor  at  the  Mammoth  Sfcseum,  was   confined  to 
the  hospital  for  several  days  during  the  month  and  it  was  necessary  to 
operate  the  museum  with  intermittent  janitorial   seirvices.

Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Donald  Starr  was  granted  two  days  of  annual 
leave  on  the  29th  and  30th  of  the  month. 

All  other  personnel  were  on  duty  throughout  July, 

The  position  vacated  by  the  transfer  of  Harold  Brodrick  to  Petri- 
fied Forest  TJational  Monument  has  not  been  filled  and  in  all  probability 
it  will  not  be  filled  this  fiscal  year. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  Park  Ranger  Haturalist  Herbert  T, 
Lystrup  to  assume  charge  of  the  Naticnal  Park  Service  exhibit  at  the  Utah 
Centennial  Celebration  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  for  the  period  carrying 
from  August  16  through  August  31 « 

Research  and  Observation 

Mr,  Don  Bloss,  graduate  student  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  re« 
portecnBWfhe  Chief  Park  naturalist's  office  on  July  5»  He  is  doing 
research  work  in  the  geyser  basins  on  temperature  gradient  changes  in 
geysers  and  has  with  him  special  equipment  prepared  in  the  laboratory  of 
the  University  of  Chicago  for  use  in  measuring  these  temperatures.  The 
opportunity  to  associate  with  Mr,  Bloss  has  been  very  limited  during  the 
month  but  his  research  work  has  been  progressing  and  as  much  assistance 
as  he  has  requested  has  been  granted  him  from  the  park  ranger  naturalists 
stationed  in  the  Old  Faithful  area, 

Sfr,^  Robert  G,  Smalley,  University  of  Chicago  graduate  student^  is 
conducting  his  graduate  research  work  in  the  thermal  area  of  the  park  and 
is  attempting  to  run  down  trace  elements  in  the  hydrothermal  waters*  Mr, 
Smalley  has  been  headquartering  out  of  the  Fishing  Bridge  tourist  cabin 
area  and  visiting  several  of  the  thermal  areas  throughout  the  park.  He 
has  been  seen  only  twice  during  the  month  and  a  detailed  report  of  the 
progress  of  his  work  is  not  available. 

Four  permits  for  the  collecting  of  specimens  were  granted  to  outside 
collectors.  These  have  been  issued  for  botanical  specimens,  geological 
specimens,  entomological  specimens,  and  small  mammals. 

The  coyotes  which  were  frequenting  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin  area  during 
the  month  of  June  have  not  been  reported  to  this  office  nor  seen  by  those 
of  us  working  out  of  here  during  the  pest  several  weeks.  There  has  been, 
however,  during  the  month  of  July,  a  lone  coyote  holding  forth  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Dunraven  Pass,  This  animal  has  been  regularly  creating  a  traffic 
blockade  by  stopping  automobiles  with  his  begging  tactics.  On  occasion  he 
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has  been  seen  wandering  like  a  domestic  do|::  among  people  in  the  Dunraven 
Pass  picnic  area.  Photographs  of  this  aniinal  have  been  made  by  thousands 
of  people  and  we  have  obtained  a  few  shots  oursa3ves»  This  animal  does 
not  appear  to  be  the  same  as  one  of  those  formerly  plying  the  begging  art 
in  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin. 

A  total  of  11  field  trips  out  into  the  Park  for  observation  purposes, 
the  auditing  of  park  ranger  naturalist  activities,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  pictures  were  made  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist. 

A  total  of  12  field  trips  were  rnade  by  Park  Naturalist  Watson  for  the 
purpose  of  delivering  books  to  the  various  museums  for  sale  at  the  informa- 
tiaa  desks,  to  make  field  observations  and  to  take  pictures,  as  well  as  to 
audit  the  activities  ccaiducted  by  the  park  ranger  naturalists  stationed 
throughout  the  park. 

A  special  trip  was  made  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  to  the  Molly 
Islands  on  July  17  for  the  purpose  of  making  observations  on  the  nesting 
activities  of  birds  in  these  rookeries©  This  trip  was  made  more  than  a  month 
later  in  the  season  than  the  one  which  was  made  last  year  for  a  similar 
purpose.  As  a  result  the  nesting  information  garnered  is  not  as  complete 
as  that  of  last  year  due  to  the  fact  that  the  ir&jor  nesting  period  was 
completed.  However,  the  following  information  was  secured s

The  nests  of  the  pelican  had  been  largely  eliminated 
by  recent  erosion  and  it  was  difficult  to  make  an  accurate 
count.  The  dried  carcasses  of  numerous  young  pelican  of 
all  ages  were  observed  and  an  estimate  of  those  dead  seen 
is  180,  One  adult  pelican  was  also  dead  on  the  isiand  and 
the  carcasses  of  several  dead  gulls  in  various  stages  of 
decomposition  were  obseirved.

The  other  bird  population  an  this  islsaid  is  only  an 
estimate  made  after  counting  a  portion  of  the  population 
on  a  given  area  and  guessing  on  a  proportionate  basis  on 
the  remainder*  It  is  thought  that  there  were  about  1^00 
yoving  gulls  and  an  equal  number  of  adults.  The  Caspian 
Tern  colony  was  much  smaller  than  last  year©  Seven  adults 
were  observed,  five  nests  seen,  and  only  one  young  bird* 

Colored  motion  pictures  amounting  to  about  100  feet  were  made  of 
the  activities  on  Rooky  Island  and  in  addition  to  that  a  roll  of  35  oaa 
kodachrome  film  was  exposed  with  some  VQry   interesting  pictures  of  the 
California  Sea  Gulls  being  secured* 

On  July  29  Chief  Park  Katuralist  Condon  accompanied  by  Senior  Park 
Raiiger  Naturalist  Lowell  Biddulph  of  Fishing  Bridge  spent  the  day  hiking 
over  sections  of  Stonetop  Mountain  at  the  head  of  Astringent  Creek* 
In  the  literature  published  on  Yellowstone  National  Park  end  the  maps 
prepared  on  it  there  is  no  reference  to  the  thermal  phenomena  found  at 
the  head  of  Astringent  Creek  and  tributaries  to  it.  Ten  years  ego  while 
going  to  a  fire  in  this  general  vicinity  much  thermal  activity  was  seen 
and  this  trip  was  a  return  to  the  area  to  learn  further  about  the  phe- 
nomena found  there*  After  hiking  a  distance  of  about  12  miles  and 
exeunining  many  different  areas  it  was  determined  that  this  section  of 
the  park  provides  much  of  interest* 

Two  very  interesting  lakes  were  found,  one  very  turbid  and  maiddy 
in  character,  and  the  other  a  beautiful  emerald  green*  The  turbid  lake 
covers  a  possible  six  surface  acres  end  the  emerald  green  about  14*1/2 
acres*  There  were  some  paint  pots  and  many  mud  kettles  found.  At  the 
head  of  each  of  the  small  drainages  there  proved  to  be  rather  large  solfa- 
tara  areas,  many  hot  springs,  and  in  some  sections  large  beds  of  pure 
sulphur.  A  number  of  kodachrome  35  Him  pictures  were  made  on  this  trip 
and  the  success  of  these  have  not  yet  been  determined. 
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In  addition  to  the  very  interesting  thermal  phenomena  there  was 
pronounced  evidence  of  the  wintering  of  bison  in  this  area  for  there 
were  large  accumulations  of  buffalo  chips  and  a  total  of  five  carcasses 
of  dead  aninmls  were  found.  Thase  consisted  of  two  calves,  one  cow, 
and  two  bulls*  There  were  a  large  number  of  elk  suimnering  in  this  area* 
There  is  a  profusion  of  wild  flowers  -  especially  the  Indian  Paint  Brush 
and  the  Fringed  Gentian* 

A  number  of  interesting  specimens  of  spiny  sinter  were  collected  as 
as  well  as  some  very  interesting  volcanic  tuff  from  a  bed  located  near 
the  shore  of  the  emerald  green  lake*  A  rather  pretty  water  fall  probably 
55  feet  in  height  occurs  on  Astringent  Creek* 

The  very  interesting  thermal  phenomena  in  the  Upper  and  Lower  Geyser 
Basins  reported  last  month  has  continued  into  and  through  July* 

The  Giantess  Geyser  has  erupted  twice  during  the  month  making  a 
total  of  five  eruptions  so  far  this  year* 

The  Vault  which  has  not  shoroi  geyser  action  in  previous  years  is 
continuing  to  erupt  as  a  geyser  as  reported  previously* 

The  Grand  Geyser  has  continued  to  erupt  on  an  averaf.e  interval  of 
about  eleven  hours  and  has  provided  an  unusual  scenic  spectacle  for  the 
benefit  and  ©njoyment  of  the  people  visiting  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin* 

During  July  the  Wiiistle  Geyser  in  the  Black  Sand  Basin  was  observed 
in  eruption  twice  by  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  George  Iferler  and  physical 
evidence  indicates  that  it  had  erupted  at  other  times*  After  checking 
records  and  talking  with  individuals  familiar  with  the  geyser  basin  areas 
we  find  that  the  last  reported  eruption  actually  observed  of  this  geyser 
was  made  by  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Herbert  T*  Lystrup  and  Prances  R* 
Oberhansley  in  1951 • 

In  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin  the  activity  there  has  continued  to  be  of 
great  interest*  The  Fountain  Geyser  itself  has  been  observed  in  eruption 
three  times,  the  Fountain  Pools  twice,  and  Clepsydra  many  times*  In  ad- 
dition to  these  the  Silex  Spring  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  large  sinter 
mound  in  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin  parking  area  has  been  observed  in  eruption 
as  a  geyser  on  several  occasions* 

The  Great  Fountain  Geyser  from  the  records  which  have  been  kept  on 
it  this  season  indicates  that  it  has  been  erupting  on  a  more  frequ®fit

Of  interest  this  year  is  the  fact  that  the  total  sales  at  the  in-

The  Yellowstone  Library  end  tAiseum  Association  purchased  from  Miss 
Anne  J*  Rittenhouse  and  Mrs.  Kate  Nixon  of  Washington,  D.  C*,  grandnieoes 
of  Daniel  T*  Potts*  three  letters  of  historical  sigaificance  to  the  west  « 
especially  so  to  Yellowstone  National  Park,  These  letters  are  two 
originals  by  Daniel  T,  Potts  and  one  copy  of  a  letter  written  by  him  to 
Thomas  Cochlen  on  July  7»  I82I4.,  This  letter  was  copied  and  sent  to  Ann 
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Thomaa^  Plymouth  on  the  Shd  month,  the  19th  day,  1825»  The  other  two  let- 
ters were  written  by  Potts  himself,  on©  dated  St,  Louis,  October  13,  1828, 
and  the  other  Sweet  Lake,  July  8^  1827«  This  later  letter  gives  a  rather 
interesting  description  of  a  portion  of  Yellowstone  National  Park,  The 
other  two  have  indirect  references  to  the  area  and  contain  significant 
statements  concerning  events  that  occurred  in  the  Rocky  Mcwntain  region. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  next  issue  of  "Yellowstcaie  Nature  Notes"  will 
contain  these  letters  verbatim. 

Equipment  and  Supplies 

Cto  July  1  the  two  Zeiss  telescopes  which  had  been  sent  out  for  re- 
pairs were  returned  to  us  by  the  Zeiss  Optical  Company,  They  were  placed 
in  use  and  operated  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  At  the  close  of  the  month 
the  telescope  on  Mount  Washburn  w%s  not  functioning  properly  and  it  is 
planred  that  it  will  be  brought  in  for  adjustment  and  repairs, 

A  portable  public  address  unit  was  recoived  on  July  17  and  has  been 
placed  in  use  in  the  Old  Faithful  area. 

The  projection  screens  used  in  the  amphitheatres  at  Fishing  Bridge 
and  Manmoth  were  exchanged  on  July  8, 

On  July  1?  a  duo»photo  machine  was  received  and  wD.l  be  utilised  by  the 
Naturalist  Division  in  making  photo  copies  of  documents  and  special 
papers* 

A  new  Elliott  addressing  machine  was  received  and  will  be  used  in  the 
future  for  addressing  Yellowstone  Nature  Notes  and  for  other  lengthy  mail* 
ing  lists* 

A  large  quantity  of  photographic  paper  to  replenish  the  depleted 
stock  was  secured  and  a  quantity  of  photographic  film  was  placed  in  the 
storeroom  stock  kept  in  the  museum  for  resale  to  the  various  divisions 
active  in  Yellowstone, 

A  quantity  of  paper  was  secured  for  use  in  the  publishing  of  "Yellow- 
stone  Nature  Notes,"  This  paper  was  purchased  in  large  reams  at  the  re- 
duced rate  and  will  be  out  to  size  by  us  at  the  Yellowstone  Park  print 
shop. 

Photographic  and  Other  Visual  Aids  ~ 

A  total  of  60  1+  3C  5  black  and  white  negatives  were  made  primarily  of 
the  crowded  conditions  and  other  activities  during  the  forepart  of  the 
month.  Prints  of  these  have  not  yet  been  made  but  the  negatives  have  been 
developed  and  the  majority  of  them  are  good. 
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Fotir  rolls  of  K-135  Icodaohrome  film  have  "been  expofsed  during  the 
month.  These  pictures  were  of  park  use,  scenery,  and  the  bird  rookeries 
on  Molly  Islands*

General 


The  full  program  of  the  interpretive  services  which  were  planned 
for  the  season  has  been  in  effect  throughoiit  the  entire  month.   Con- 
ditions have  been  ideal  for  outdoor  field  trips  and  the  hikes,  attended 
observation  points,  arid  caravan  trips  have  proven  to  be  very  popular* 

Hear  the  close  of  the  month  it  became  necessary  to  curtail  some 
activities  due  to  the  necessary  departure  of  some  of  the  seasonal  park 
ranger  naturalists  to  their  regular  field  of  employment  as  teachers  in 
institutions. 

Administration 

The  Natural  is  t  Divisican  has  yi^en   under  the  supervision  of  Chief  Park 
Ifaturalist  Condon  auad  Park  Naturalist  Watson*  All  seasonal  park  ranger 
naturalists  have  been  occupied  with  their  routine  duties  at  the  field 
stations  and  direct  supervision  of  their  activities  has  been  handled 
through  the  senior  park  ranger  naturalists  at  the  various  stations* 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

On  August  U  Dr,  George  M*  Stanley  of  the  University  of  Miohigem 
visited  the  Chief  Park  Raturalist's  office  and  discussed  the  possibility 
of  doing  some  research  work  relative  to  the  geology  of  Lake  Yellowstone* 
Dr.  Stanley  has  done  extensive  work  on  old  lake  levels  in  the  Great 
Lakes  area  and  has  done  work  at  Isle  Ro;;mle  National  Park*  He  has  spent 
the  entire  month  of  August  camped  at  %eet  Thumb  and  Fishing  Bridge  and 
from  there  has  be«Q  making  a  study  of  the  former  Lake  Yellowstone  shore 
lines,  water  levels,  and  lake  terraces. 

Cb  August  7  Chief  Park  Katuralist  Condon  attended  the  Park  County 
IHnisterial  Association's  monthly  luncheon  and  at  that  time  discussed 
with  them  the  religious  services  program  for  Yellowstone  National  Park* 
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Dr.   C.   Max  Bauer,  Chief  Geologist  of  the  National  Park  Service, 
entered  Yellowstone  National  Park  on  August  7  via  the  South  Entrance 
and  was  met  there  by  Park  Naturalist  Tf.  Verde  Watson,     Dr.   Bauer  re- 
mained in  Yellowstone  from  the  7th  thi'ough  the  10th  and  during  his   stay 
here  was  taken  out  into  the  Park  for  the  purpose  of  obseinring  thermal 
areas  and  other  phenomena.     Also  during  his   stay  conferences  were  at- 
tended to  in  the  Superintendent's  Office. 

Dr.   Peterson  of  the  Montana  State  Normal  School  at  Billings,  Montana 
was   in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's   Office  on  August  6  and  at  that  time 
reported  that  this  institution  was  highly  pleased  with  the  summer  nat- 
ural history  training  school  which  was  conducted  by  them  in  Yellowstoaie 
National   Park  under  the   guidance  of  Professor  "William  F.   Hoheisel» 

Mr.   James  R.  Simon  in  charge  of  the  wildlife   park  at  Moran,  Wyoming 
stopped  in  at  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  Office  on  August  8  and  was 
primarily  interested  in  the  status  of  the  book  written  by  him  on  Yellow- 
stone Fishes* 

Mrs,   Lida  Hindrioks,   grandnieoe  of  former  Superintendent  R.  ?,   Lang- 
ford  visited  the  Chief  Park  Neturalist's  Office  on  the  12th  and  a  very 
interesting  discussion  was  held  wi.th  her  relative  to  her  father  and 
uncle.     Mrs.  Hindricks  accompanied  her  father  last  year  when  he  left  with 
the  Yellowstone  Park  suseums  two  of  the  guns  carried  by  N •   P«  Langford 
at  the  time  the  Washbum-Langford-Doane  party  explored  in  Yellowstone. 

On  August  18  Messrs.  Truesdell  and  Poster  of  the  United  States  Geo- 
logical Survey  stopped  in  at  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  Office  and  dis- 
cussed the  proposed  project  of  mapping  gravel  deposits  in  Yellowstone 
National  Park.     On  the  19th  a  conference  was  held  in   the  Chief  Park  Nat- 
uralist's office  with  Landscape  Architect  Mattson,   Chief  Park  Engineer 
Wohlbrandt,  Engineers  Lindauer  and  Miller  of  the  Regional  Director's  and 
Director's  Office  respectively,  at  which  Messrs  Truesdell  and  Foster  were 
present.     Plans  were  made  at  this  time  for  these  geologists  to  check 
certain  deoosits   in  which  the  Park  Serlrioe  is  especially  interested. 

Mr,  A.  Raymond  Hall,  Professor  of  Zoology  at  the  University  of  Kansas 
visited  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  Office  and  discussed  some  of  the 
biological  problems  commosn  to  National  Park  areas,     Mr.  Hall  is  very  much 
interested  in  the  national  parks  and  is  well  known  to  National   Park  Ser- 
vice people. 

Mr.  Koss  Madden,   photographer  for  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad, 
visited  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  Office  on  August  26.     Mr,  Madden  ex- 
pected to  be  in  Yellow^stone  National   fferk  for  a  period  of  a  week  and 
hoped  to  secure  a  large  number  of  colored  pictures  for  the  Northern  Pacific, 
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In  his  disoussion  with  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  he  was  primar?,ly  in- 
terested in  securing  the  information  which  he  could  that  would  be  helpful 
in  carrying  out  his  assignment. 

Dr.  Frederick  K.  Morris,  Professor  of  Geology  at  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist »s  Office  on 
August  29#  Dr.  Morris  was  associated  with  Dr.  Fenner  during  his  conduct- 
ing of  the  borehole  investigations  in  Yellowstone  National  Park* 

Ch  August  21  Chief  'ark  Naturalist  Condon  and  Chief  Park  Ranf^er 
Francis  D,  LaNoue  made  a  special  trip  to  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin  to  check 
on  the  installation  of  the  duck  walks  and  to  observe  the  general  use  of 
these  hy  the  public. 

Mr,   Franz  Lipp  who  has  been  in  the  Park  the  major  part  of  the  summer 
making  a  pictorial  interpretation  of  the  values  existent  here  visited  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist's  Office  several  times  during  the  month  of  August 
and  some  assistance  was  £;iven  him. 

Li-Service  Training  Program 

As  part  of  the  3Ja-Service  training  of  employees  the  Chief  Pftjrk  Nat- 
uralist has  edited  the  weekly  news  letter  and  it  has  been  typed  and  mimeo- 
graphed by  the  Clerk-Stenographer  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  Office. 

Cfa  August  5  ^»  Payne,  District  Manager  of  the  Elliott  Addressing 
Machine  Company  at  Denver,  Colorado,  came  to  Yellowstone  Park  and  spent  & 
half  day  training  members  of  the  Naturalist  Division  in  the  proper  opera- 
tion of  the  new  Elliott  Addressing  Machine  secured  last  month. 

Interpretive  Services 


The  Junior  Hatiire  Progran  which  has  been  a  part  of  the  program  at 
the  headquarters  museum  was  discontinued  on  August  23.  The  number  of 
children  participating  in  this  program  had  dropped  to  such  a  point  that  it 
was  not  deemed  desirable  to  utilize  the  time  of  a  seasonal  park  ranger 
naturalist  on  such  v^ork.  During  the  22  day  period  in  August  there  were 
12  days  on  which  there  was  a  sufficient  number  of  children  present  to 
justify  such  an  activity. 

The  portable  public  address  unit  which  was  taken  to  Old  Faithful 
has  served  a  very  useful  purpose  in  the  presentation  of  geyser  talks  at 
the  eruption  of  Old  Faithful  and  to  groups  congregated  at  the  Riverside 
and  Daisy  Geysers. 

The  statistical  report  on  the  activities  and  services  rendered  dur» 
ing  the  month  of  August  is  attached. 
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Masemn  Activities  and  Exhibits 

All  Eiuseums  throughout  the  Park  were  in  fall  operation  throughout  the 
entire  month. 

The  exhibits  displayed  were  studied  by  thousands  of  people  who  found 
them  to  be  highly  educational  and  infonnative  and  whc  have  coimaented  ver- 
bally to  us  on  numerous  occasions  about  the  added  value  which  these  centers 
give  to  their  experiences  here, 

Mr,  W,  P.  Men  cure,  an  Indian  trader  from  Busby,  Montana,  left  with  us 
a  very  fine  specimen  of  Cheyenne  Indian  headword  which  was  in  turn  given  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Custer  Battlefield  National  Monument  for  accessioning 
as  an  artifact  at  that  monument.  The  Superintendent  of  Custer  Battlefield 
National  Monument  is  going  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  this  artifact  to  Mr, 
Moncure, 

During  the  month  the  K orris  and  Madison  Museums  were  painted  and  the 
rotted  logs  trimmed  along  the  roof  line.  Other  minor  repairs  were  made  to 
the  Btmictures  as  part  of  the  rehabilitation  program. 

Plans  have  been  made  under  the  program  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
amphitheatre  at  Old  Faithful  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  work  will  com- 
mence early  in  September, 

The  front  of  the  publication  display  case  at  the  Pishing  Bridge  Museum 
fell  out  and  was  broken.  It  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  secure  a  new  frame 
for  the  front  of  this  case  as  well  as  glass • 

Seasonal  Park  Ranger  David  M,  Houston  found  an  Indian  scraper  on  the 
Mb,  Washburn  trail  which  was  turned  into  the  museum  and  has  been  accessioned 
as  part  of  the  Indian  artifacts.  The  receipt  of  this  Indian  scraper  was 
acknowledged  by  letter  to  Mr,  Houston* 

The  Madison  and  N orris  Museums  will  be  closed  on  the  night  of  Saturday 
September  6,  Present  plans  anticipate  the  closing  of  the  Fishing  Bridge 
Museum  the  night  of  September  l]+  and  the  closing  dates  of  the  Mammoth  and 
Old  Faithful  Museums  will  be  largely  determined  by  the  volume  of  travel  and 
the  weather  ccnditicMis*

All  other  personnel  were  on  duty  throughout  the  entire  month  of  August 
at  their  various  stations. 

Seasonal  Perk  Ranger  Naturalist  Herbert  T.  Lystrup  left  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park  015  August  lU.  for  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah  where  he  acted  as  custodian 
in  charge  of  the  National  Park  Service  exhibit  at  the  Utah  Centennial  Cele- 
bration, Mr,   Lj'Btirup  remained  on  duty  at  this  exhibit  through  August  31 
and  returned  to  Yellowstone  National  Park  on  September  1, 

Ehring  the  month  of  Aigust  three  janitors  were  employed  each  of  which 
worked  six  days  per  week  instead  of  employing  four  janitors  and  utilizing 
one  as  a  relief  man  at  the  other  stations.  This  arrangement  proved  to  work 
out  very  satisfactorily  and  will  probably  be  followed  another  year. 

Lawrence  Susag,  a  laborer  (constructiai)  has  been  furnished  by  the 
engineering  division  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  rubbish  and  debris  picked  up 
in  the  thermal  areas.  Park  Ranger  Naturalists  at  Old  Faithful  have  provided 
transportation  and  supervisicas  over  this  work*  It  has  proven  to  be  a  very 
valuable  contribution  in  keeping  the  areas  in  an  orderly  condition* 

Research  and  Observation 

John  IfoMillan  has  continued  his  research  work  on  the  ecology  of  the  Moose 
in  the  Willow  Park  area  during  the  month  of  August,  Mr,  Mcl^llan  has  been 
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making  a  number  of  very  interesting  observaticeas,  pictures,  and  has 
gathered  considerable  information  on  willow  browse  studies*  He  plans 
to  continue  his  studies  throughout  the  month  of  September. 

Mr,  Robert  G.  Smalley  of  the  University  of  Chicago  who  was  con- 
ducting research  work  in  the  thermal  areas  in  an  attempt  to  determine 
some  information  about  trace  elements  left  Yellowstone  Park  toward  the 
latter  part  of  August  and  although  attempts  were  made  by  the  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  to  see  Mr,  Smalley  he  was  unsuccessful  in  making  a  cortaot 
with  him. 

Mr.  Don  Bloss  has  continued  his  research  work  in  the  Upper  Geyser 
Basin  area  and  although  it  was  understood  that  Dr.  Tom  F.  Bajrth  would  be 
in  the  Park  during  August  he  did  not  visit  the  Chief  Park  Katuralist  to 
make  himself  known.  It  was  not  known  whether  he  was  able  to  visit  the 
area  or  not, 

Dr,  George  M.  Stanley  of  the  University  of  Michigan  has  been  doing 
work  since  August  h   on  the  lake  levels  and  old  shore  lines  on  Lake  Yel- 
lowstone, He  anticipates  carrying  this  work  on  through  the  month  of 
September,  Whenever  an  opportunity  has  presented  itself  assistance  is 
being  given  him  by  the  Naturalist  Division, 

Ten  field  trips  were  made  out  into  the  Park  and  around  the  main  loop 
by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  for  the  parpose  of  making  observations, 
contacting  personnel,  auditing  interpretive  programs,  and  to  give  talks* 
Four  talks  were  given  during  the  month  at  caiapfire  programs. 

Park  Naturalist  W,  Verde  latson  made  7  field  trips  around  the  main 
loop  of  the  Park  for  the  purpose  of  delivering  books,  auditing  interpretive 
programs,  making  observations,  and  taking  pictures, 

Qa  August  30  SL  special  trip  was  made  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
to  the  Absaroka  Mountain  region  where,  in  company  with  Seasonal  Park 
Ranger  Naturalist  Lowell  Biddulph,  he  climbed  Top  Notch  Peak  and  Mount 
Doane.  At  this  time  observaticans  were  made  on  the  geology  of  the  area 
and  a  very  interesting  series  of  photographs  secured  depicting  geological 
phenomena  and  the  scenery  of  the  area. 

Two  collecting  permits  were  issued  during  the  month,  one  for  botan- 
ical specimens,  the  other  for  entomological  specimens, 

i 

The  thermal  phenomena  in  the  Upper  and  Lower  Geyser  Basins  has  ocm-j 
tinued  to  be  of  great  interest  because  of  the  constant  interjection  of    |         -^^ 
changes  which  are  unexpected.     The  Giantess  Geyser  has  not  erupted  dur-  f\     ;> 
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ing  the  month  but  the  Vavilt  which  is  associated  with  the  Giantess  has   j  \^    ,> 
been  erupting  with  considerable  regularity  and  at  the  close  of  the  month 
had  virtually  washed  away  the  asphalt  walk  which  passed  near  it.  It  is 
thought  that  the  dissipation  of  energy  by  the  erupting  of  the  vault  has 
influenced  the  possibilities  of  an  eruption  by  the  Giantess  Geyser, 
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The  Grand  Geyser  continues  to  provide  the  most  spectacular  of  the 
thermal  shows  in  the  geyser  basins  •  Thousands  of  people  have  enjoyed 
seeing  it  during  August,   It  has  continued  erupting  on  an  interval  of 
approximately  12  hours  and  on  numerous  occasions  two  eruptions  have 
been  observed  in  one  daylight  period. 

The  Beehive  Geyser  which  for  years  has  been  relatively  inactive  at 
the  close  of  the  month  of  August  had  erupted  five  times  in  a  period  of 
I4S  hours.  None  of  these  eruptions  gave  evidence  of  having  been  stinaa- 
lated  by  man« 

The  most  unusual  of  all  the  geyser  eruptions  in  the  Upper  Geyser 
Basin  have  been  those  eruptions  occurring  in  the  Lioness  and  Big  Cub 
Geysers,  In  the  1930*6  when  Dr,  Fenner  visited  Yellowstone  an  attempt 
was  made  to  induce  an  eruption  from  the  Big  Cub  Geyser  and  from  the 
Lioness  Geyser  and  at  that  time  although  all  of  the  means  by  which  an 
eruption  might  be  stimulated  were  used^  it  was  impossible  to  get  these 
geysers  to  play.  During  August  these  geysers  have  erupted  several 
times  • 

In  addition  to  these  the  Chinaman  Spring  which  is  located  on  the 
sinter  hill  between  Old  Faithful  Geyser  and  the  Pirehole  River  has  been 
observed  in  eruption, 

A  detailed  report  on  the  geyser  basin  activities  is  being  prepared 
by  Senior  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  George  D.  Iferler  on  all  of  the  observed 
emiptions  of  the  major  geysers  made  by  the  naturalist  personnel  stationed 
in  that  area  during  the  season. 

In  the  Lower  Geyser  Basin  Fountain  Geyser,  the  Fountain  Pool,  and 
the  Clepsydra  Geyser  have  been  erupting  with  pronounced  regularity  and 
although  the  opportunity  has  not  presented  itself  to  make  a  detailed 
observation  of  this  eruptive  cycle  so  that  the  interval  between  eruptions 
can  be  predicted  with  some  degree  of  accuracy,  it  is  known  that  they 
have  erupted  many  times  during  August,  Their  eruptive  cycle  has  been 
following  the  same  pattern.  This  is  a  spectacular  eruption  from  the 
Fcwntain  Pool  followed  within  a  few  howrs  by  a  violent  eruption  of  Clep- 
sydra Geyser  which  in  turn  is  followed  by  an  eruption  of  the  Fountain 
Geyser,  This  cycle  1ms  repeated  itself  several  times  during  the  month 
of  August, 

The  thermal  phenomena  in  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin  has  been  fluctu- 
ating in  its  intensity  of  activity  throughout  the  month  and  careful  ob- 
servations have  been  made  by  Park  Ranger  Naturalist  Frank  Rentohler 
suid  Park  Ranger  Vernon  Wilson,  A  detailed  report  en  the  thermal  activity 
in  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin  is  being  prepared  by  Mr.  Rentchler  for  the 
records •

Chief  Park  Saturalist  Condon  and  Park  Naturalist  Vsatson  have  be«i  di- 
recting the  activity  of  the  Naturalist  Division  throughout  the  month. 

With  the  termination  of  the  services  of  the  seasonal  employees  it  re- 
quired a  great  deal  of  time  for  personal  interviews  with  the  men  before 
their  departure  from  the  park. 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

Mrs,  U«  W.  Talbot  of  Berkeley,  California  who  was  the  daughter  of  Mr, 
C,  Hart  Msrxdaun,  Zoologist  with  the  Hayden  parties,  was  in  the  Chief  Park 
Naturalist's  office  and  discussed  with  him  the  possibilities  of  giving  to 
the  Yellowstone  Park  museums  certain  artifacts  which  were  her  father's  and 
which  apply  directly  to  this  area,  Mrs.  Talbot  was  a  very  interesting  woman 
and  it  is  possible  that  we  will  be  able  to  secure  for  the  park  from  her  some 
item«  of  interest.  She  plans  to  communicate  further  with  us, 

Mr,  Whiteside,  photographer  for  the  Ansel  Adams  studios  in  Yosemite  Na- 
tional Park,  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  September  JL|.  and 
had  spent  considerable  time  in  Yellowstone  maJdng  kodachrome  pictures  which 
it  is  understood  will  be  used  for  sale  purposes  in  the  studios  with  sets  of 
national  park  slides,  Mr.  Whiteside  was  concentrating  on  securing  pictures 
of  various  species  of  anixaals  and  thermal  phenomena. 
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The  religious  Berrioes  program  which  was  conducted  by  the  Proteetant 
ministera  throughout  the  park  was  terminated  on  September  IJ4  and  a  meeting 
was  held  the  night  of  September  30  to  determine  the  program  for  the  winter 
of  19i4.7-19U8»  Arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  Yellowstone  Park  Church 
Committee  to  meet  with  the  Park  County  Ministerial  Association  and  outline 
the  religious  services  program  for  the  19^*6  season. 

Ctn  September  li|,  a  special  tour  in  two  yellow  buses  was  made  by  the 
Yellowstone  Park  Sunday  School  group  with  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  accom- 
panying them  as  a  guide*  Transportation  and  dinner  at  Old  Faithful  were  con- 
tributed by  the  Yellowstone  Park  Company. 

Vr,   A*  Pilkington,  Director  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Board  of  De- 
troit, Michigan  was  in  the  Chief  Parte  Katuralist's  office  on  September  l6» 
Mr.  Pilkington  was  veiy  much  interested  in  the  interpretive  program  as  it 
was  conducted  in  Yellowstone  National  Park* 

Mr*  Leland  J.  Prater  and  Mr*  Roy  D«  Sanders  of  the  IMited  States  Forest 
Service,  Washington  Office,  visited  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  on  Friday 
September  26*  They  were  making  16  mm  educational  movies  for  the  Forest 
Seirvice  and  were  spending  some  time  in  Yellowstone  Kational  Park  securing 
animal  pict^ires*  The  Forest  Service  apparently  ere  able  to  secure  loaterials,

Ur.   Donald  E,  ■y?hifce  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  arranged  with 
the  Chief  Park  Katuralist  to  conduct  research  work  in  thermal  areas  and  has 
been  given  all  the  help  possible  in  carrying  on   this  work* 

On  September  22  Messrs*  Arthur  Lord  and  Bvan  Pancake,  research  scientists 
for  the  Texas  Company,  were  in  and  a  lengthy  discussion  was  held  with  them

Mr*  John  F.  McMillan  who  is  a  research  collaborator  and  has  been  doing 
research  work  on  the  ecology  of  the  moose  completed  the  field  work  he  in- 
tended to  do  this  year  and  left  for  the  University  of  Michigan  the  forepart 
of  September*  Mr,  McMillan  plans  to  return  to  Yellowstone  and  continue  his 
research  work  next  year.  If  sufficient  field  data  has  been  secured  this 
year  Mr.  McMillan  hopes  to  return  as  a  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalist  dur» 
ing  19ltS  and  complete  his  research  during  his  off  duty  periods  • 

Messrs,  Arthur  Lord  and  Evan  Pancake,  research  scientists  for  the  Texas 
Company,  made  a  series  of  readings  with  a  Geiger-Msuller  detector  to  deter- 
iftine  the  intensity  of  g&mma  rays  given  off  by  radioactive  elements*  These 
tests  were  made  on  the  Mammoth  lot  Spring  terraces,  the  I? orris  Geyser  Basin,

The  Gelger-Meuller  deteotor  suggests  interesting  possibilities  for  de- 
termining changes  in  thermal  intensity*  The  Tault  was  in  an  active  period 
while  the  reading  wa^  being  made  at  the  Infant  Geyser.  It  will  be  observed 
that  the  reading  was  much  higher  there  than  for  any  other  water  tested*  The 
fact  that  the  Giantess  Group  has  been  siaoh  more  active  this  season  might 
explain  this  higher  reading  for  the  Infant, 

Ifessrs*  Lord  and  Pancake  were  very  imoh  interested  in  the  readings 
which  they  secured  here*  They  ocHjaaented  upon  the  fact  that  a  ten  pero^it 
variation  in  radioactive  intensity  was  very  significant.  It  will  be  noted 
in  many  instances  that  the  variation  in  the  readings  obtained  in  Tellowstone 
was  as  nuch  as  100  percent  or  more*  Small  samples  of  the  materials  on  which 
readings  were  made  were  given  to  these  men  for  laboratory  study  and  analy* 
sis*  It  was  unfortunate  that  they  were  able  to  spend  only  one  day  in  the 
park  area  and  also  that  all  readings  had  to  be  made  within  easy  access  of 
their  mobile  equipment*  Otherwise  soae  even  more  interesting  readings  might 
have  bean  secured  from  thermal  features  some  distance  removed  from  the  high 
way* 

Chief  Park  Saturalist  Condon  made  eleven  field  trips  out  into  the  perk 
for  field  observation,  personnel  work,  and  photography* 

Park  Naturalist  Watson  made  seven  field  trips  into  the  park  during  the 
month* 
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Mr#  Donald  B.  White  is  8p0riding  several  daye  in  the  Norris,  Lower,  Mid- 
way, and  Upper  Geyser  Basins  studying  the  chemical  characteristics  of  the 
ivaters  in  the  hot  springs  and  geysers.  Mr.  Miite  is  a  geologist  represeaating 
the  United  States  Geological  Survey.  He  has  been  making  extensive  studies 
of  the  Steamboat  Springs  in  Hevada  and  his  work  here  is  for  the  purpose  of 
gaining  further  knowledge  about  thermal  contents  of  waters. 

Two  collecting  permits  were  issued  during  the  month.  One  was  made  to 
Ur«  Donald  E.  White  of  the  United  States  Geological  guirvey  for  collecting 
water  and  mineral  samples  in  connection  with  the  research  work  being  done  by 
him,  and  the  other  was  to  Mr.  Evan  Pancake  for  samples  of  mineral  specimens 
to  be  used  in  oonnectiori  with  the  radioactive  study  he  is  making. 

On  September  3  the  Heart  Lake  Geyser  Basin  area  was  visited  and  in  one 
of  the  solJfatara  areas  there  specimtms  of  fire  opal  were  found*  These  have 
been  added  to  the  museum  collection*  The  original  discovery  of  the  presence 
of  this  mineral  was  made  by  seasonal  park  ranger  naturalist  William  B.  Sanborn* 

IXiring  the  month  considerable  work  has  been  done  on  the  Yellowstone 
Park  Place  Hames  file.  This  card  file  is  being  assembled  in  one  combined 
unit  in  the  visible  card  file  cases  which  we  secured  from  war  surplus*  Upon 
completion  of  this  project  the  Place  Names  file  will  be  a  very  useful  and 
worthwhile  tool.  There  still  needs  to  be  done  much  work  on  this  project, 
especially  do  we  need  to  add  to  all  of  the  Place  Name  cards  a  brief  statement 
as  to  the  origin  of  the  name  since  that  is  one  of  the  questions  that  is 
constantly  askedo 

In  the  Upper  and  Lower  Geyser  Basins  the  geyser  activity  has  continued  to 
be  an  object  of  unusual  interest*  The  Giantess  Geyser  has  not  erupted  during 
the  month  but  has  been  very  hot  and  virtually  on  trigger  edge*  This  geyser 
probably  would  erupt  were  it  not  for  the  continued  intermittent  erupting  of 
the  Vault  Geyser  which  is  constantly  dissipating  away  the  energy  which  might 
otherwise  bring  about  an  eruption  of  the  Giantess* 

The  Vault  Geyser  during  August  virtually  washed  away  the  asphalt  walk 
and  in  September  extensive  repairs  were  smde  and  drainage  channels  developed 
down  which  the  water  coming  from  the  Vault  Geyser  now  flows* 

The  Lion,  Lioness,  and  Big  Cub  Geysers  have  continued  to  exnxpt  inter- 
mittently during  the  month  snd  the  Beehive  had  recorded  for  it  a  total  of  ll^. 
eruptions  for  September*  There  was  undisputable  evidence  on  two  occasions 
that  this  geyser  had  been  soaped  since  the  remains  of  brown  paper  sacks  with 
soap  still  in  them  were  found  in  the  vicinity  of  the  geyser  following  its 
eruptions.  The  majority  of  the  eruptions  observed,  however,  were  undoubtedly 
perfectly  normal  activity  for  this  feature  and  are  a  direct  evidence  of  the 
apparent  increased  intensity  of  action  in  the  Upper  Geyser  Basin* 

During  the  19U7  season  a  total  of  more  than  71  different  geysers  were 
observed  in  action  in  the  Lower,  Midway,  and  Up|>er  Geyser  Basins* 
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Qi  September  6  the  Opel  Pool  in  the  Midway  Geyser  Basin  became  a  vio- 
lently erupting  geyser  and  at  that  time  disgorged  large  quantities  of  gey- 
serite  and  presented  a  spectacular  show  for  the  visitors  travelling  throu^ 
that  basin  on  that  day.  This  geyser  erupted  again  on  Sunday  September  7 
and  since  that  date  has  not  been  observed  in  eruption  but  has  continued  to 
be  very  hot  end  has  a  pitlsating  acticm  to  its  water  surface,  Midway  between 
this  pool  and  the  Turquoise  Fool  there  has  developed  a  rift  in  the  geyserite 
from  which  steam  issues  and  there  has  at  times  been  some  water  flow* 

Activity  in  the  Norris  Geyser  Basin  and  at  the  Mammoth  Hot  Springs 
teriraces  has  continued  without  any  \musual  changes  occurring.

The  regular  public  contact  work  of  the  Naturalist  Divi8ion*^lrtutff^^' 
discontinued  during  the  month  of  October  and  only  a  few  visitors  were  ad- 
mitted to  the  r»'iiujunath  i<iaseujn.      Conditions  were   highly  favorable   so  far  as  the 
weather  was   concerned   for  visitors   to  enjoy  the  park  and  a   large  number  of 
people  availed  themselves   of  this   opportunity.     Especially  was   it  evident 
that  many  peo^Je  were  visiting  the  park  on  week  end  trips.     The  fine  weather 
created  a  desire  to  make   field  trips   to   outlying  areas   for   general   observa- 
tions  of  the  natural   phenoraena.      Several   of  these  were  rjiade  but  not  nearly  as 
nany  as  would   have    )^en  desirable,    or  that  could  have   been  raade  were   it  not 
for  the   press   of  other  duties* 

Administration 

The  Naturalist  Divisicxi  activities  were  supervised  by  Chief  Park  Natura- 
list Condon  during  the   entire  month  and  the   only  employees   active   in  the  di- 
vision were   Park  Naturalist  Watson  and  Clerk-Stenographer  Van  Cott. 

Special  Activities  and   Conferences 

Chief  Biologist  Victor  Cahalane  spent  considerable  time   in  the   Chief  Park 
Naturalist's  office  on  the   Ist  and  many  Service  problems  were  discussed* 

On   October  3  ^  special  conference  was   held  in  the  conference  room  relative 
to  the  northern  Yellowstone  Park  winter  range  problems  and  in  attendance  were 
Uessrs*   Kittams,    Condon,   TraNoue,  Johnston,    Joffe,   Skinner,  Rogers,   Grimm,   and 
Regional  Naturalist  Swartzlow  with  Chief  Biologist  Cahalane, 

Mr.   Donald  E.  White  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  was  in  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  5rd  and  at  that  time  a  rather  lengthy  dis- 
cussion of  thesmal   phenomena  in  the  geyser  basins  was   carried   on  by  Chief  Park 
Naturalist  Cordon,   Regional   Naturalist  Swartzlow,   and  Mr.  PHiite.      Mr.  White 
has   been   ^'iven  all  the   assistance  that  it  was   possible   for  the  Ilaturalist   Di- 
vision to  give  him  during  his   stay  here. 

The  i+th  was   f'-iven   over  to  a  lengthy  conference  with  Regional  Naturalist 
Swartzlow  on  interpretive  problems,   esi:>ecially  those  relative  to  the  planning 
of  museums  and  wayside  exhibits* 
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Oa  the  5th  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  attended  the  Absaroka  Conservation 
Comirittee  meetings  along  with  a  large  number  of  other  National  Park  Service 
personnel. 

On.   the  6th  lir.   Lowell  Adaius  of  the  Fish  and  '^.lldlife  Service,  Public  Lands 
Biologist,  stopped  in  and  discussed  sorPiO  of  the  mutual  problems  of  the  Fish  aid 
Wildlife  Service  and  the  National  Park  Service,   Cti  this  same  day  Messrs, 
Swartzlow  and  Cahalane  were  in  the  office  for  a  short  discussion  and  then  de» 
parted  for  Glacier  Hational  Park# 

A  special  Sunday  School  meeting  of  all  the  parents  of  Yellov,;stone  Park  was 
called  for  the  evening  of  the  7th  aaid  at  that  time  a  new  Sunday  School  board 
was  elected  with  T,  Paul  Wilcox  being  selected  as  President.  His  three  vice 
presidents  are:  Rudolf  Lueck,  ■i^a.yne   B.  /loom,  and  William  G,  Proper,  Mrs. 
Ernest  Anderson  was  selected  as  Secretary  and  Mrs.  Frank  Anderson  as  Treasurer 
of  the  organization. 

Dr.  Ficholscai  of  the  Missouri  River  Basin  studies.  Fish  aud  \¥ildlife  Ser- 
vice, Billings,  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist's  office  on  the  8th#  Dr. 
Nicholson  is  very  irajoh  interested  in  the  Yellowstone  Park  library  and  was  in- 
vestigating the  possibility  of  utilizing  it  as  a  research  and  reference  source 
for  sone  of  the  infonnation  desired  by  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  on  the 
Missouri  River  Basin  studies.  Dr.  Nicholson  plans  to  send  a  isan  to  Yellowstope 
on  special  detail  to  do  research  reading  in  the  library  here. 

The  Parents  and  Teachers  meeting  was  held  on  October  lh»     This  was  well 
attended  by  the  parents  of  the  coimaunity  and  the  objectives  of  the  organization 
were  outlined.   One  of  the  sigiificant  outcomes  of  the  meeting  is  to  be  the 
revision  and  redrafting  of  the  policy  on  the  pajinent  for  school  services  by 
families  having  children  in  attendance  at  the  LTajrimoth  school.  This  v/ill  be  pre* 
sen ted  at  the  meeting  in  November  for  a  vote  by  the  parents. 

A  conference  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  Campgroxand  Committee  was  held  oa  the 
17th,  The  purpose  of  this  conference  was  to  review  the  Yellowstone  Park  assets 
and  to  attempt  to  arrive  at  some  solutions  for  the  better  protection  and  pre- 
servation of  these.   In  attendance  were  Messrs.  Sohlbrandt,  Skinner,  Mattson, 
Johnston,  Elliott,  I^'oue,  and  Condon. 

The  chapter  on  Yellowstone  National  Park  in  Irving  R.  Mel  bo's  books  "Our 
Country's  ^Jational  Parks"  was  edited  by  the  Chief  Park  Iv^aturalist  and  several 
changes  were  suggested.   Illustrative  material  was  supplied  Mr.  Melbo  from  the 
National  Park  Service's  photographic  files. 

Dj -Service  Training  Program 

The  weekly  news  letter  has  been  edited,  typed,  and  raultilithed  in  the 
Chief  Park  Naturalist's  Office  as  part  of  a  program  to  keep  all  employees 
informed. 
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Interpretive  Services 


One  talk  was  given  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  to  the  Kiwanis  Club  in 
Livingston,  Mortana  on  the  iLth,  Twenty  four  members  of  this  organization  were 
present  and  the  talk  was  well  received  hy   them, 

Miseum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

Plans  for  mjseum  developmei  t  and  the  preparation  of  wayside  exhibits  were 
discussed  with  Regional  Katuralist  Swartzlow  on  the  Itth, 

During  the  month  shutters  were  placed  on  all  museums  and  wayside  exhibits 
by  Park  Naturalist  Watson  who  at  tiraes  was  assisted  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist. 

The  amphitheater  at  Old  Faithful  KSaseum  has  been  progressing  rapidly  and 
at  the  close  of  the  raonth  was  nearing  completion  with  the  exception  of  the 
erection  of  the  new  screen  and  lecture  platform. 

IXaring  the  month  all  museums  were  cleaned  out  and  cumulative  rubbish  and 
debris  was  taken  to  the  dump.  Also  the  grounds  around  these  buildings  were 
cleaned  and  all  materials  which  no  longer  were  of  value  were  disposed  of. 

Personnel 

Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  was  on  duty  all  month, 

park  Naturalist  Ifyatson  --.ms  on  duty  all  month  except  for  2*^1/2  days  of  annual 
leave. 

Clerk-stenographer  LcIJoy  Ynn  Cott  was  on  duty  all  Konth  except  for  six  hours 
of  annual  leave. 

Research  and  Observation 

Stations  from  the  interior  of  Yellowstone  perk  as  well  as  the  park  head- 
quarters reported  the  occurrence  of  a  rather  vigorous  earth  tremor  at  about 
i4.:23  p.m.  on  Friday  October  31*  This  shock  was  recorded  by  the  seismograph 
operated  at  the  Iviontana  State  College  at  Bozeman.  A   news  clipping  appeared  in 
the  Billings  paper  to  th©  effect  that  one  had  been  recorded  there  at  1^:23  p.m. 
on  their  seismograph.  This  time  coincided  almost  identically  with  that  which 
was  reported  by  field  stations  and  individuals  feeling  it  in  the  Yellowstone 
Park  area. 

Mr,  Donald  F.  V?hite  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  completed  his 
obsorvat^cnp  in  the  thermal  areas  and  left  Yellowstone  Park  on  October  5» 

Seven  field  trips  were  made  by  Park  Naturalist  Y^'atson  for  field  observations 
and  routine  duties  and  eight  field  trips  were  made  by  Chief  Park  Naturalist 
Condon, 
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On  October  2  in  company  with  Chief  Biologist  Cahalane  a  trip  was  made  to 
Mary  Mountain  and  the  Hayden  Valley,  At  this  time  one  herd  of  bison  were 
counted  near  the  head  of  Alum  Creek  totalling  20I4.  animals,  11  bulls  were  ob- 
served along  Trout  Creek,  and  l^.  bulls  near  the  Eiouth  of  Trout  Creek.  This 
made  a  total  of  219  animals  which  were  counted  in  the  Hayden  Valley  area, 

Cn  the  15th  four  sandhill  cranes  were  observed  on  the  Fountain  Flats  and 
these  sarie  four  birds  were  again  observed  on  the  20th,  They  have  not  been 
seen  since  that  date, 

Oa.   the  23rd  a  trip  was  made  with  Biologist  Kittams  to  the  Hayden  Valley 
end  as  far  as  Sedge  Creek  on  the  east  shore  of  Lake  Yellov^stone,  On  this  trip 
several  interesting  observations  were  made.   Probably  the  inost  interesting 
and  si^Tiificant  of  these  was  that  of  seeing  a  coyote  near  Squaw  Lake  which  had 
its  left  ear  docked  off.  This  animal  was  seen  both  as  we  went  out  to  Sedge 
Creek  and  when  w©  returned  from  Sedge  Creek.  It  was  hunting  mice  in  the  opeaa 
meadow  area.  In  addition  to  this  observation  seven  trumpeter  swan  were  seen 
and  a  very  large  number  of  Canadian  geese  along  the  Yellowstone  River  and  the 
east  shore  of  the  lake. 

On  the  2i.+th  Condon  and  Watson  made  a  field  trip  to  the  Fairy  Creek- 
Sentinel  Creek  areas  for  the  purpose  of  observing  therinal  phenomena  and  any 
wildlife  which  might  be  in  those  vicinities.   During  the  course  of  the  day  a 
total  of  lOU  bison  were  seen  and  a  large  number  of  elk.   The  bison  observed 
were  as  follows:   28  can  Fairy  Creek,  ll).  on  Sentinel  Creek,  51  near  the  old 
Fountain  freight  road  about  one  mile  in  from  Kez  Perce  Creek,  7  bulls  on  Kez 
Perce  Creek  near  the  old  Fountain  patrol  cabin  site,  1  bull  near  the  highway 
crossing  on  Nez  Perce  Creek,  1  bull  below  Madison  Junction,  2  bulls  in  the 
Terrace  Spring  area.  On   this  trip  pictures  were  made  of  the  thermal  phenomena 
observed  and  the  general  scenery. 

On  October  26  during  a  trip  over  the  old  road  to  Tower  Falls  a  large 
grizzly  bear  was  observed  digging  up  gophers  on  the  side  of  Crescent  Hill,  Cn 
this  saiae  trip  a  large  number  of  ruffed  grouse  was  observed.  On  several  pre- 
vious trips  during  the  past  season  these  birds  have  been  seen  along  this  route 
and  it  seems  appropriate  to  corament  that  they  seem  to  be  numerous  through  this 
particular  section  of  the  park  this  year. 

No  detailed  thermal  phenomena  obsei*vations  have  been  made  during  the  month 
and  no  specific  coni.'nents  on  the  general  action  of  the  geysers  can  be  made. 

During  the  month  specimens  of  a  variety  of  the  rocks  represented  in  the 
park  were  collected  for  the  purpose  of  having  them  available  to  meet  the  re- 
quest made  by  legitii7iate  instittitiona  for  samples  of  these  to  use  in  their 
educational  work.

It  is  of  a  highly  portable  character  and  can 
be  easily  carried  and  handled  by  men  conducting  large  parties  in  areas  and  is 
small  enough  to  be  carried  conveniently  in  an  automobile*  A  request  has  been 
made  for  several  more  of  these   instruments* 
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A  complete  inventory  of  all  Naturalist  Division  property  was  made  during 
the  month  by  Park   Naturalist  '.Watson   and  a  detailed  summary  of  this   has  been 
made  and  proper  reports  and   forms  submitted   to  the  storehouse  for  their  records. 

All   projection   screens  and  other  equipment  used   on  the  outside  has  been 
taken   in  to  museums  and  storaj^e  buildings   for  proper  storage  during  the  month.

Several  conferences  were  held  during  the  month  on  In-Service  training  and 
District  Ranger  Karl  Semingsen  and  l¥ank  Kowski  are  preparing  materials  to  be 
used  during  the  winter  months  by  the  Protection  and  other  divisions  for  training 
purposes* 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Church  Committee  consisting  of  Mrs,  Aleda  Joffe,  Ladd 
Shorey,  Frank  Mattscai,  and  David  de  L«  Condon  made  a  trip  to  Livingston,  Montana 
on  the  6th  for  the  purpose  of  attending  a  conference  with  the  Park  County  Minis- 
terial Association,  This  meeting  was  very  successful  and  nuch  was  accomplished 
toward  an  improved  religious  services  program  for  the  19^+8  season.

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Research  and  Observation 


No  field  trips  were  made  out  into  the  Park  after  November  5,  but  on  this 
date  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  and  Park  Naturalist  Watson  travelled  to  Can- 
yon, Fishing  Bridge,  Sedge  Creek^  and  return  to  Horris.  From  there  they  went  to 
Old  Faithful  and  back  to  park  headquarters.  On  this  trip  all  of  the  museums 
were  checked  and  also  all  wayside  exhibits  to  be  sure  that  shutters,  doors,  and 
all  things  were  in  proper  order*  Some  interesting  field  observations  were  made 
en  this  tripo  One  was  the  number  of  Trumpeter  Swan  seen.  Of  these  there  were 
two  near  Trout  Creek^  six  near  the  Mud  Voloanoe  area,  two  below  Fishing  Bridge, 
forty  three  at  the  Lake  Outlet,  and  eight  at  Mary  Bay  or  a  total  of  sixty  one 
birds  which  were  thought  to  be  Trumpeter  Swan  because  of  their  size,  call,  and 
habits ♦  In  addition  to  these  birds  six  swan  were  seen  near  the  Beach  Spring  at 
Mary  Bay  which  were  definitely  identified  as  IShistling  Swan.  There  were  records 
of  ducks  and  geese  seen  along  the  lake  shore,  at  the  outlet,  and  along  the 
Yellowstone  River* 

The  manuscript  of  the  History  of  Yellowstone  National  Park  prepared  by  Dr» 
Samuel  M*  Beal  was  reviewed  by  the  Chief  Park  Naturalist  and  suggested  changes 
and  comments  were  sent  to  Mr.  Beal,  Dr,  Beal's  book  will  be  published  by  the

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The  activities  of  the  Haturalist  Division  were  largely  confined  to  routine 
work  in  the  museum  building  at  Manunoth*  In  carrying  on  division  activities  there 
was  considerable  work  accomplished  on  naiseum  accessioning,  special  multilithing 
work,  rearranging  files,  and  preparation  of  and  shipment  of  specimens  to  fill  re- 
quests made  by  scientific  and  educational  institutions t  Public  contact  work  of 
the  Division  has  been  very  limited  and  has  been  largely  confined  to  local  community 
activities ♦ 

Administration 

The  Chief  Park  Naturalist  supervised  the  Division  activities  until  December 
19  when  Park  Naturalist  Watson  served  as  Acting.  Chief  Park  Naturalist  while  Mr. 
Condon  was  on  annual  leave* 

Special  Activities  and  Conferences 

During  the  month  the  Yellowstone  F^rk  Church  Committee  was  active  in  their 
completion  of  plans  and  the  issuance  of  a  contract  for  the  installation  of  drapes 
in  the  Yellowstone  Park  Chapel »  It  was  planned  that  these  drapes  would  be  in- 
stalled before  Christmas  but  unforsewa  circumstances  made  it  necessary  for  their 
installation  to  be  made  sometime  after  the  first  of  January, 

The  Yellowstone  Park  Parents  and  Teachers  Association  held  their  regular 
meeting  on  December  2  and  at  this  meeting  several  points  of  importance  to  the  edu- 
cational program  for  Yellowstone  Park  residents*  children  were  discussed  by  the 
group  and  a  committee  appointed  to  take  action  on  them» 

On  December  8  a  special  conference  on  master  plans  was  held  in  the  conference 
room  and  all  division  heads  were  in  attendance*  The  development  of  plans  for  the 
Old  Faithful  area.  West  Thumb,  and  West  Yellowstone  were  discussed.  Resident  Land- 
scape Architect  Mattson  provided  those  assembled  with  an  example  of  the  benefits 
he  derived  from  the  In-Service  training  film  "Military  Training"  for  his  material 
was  well  organised  and  his  illustrations  and  points  well  presented.  He  is  to  be 
oompliraaated  on  1^«  fine  presentation  of  the  subject  matter. 

The  Yellowstone  broadside  was  reviewed  during  the  month  for  any  necessary 
changes  which  might  be  noted  by  the  Naturalist  Divi8ion» 
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Mr.  Reed  of  the  Ifoited  States  Bure(|u  of  Mines  was  in  the  Chief  Park  Nat- 
uralist's Office  on  December  9«  Mr.  Reed  was  interested  in  securing  biblio- 
graphical information  on  geological  publications  which  were  pertinent  to  the 
Cooke  City  area  where  the  Bureau  of  Mnes  anticipate  doing  some  geological  work 
during  the  next  two  years* 

On  the  18th  Chief  Park  Naturalist  Condon  accompanied  Chief  Ranger  LaNoue, 
Assistant  to  the  Super inter dent  Joseph  Joffe,  Assistant  Superintendent  Johnston, 
and  Biologist  Kittams  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Park  County  Rod  and  Gun 
Club  at  Livingston,  Mem  tana, 

In-Service  Training 

During  the  month  a  special  outline  was  prepared  covering  the  motion  picture 
entitled  "Military  Training**  which  is  a  movie  depicting  proper  training  methods* 
This  motion  picture  wae  presented  twice  during  the  month  -  once  to  the  division 
heads  and  on  another  occasion  to  the  park  rangers  and  section  heads  -  for  the 
purpose  of  calling  their  attention  to  good  training  techniques.  Following  the 
movie  pertinent  points  were  discussed  and  the  outlines  which  were  prepared  on  the 
important  features  of  the  picture  were  given  to  each  person  in  attendance  so  that 
he  might  have  a  ready  reference  and  reminder  on  training  points* 

Interpretive  Services 

The  only  interpretive  services  rendered  by  the  Naturalist  Division  during  the 
month  has  been  the  regular  Tuesday  night  educational  motion  pictures  which  have 
be«i  operated  by  Park  Haturaliet  Watson  in  the  Mammoth  Canteen  for  the  benefit  of 
the  people  in  the  community ( 

Museum  Activities  and  Exhibits 

IXiring  the  month  a  large  number  of  artifacts  have  been  accessioned,  cata- 
logued, and  filed.  This  work  required  much  time  since  we  had  allowed  this  mater- 
ial to  accumulate  because  it  is  more  convenient  to  accession  a  large  number  of 
artifacts  at  one  tiiM  than  that  of  periodically  doing  a  small  number. 

The  Yellowstone  Park  museum  received  back  from  Lentfer  Brothers  Taxidermy  in 
Livingston,  Montana  one  full  sized  Bighorn  sheep  hide  tanned,  which  we  anticipate 
at  some  future  time  making  into  a  life  size  mount,  one  red  fox  hide,  two  beaver 
hides,  and  one  badger  hide  which  had  been  sent  to  them  for  tanning.  The  skins 
will  be  used  as  part  of  the  Yellowstone  Park  study  skin  collection. 

During  the  month  a  large  number  of  rock  specimens  were  prepared  for  shipment 
to  scientific  and  educational  institutions  which  have  requested  them.
